NEW GAS RATES 

New gas rates for customers of 
Arlington Gas Light Company, 
which will result in reductions in 
excess of $5(5,000 annually when 
compared to present rates, have 
been filed by the company with the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities. 

The new lower rates are sched- 
uled to go into effect for natural 
gas users March 28, subject to ap- 
proval by the Massachusetts regu- 
latory body. 

Everett C. Bryant, Vice Presi- 
dent of the company, said the low- 
er rate schedules were made pos- 
sible by the arrival of natural gas 
in this area. 

“Conversion of customer appli- 
ances in the territory served by the 
Arlington Company should be com- 
pleted within two months. As 
each customer’s appliances are 
converted to burn natural gas the 
new lower natural gas rate will 
automatically go into effect for all 
future usage,” he said.

On April first, the national cam- 
paign for funds for the American 
Cancer Society gets under way, 
and with it the Massachusetts and 
Winchester fund raising drives. 
The national goal is $1(5,000,000; 
the Massachusetts goal. $590,000. 
Admiral Buracker, chairman of 
the Winchester Committee, has his 
committee poised to surpass last 
year’s figure of more than $5,000 
for Winchester. 

The month of April has been offi- 
cially designated by Congress as 
Cancer Control Month throughout 
the United States. The chairman 
of the National Campaign is Maj. 
(Jen. William J. (Will Bill) Don- 
ovan of New York, the nation’s 
wartime head of the office of Stra- 
tegic Services (OSS). The Mass- 
achusetts Campaign Chairman is 
Henry J. Nichols of Boston, vice- 
president of the National Shawmut 
Bank, former president of the Bos- 
ton. Chamber of Commerce. 

Cancer is the second ranking 
cause of death in the United States. 
It will kill some 215,000 Americans 
during 1952 — one every 2M» minutes 

and will strike at 400,000 others. 
Cancer strikes in the prime of life 

- when people are needed most. 
Last year 50,000 men and 52,000 
women hewteen the ages of 30 and 
66 died of cancer. Here in Mass- 
achusetts, some 8,700 residents will 
die of cancer this year. 

As knowledge of cancer in- 
creases, the cancer death rate 
drops. For instance, the cancer 
death rate among surgeons — who 
know that cancer is highly curable 
when detected and treated early — 
is only two-thirds that of adult 
males in the general population. 

Fully one-third of the annual 
deaths are needless. They could he 
prevented by vigilant attention to 
cancer warning symptoms by in- 
dividuals and prompt, proper treat- 
ment by doctors. 

The research war against cancer 
is getting closer to finding the 
cause and cure of the disease. Most 
physicians now feel that the even- 
tual control of cancer is not far off. 
Never in the history of mankind 
has more talent, brains and skill 
been pitted against a single prob- 
lem. But it costs a lot of money 
to fight cancer; $65,000 for a single 
million-volt x-ray machine, $472 
for a dissecting microscope, half a 
million dollars for research fellow- 
ships for young scientists. 

The money goes where it's need- 
ed most, without regard for the 
amounts raised by the various ACS 
Divisions. In the last fiscal year 
the national Society and its Mass- 
achusetts Division together award- 
ed more than $571,000 for medical 
and statistical research and fellow- 
ships to Bay State institutions, a 
sum which was far out of propor- 
tion to that allocated to other 
states. That’s because Massachu- 
setts is a leader in cancer research, 
and the Boston area alone, for its 
size, is the greatest center of can- 
cer studies on earth. 

The campaign in Winchester will 
again be conducted by solicitation 
by letter, contributions to be sent 
to the treasurer of the committee, 
Mr. Charles W. Butler, Winchester 
Trust Company. The committee 
urges that contributions be made 
promptly on receipt of the letter.

No. 3 — Fire Division 


Certainly one of the more “spec- 
tacular” and also one of the more 


familiar of the divisions in your 
Civil Defense here in Winchester 
is the Fire Division. As the topic 
for this 3rd article in the current 
series, we will take a look at the 
Fire Division to see how it is or- 
ganized and how it would function purpose during the past year.

Serving as the nucleus of the 
division is the permanent force of 
the Winchester Fire Department 
under the direction of Chief James 
F. Callahan. This force is aug- 
mented by the Auxiliary Fire De- 
partment of approximately twenty- 
five men under Chief T. Parker 
Clarke. The Auxiliary Fire De- 
partment never disbanded on the 
cessation of Civil Defense activities 
after World War II and served 
faithfully in the interim. When 
the new Civil Defense program was 
i activated, the department fitted 
! readily into the Fire Division. 
These auxiliary personnel have 
been drilling regularly on Satur- 
day afternoons for some months 
and they rate a salute for their 
enthusiasm. 

Now let’s consider a hypothetical 
emergency in order to ascertain the 
functions of this division. Upon 
receipt of the Yellow (warning) 
Alert, the key personnel would be 
notified. At the Fire Headquarters 
on Mt. Vernon street this signal 
would result in the dispatching of 
the pieces of fire apparatus from 
the station to their designated sta- 
tion thus decentralizing the equip- 
ment of the department. The equip- 
ment would be dispatched to the 
following locations. 

Engine 3 and Ladder 1 at the 
Winchester Hospital. 

Engine 4 at Symmes corner. 

Engine 2 at Bacon and Church 
street. 

Engine 1 at Swanton and Main 
street. 

The Chief’s car would serve in a 
roving capacity and the old Ladder 
truck and the Service Truck with a 
Civilian Defense pumper attached 
would be in the station. 

This plan of decentralization was 
developed as a result of experience 
in England and in Germany during 
the late war. It provides both 
accessibility to the scene of fire 
and insurance against the destruc- 
: tion of the fire apparatus in the 
| station if that building were des- 
troyed. 

These pieces of equipment would 
be in constant communication with 
Fire Headquarters by radio which 
has been installed in Engines 1, 2 
and 4. At present; Engine 3 and 
Ladder 1, which are without radio, 
must depend on telephone commu- 
nication from Headquarters to the 
Hospital but plans are being for- 
mulated for mobile radio commu- 
nication. 

At present, plans are being made 
for an audible signal on the yellow 
alert to notify the permanent fire- 
men who are otf duty, the per- 
manent call men and the auxiliary 
personnel to report to their assign- 
ments on the several pieces of 
equipment. Each man has been as- 
signed, if possible, to the piece of 
equipment nearest his home. 


The pieces of equipment and per- 
sonnel attached to them would oper- 
ate from their stations in various 
parts of the town during the re- 
mainder of the alert period. 

After surveying the organization 
and carrying through with a hypo- 
thetical alert, it can be seen that 
Winchester has a well organized, 
hard-working and efficient Fire 
Division in its’ Department of Civil 
Defense. However, a few more 
volunteers are needed to fill gaps 
in the auxiliary organization so if 
you’re interested call Mr. T. Parker 
Clarke, the Chief of the Auxiliary 
Department, at Winchester (>-1500.

The evidence keeps piling up: 
the war against cancer is moving 
forward toward an eventual victory 
at an excitingly quickened pace. 

The latest hint that there are 
great goings-on in cancer research 
came early in March, when the 
American Cancer Society joined 
with tho National Cancer In- 
stitute and the Association for 
< ancer Research to conduct a three- 
day conference in Cincinnati among 
tin* nation’s foremost cancer au- 
thorities. 

The point is not that the confer- 
ence was held, hut when it was 
held. This was the second such 
meeting; the first was held in 1949 
to survey the cancer research and 
clinical progress of the previous 
five years. At that time it was 
indicated that a second conference 
would be held in another five years 
that ; s : n 1951. 

But cancer research has been 
moving too fast to wait. 

Said Dr. Charles S. Cameron of 
the American Cancer Society: 

“It was imperative to conduct 
the conference at this time in order 
to evaluate the tremendous accom- 
plishment of the past three years. 
In no similar period of history has 
there been so great an accumula- 
tion of new facts, many of which 
stand in direct relation to our un- 
derstanding of the causes of can- 
cer." 

What accounted for the speed- 
u p? Accidental discoveries? 
Brainier scientists? 

Certainly not few if any re- 
search discoveries are accidental, 
and scientists are no smarter than 
they ever were, though surely they 
are more knowledgeable. 

The answer is money — money 
for laboratories, for experiments, 
for test tubes, for microscopes, for 
cancer beds in hospitals, for train- 
ing of physicians, for research fel- 
lowships. 

The money comes from you, the 
public. It’s got to keep coming,

CURLERS GO TO MONTREAL 


Deciding to defy the Ivy League 
ruling about no post-season games, 
the Winchester Curlers went to 
Montreal la<t week for the 100th 
Anniversary of the Royal Caledon- 
] inn I 'urlmg Club, Canadian Branch 
I Forty-eight Canadian and Ameri- 
can rinks participated, using the 
facilities <>f the eight Montreal 
'curling dubs. 

Consistent with the nature of the 
j event, much interesting curling 
| lore was told. The first curling 
clubs on record arc those of the 
Kilsyth and Kirkintilloch, Scotland, 
in 1716, and by 1800 there were for- 
ty-two clubs north of the Tweed 
By 1888 it was found necessary to 
prohibit the use of irons exceeding 
70 lbs. (our present granite stones 
weigh about 35 lbs.) At that time 
2 1 ends was considered a suitable 
game. Since those days of big. rug- 
ged men, the game has evolved to 
the present sociable and sufficient 
12 ends. 

A most appropriate remark 
about curling was made by the 
toastmaster at the banquet Thurs- 
day night. He said he had been the 
official local umpire for the past

She showed us several types 
of wood* ti dolls. She then showed 
dolls made of o lly a ax shell 
which are very fi agile. Muslin was 
use(F in later years underneath the 
wax to reinforce it. Papier-mache 
dipped in wax vas used for the 
heads. Some of these dolls had kid 
bodies and wooden hands and feet. 
Unglazed porcelain was used for 
heads. The China dolls are made of 
the glazed porcelain. Germany was 
well in the foreground in the doll- 
making industry for many years. 

It was most interesting to see 
the many shapes and sizes as well 
as the various hair-dos of many of 
the dolls in Mrs. Lence’s collection. 
Some of them had blue eyes and 
some brown; some had open mouths 
showing their pearly teeth, while 
others looked toothless. If her col- 
lection continues to grow as in the 
past five years, I dare say her 
beautiful large home will virtually 
be overflowing. At the conclusion 
of Mrs. Lence’s talk. Miss Clara 
Russell, Chairman of Preservation 
of Antiques, who was responsible 
for this unusually interesting meet- 
ing, and her committee served a 
delightful tea.

A hot tire in the annex of the 
I Winchester News Company on 
Thompson street was the cause for 
an alarm from box 23 Thursday

Editor of the Star: 

While away from Winchester for 
almost four years, I have had many 
enjoyable moments reading the 
Star, and I have obtained most of 
my general town information 
therein. However, during this time 
the news has been blighted by stu- 
pidly prejudiced letters on the rail- 
road crossing under such misguided 
headings as “The True Friends of 
Winchester,” etc. 

I have not been in a position to 
study many of the problem’s facets 
completely, but after reading let- 
ter after letter. 1 am convinced 
that few people in Winchester have 
studied the problem sincerely 
enough to offer an opinion. 

After reading Mr. Fletcher’s let- 
ter, “A Few Points to Consider,” 
I was prompted to write the Star 
commending him on the first sensi- 
ble letter written to date on the 
subject of the railroad crossing. 
His was the first letter I can recall 
(and there have been many) which 
was free of prejudices, and offered 
some facts and experiences to back 
up his expressed opinion. 

I think that if the town of Win- 
chester threw away everything 
t hut has been written on this sub- 
ject prior to Mr. Fletcher’s letter, 
we would have a firm, intelligent 
and unbiased foundation on which 
to base all future considerations. 

The problem for the people of 
Winchester to solve is not, and 
should not be an engineering one. 
Most of us are not qualified, and 
there are a great many competent 
firms with experience in this field 
with the ability to design the pro- 
pel scheme once a clear decision 
is reached.

All 
other problems, such as deaths due 
to the crossing, long waits ut the 
railroad gates, traffic lights and 
parking are all dependent upon the 
problem stated above and will be 
solved when the congestion is al- 
leviated. 

From the few facts I have glean- 
ed by reading the Star, none of the 
proposed plans successfully solve 
the problem. 1 do feel that a plan 
involving the revamping of Wash- 
ington street as a main route is 
worthy of serious consideration. 
The junction of Mount Vernon and 
Washington streets represents a 
neat intersection, and the old Skill- 
ing.- Estate and the condemned 
Wadlcigh building are fine pros- 
pective building locations. There 
haw been rumors that the town 
hall is to be revised or rebuilt, 
which would give the town a good 
chance to alter the entire area into 
a model intersection incorporating 
the “main route” north. 

Possibly I never should have 
stepped into this discussion, but 1 
iiid want to write and commend Mr. 


Iv and futui istically before reach- 
ing a decision. 

We have made too many mis 
takes in the past due to jobs half 
done 1 only hope that we are not 
laying the foundation for another 
mistake that we will be forced to 
live with.

$5,000 LOCAL CANCER GOAL 

The Winchester committee for 
the 1952 Cancer Crusade of the 
Massachusetts Division of the 
American Cancer Society was re- 
minded today by Henry J. Nichols, 
state chairman, that the community 
campaign goal of $5,000 is vitally 
essential to the entire program.

Miss Lillian Pattinson. a Dor- 
chester school teacher, was the 
speaker of the afternoon, and gave 
a most informal and delightful talk 
on “History Through Class”, show- 
ing some magnificent examples 
from her own large collection. She 
gave a brief outline of history 
through glass, showing how the 
first glass that we know of is dated 
some 70,000 years ago when the 
first volcano erupted — glass that 
looks much like quartz. Down 
through the ages, true glass has 
been made, and excavations in In- 
dia and in the Holy Land have 
brought fourth some interesting 
specimens. After 300 R. C., men 
discovered how to make glass by 
means of the blow pipe. 

Miss Pattinson brought her his- 
tory near to our own time and 
locale by speaking of the early 
Salem glass (bottles and window 
glass mostly), the Cambridge, 
Somerville and Sandwich glass 
works. She spoke of the many 
types of glass today, and laid spe- 
cial stress on her favorite glass; 
the iridescent glass. From there, 
she explained the pieces she had 
brought with her, some outstanding 
ones of Tiffany, Premium, and 
other iridescent glass, as well as 
amberina, pomona, burmese, peach- 
blow, and other familiar but rather 
costly pieces. 

Her exhibit of fine old bottles, of 
many ages, many types, and all 
good pieces for a collector, was of 
keen interest to her audience, as 
was the table covered with the Vic- 
torian glass. She was a good 
speaker, and fine who generously 
shared with others <>n Saturday her 
splendid hobby of glass collecting.

A recent clipping from the Wies- 
baden, Germany, American paper 
contains an interesting article in 
praise of a former well known Win- 
chester man, now a Colonel with 
the American forces. Colonel Char- 
les H. Woolley and his wife have 
many friends here, made during 
their long term of residence. Until 
last year Col. Woolley was station- 
ed in Washington, and Mrs. Wooley 
has recently left to join him in 
Pa ris. 

The article follows: 
WIESBADEN. March 20 (Spe- 
cial) Two USAFE colonels were 
honored here today, one for his 
efforts in an atomic test and the 
other for his work in behalf of 
j military housing. 

A first Oak Leaf Cluster to a 
Legion of Merit went to Col. 
Charles H. Woolley, currently a 
housing expediter in Paris, and a 
commendation ribbon wont to Col. 
Charles A. Thorpe, a communica- 
tions chief in Wiesbaden. The hon- 
ors were presented by Maj. Gen. 
Truman H. Landon, USAFE deputy 
CG. 

Col. Woolley, 56, of Washington, 
is credited with unifying the Armed 
Forces behind housing proposals 
which ultimately resulted in the 
Wherry Housing Act. 

He initiated a privately financed 
housing program for the Air Force 
as chief of the realty requirements 
and utilization division at USAF 
Headquarters. 

His original Legion of Merit was 
for his work as liaison officer in 
establishing the South Atlantic air- 
ferry route early in World War II. 

Thorpe, 39, of Montgomery, Ala., 
obtained his award for his work as 
head of AF communications, in 
1950 and 1951, on “Operation 
Greenhouse,” an atomic test at 
Eniwetok. 



MOTORISTS TO SAVE 
BY PROPOSED BILL 


Wednesday evening’s alarm from 
Box 28 was for what was believed 
to be a fire at the old Bacon Felt 
Mill on Grove place.

CHANGES IN POLICY 
AT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Editor of the Star: 

The Board of Library Trustee - 
would appreciate the privilege of 
discussing with the people of Win- 
chester through your columns two 
important changes in library prac- 
i tice: 

( 1 ) the adoption on May 1 of the 
Gaylord mechanical book- 
charging system in the adult 
library, 

(2) a new schedule of fines on 
overdue books. 

The Gaylord mechanical charging 
system has been adopted to speed 
up service in charging hooks and 
to minimize clerical errors. Many 
neighboring libraries have used the 
system for years and report lib- 
rary users preferring it far above 
the old hook card system, which we 
have used until now in our adult 
department. We did, however, in - 
^tall the Gaylord system in our 
Boys’ and Girls’ Department about 
a year ago. Its success there has 
indicated the wisdom of installing 
the same system at the adult circu- 
lation desk. 

The Gaylord system is simple 
and the service will be fast. Each 
library user will be given a charge 
plate attached to a neat little iden- 
tification card that will fit easily in- 
to a change purse or wallet. It will 
not he possible to charge books 
without the charge plate. The ma- 
chine will not work without it. 

Under the new system a person 
steps to the desk and presents his 
hooks and charge plate. The charge 
plate and the book card are inserted 
in the charging machine and at 
once the hooks are charged. 

No longer will it he necessary 
for a person to stand at the desk 
while the librarian looks up his 
number and writes it by hand on 
the hook card. No longer will 
questions about names and add- 
resses he necessary. 

The Board of Library Trustees 
and the librarian and staff of the 
Public Library will greatly appre- 
ciate the cooperation of the towns- 
people in making the new charging 
system a success. By so doing they 
will increase their pleasure in the 
use of the library. 

With the adoption of the new 
charging system the Trustees deem 
it advisable to adopt a new schedule 
of fines on overdue hooks, maga- 
zines, and pamphlets. This change 
is made, in part, to meet the in- 
creasing costs of corresponding 
with overdue holders of books, but 
primarily to increase the availabil- 
ity of hooks to all users of the lib- 
rary. 

The new schedule, beginning May 
1 calls for a fine of 2 cents a day 
for the first week overdue, and 5 
cents a day thereafter. As in the 
past, hook borrowers can renew 
fourteen day hooks from the date 
due for another fourteen days if 
they are not requested by others. 
Such renewals may be made by 
telephone. As now, seven day 
books will not be renewable because 
of the demand for them. 

The overdue hook problem has 
become a costly one* for the library. 
A great deal of staff time and post- 
age has been required to follow up 
on overdue hooks. Since January 
1, postal card rates have advanced 
from 1 cent to 2 cents. We should 
point out, however, that the fines 
do not come to the library, but go 
to the Excess and Deficiency Fund 
of the town. The increase in fines 
is not to give us revenue but to re- 
duce the overdue fault. A some- 
what higher fine will, we hope, jog 
memories. 

Of more importance than reduc- 
ing the costs of postage and staff 
time in sending notices is the need 
for making overdue books available 
for use by the library patrons. A 
forgotten overdue book reduces our 
offering. 

The Trustees hope that towns- 
people will he sympathetic with 
these new policies. Our wish is to 
make the Winchester Public Lib- 
rary of highest service to the 
citizens.

KING RECEIVES ANTENNA PATENT 

(in March I s . 1952, the United 
State- Patent Offh e granted patent 
numbei 2.5"9.M* n an "Antenna” 
to Ronald \\ P King. Hillerest 
Parkway. Winchester, Mn<«. 

Thi< invention pertains to im- 
pi >v»*d antennas of the type that 
are employed in the very high fre- 
quency hands and which are suit 
able for use with metal surfaced, 
high speed aircraft. 

In other words, at speeds of 300 
miles per hour and higher, a pro- 
jecting member, such as an anten- 
na. exerts considerable drag on a 
plane and materially affects the 
speed of the craft. In addition, the 
antenna is diflieult to maintain in 
position; and. as a consequence, 
means must lie provided to recess 
it in the metal hull of the plane 
However, such equipment sets up 
new difficulties due to the fact that 
the metal surface of the plane is in 
close proximity to the antenna and 
adversely affects its radiation effi- 
ciency. 

It is t. * object of Mr. King’s in- 
vention to present a solution to this 
problem and thus he has devised a 
novel arrangement wherein the an- 
tenna conductor is recessed below, 
nnd is substantially parallel to, the 
air stream surface of the aircraft. 
An insulating cover closes the re- 
cess; and included also in the as- 
sembly is a eo-axial transmission 
line having its central conductor 
connected to one end of the an- 
tenna and its outer conductor ter- 
minating in an open end. It should 
be noted that provision is made for 
a special "phase-reversing sleeve”

CIVIL DEFENSE ALERT SUNDAY. APRIL 27 


The* Department of Civil Defence, Winchester, has been 
authorized by the State Civil Defense Agency, Executive 
Department, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to conduct 
a practice alert and Civil Defense test problem on Sunday. 
April 27. 

The “Red" (danger) Alert will commence with the 
sounding of the air raid sirens at 2:00 P. M. Sunday after- 
noon. ami will last for seven minutes, ending with the All- 
Clear signal. During this Alert period all persons within 
tin* town are asked to take shelter in the approved manner, 
depending on where they may be when the sirens sound. 
Persons in residential districts will use private home base- 
ment shelters: persons in business areas will proceed to 
public shelters which will be designated by oflieial signs. 
All motorists should pull to tin* side of the road ami switch 
off engines. Where they do not find public shelters nearby, 
persons in cars may take shelter in the following manner: 
open all window’s, to eliminate flying glass, and crouch as 
low as possible until the All-Clear. 

Following the All-Clear signal, a steady blast of the 
sirens, the general public may again resume their usual acti- 
vities. Just as in an actual emergency, however, Cml Defense 
workers will In* engaged in a test problem, lasting for about 
two hours, and they urgently request everyone’s cooperation 
in obeying whatever instructions are necessary. Through 
traffic will In* restricted to certain approved routes, and by- 
standers will be asked to stand clear of the* various areas of 
activity. 

Winchester is confident that all its citizens will co- 
operate to the fullest extent with the letter and the spirit 
of this Alert. For in a very real sense, April 27 will test 
everyone who happens to be within the borders of the town 
during this period. Though you may not have an official 
Civil Defense duty, enemy planes make no distinction. Your 
intelligent observance of the Alert, and willing cooperation 
with others who have a job to do, may indicate how well 
you and your family, or your property, might fare in case 
of an actual disaster.

KELLEY AND ZIELE HELD 

For the first time in the town’s 
history, at least insofar as anyone 
now connected with the Police De- 
partment can recollect, court was 
held at the Winchester Police Sta- 
tion last Saturday when Norman 
Ziele, 24, of Boston, was tried for 
alleged complicity in the recent 
breaks on the West Side of Win- 
chester. Homes of Walter Fish, 

69 Bacon street, George Follnnd, 

45 Everett avenue, John Munro, 35 
Central street, and Robert Arm- 
strong, of Curtis Circle were en- 
tered. 

Ziele and Joseph W. Kelley, 32, 
of Woburn, were arrested by the 
New Hampshire State Police at a 
road block in Madbury, N.H., short- 
ly after the breaks in Winchester. 

At that time they were wanted for 
alleged complicity in the holdup 
of an aimed truck in Danvers. 

They were, however, driving a 
Hudson sedan missing from the 
Armstrong home, and as soon ns 
this became known to the local 
authorities, Chief Charles J. Har- 
rold set machinery in motion to 
have Kelley and Ziele released by 
the New Hampshire authorities to 
his department to stand trial on 
charges of having been implicated 
in the breaks in this town. 

Both Kelley and Ziele were shot 
by the New Hampshire Police at 
the time of their capture, and it 
was some time before they could 
be released to Winchester. While 
they were being held in the Granite 
State, Chief Harrold secured war- 
rants from the Woburn Court 
charging Kelley with burglary, and 
Ziele with receiving stolen goods. I 

Last Friday they were released i 
from the Wentworth Hospital in j 
New Hampshire to the Dover, j 
N.H., Police, who in turn released ■ 
them to Sgt. Edward F. Bowler and j 
Patrolman Clarence Dunbury of : 
the Winchester Police. 

Upon being returned to Winches- i 
ter both men were locked up at lo- | 
cal Headquarters overnight. Kelley 
appeared in Woburn Court Satur- 
day morning, where he pleaded 
guilty to the charge of burglary 1 
and was held in $10,000 by Judge 
William Henchey for appearance 
before the Grand Jury. 

Ziele, shot through both logs, 
was unable to appear in court, so 
Judge Henchey came to the local 
Police Station and held court in 
Chief Harrold’s office, being accom- 
panied by Clerk of Court Charles 
Loring, Probation Officer Harry j 
Ainsworth and his assistant, Frank 
Cullen. Chief Harrold and Sgt. 

Bowler represented the Winchester 
Police. 

Ziele pleaded not guilty to re-

ABOARD SCHOONER "YANKEE'' 

Dr. Raymond A. Dillon of Win- 
chester, noted Radiologist, and a 
member of several hospital staffs, 
has an unusual, interesting, and 
very exciting avocation. He likes to 
sail around the world. Not, how- 
ever, as a typical tourist aboard a 
luxurious and comfortable ocean 
liner, but as a crew member aboard 
the world-famous sailing schooner, 
“Yankee”. 

The “Yankee’s” home port is 
Gloucester, Mass., and her captain 
and owner is Capt. Irving Johnson. 
The schooner, under Capt. John- 
son’s command, has made several 
adventure-filled trips around the 
globe, stopping off at various 
islands, remote ports, and other 
fascinating far-away places. Ori- 
ginally a Dutch pilot boat, the 
“Yankee” is equipped with the lat- 
est underwater photographic in- 
struments and other unusual 
scientific equipment includingg 
radio-type treasure-hunting instru- 
ments. 

The vessel carries fourteen pas- 
sengers, including Capt. Johnson’s 
wife and children. All passengers 
are also crew members, every 
“hand” pitching in to do his part in 
running the ship. In fact, the only 
regular “paid” crew member on 
board is the cook. 

Dr. Dillon, who trained at Roan- 
oke University and Harvard Medi- 
cal School, and who, in 1932 was 
the assistant to Nobel Prize win- 
ner, Dr. Murphy, has accompanied 
the Johnson’s on several of their 
globe-circling cruises. 

Although Dr. Dillon’s primary 
object in making these voyages 
was medical research, the trips also 
afforded him an ideal opportunity 
to turn his outstanding photo- 
graphy skills to good use. As a re- 
sult, Dr. Dillon not only has a rich 
storehouse of fabulous and fascin- 
ating tales to tell, but he can also 
illustrate his adventure stories with 
his unique and thrilling photo- 
graphs, both movies and stills.

These larger towns had voted not 
to take in smaller towns, such as 
Dover and Westwood. The election 
was being closely watched by 
| Massachusetts towns and health 
agencies, for this decision might 
influence others along similar 
trends. Smaller towns who cannot 
afford adequate health services 
should he included with the larger 
towns so that such services may he 
made possible, Mrs. Tansey stated. 
The State passed legislation in 1948 
giving towns of less than 25,000 
population (without qualified ser- 
vices and personnel in the health 
fields) ten years to unite with 
neighboring towns to form a Union. 
There are, of course, two schools of 
thought on this subject — one be- 
lieving that it is the only way to 
grant small towns the chance to 
have good health services, while 
the second group fears that unions 
may mean taking personal initi- 
ative from the communities. 
i Mrs. Tansey pointed out that 
Winchester does have an adequate 
health system. But nearby smaller 
towns do not, and would find it ad- 
vantageous to join Winchester in a 
Union. 

The June meeting has been set 
for June 13, at the home of Mrs. 
John Chipman on Lorena road. 
Details of the time and speakers 
will be announced later in the Star. 

Mrs. Theodore Browne, president 
of the Winchester District Nursing 
Association, and Mrs. Wiklund. had 
attended the important United 
Community Services meeting on 
April 3 at the Mason Memorial 
Building on Somerset street.

Browne attended the institute on 
public relations and reported to the 
hoard members on the excellent 
material presented that day, es- 
pecially the new approach to public 
relations affecting health and social 
services. Eminent speakers such as 
Donald McCammond of Monsanto; 
Walter Raleigh of the New Eng- 
land Council; Robert Walker, New- 
ton- Wellesley Hospital; Emerson 
Hunt, New England Tel. and Tel.; 
and Laurence O. Pratt of B.B.D. 
and O. were on the program. 

Mrs. Wiklund attended a most 
interesting and challenging collo- 
quy on Home Medical Care, with 
Dr. Hugh R. Leavell as moderator; 
Dr. Henry J. Bakst, Mrs. Bessie 
Dana, and Dr. Franz Goldman, ex- 
perts; Dr. Archie Abrams, Donald 
W. Moreland, and Miss Sophie C. 
Nelson as questioners. Their dis- 
cussion brought out a new trend in 
hospital service — providing hospital 
care when the patient needs it, but 
permitting him to go home as soon 
as possible (or in chronic cases) to 
free the beds for patients needing 
them. Patients care can then he 
continued at home, or by their 
own doctors or by hospital staff 
physicians.

Letter* Home From A Star 
Subscriber 

At sea about tOO mile* east of 
Scotland 


Sunday, March 24, 1952 
Dear K very body: 

We’ve been at sea more than a 
week now and it’s been interesting 
in a way. Until today it has been 
a bit too cool on deck to sit about 
very long, but at no tim«* have we 
had frost. 

Hut wind we certainly have had 
aplenty. Fortunately, none of it 
to speak of was a head wind that 
would cause us delay but we’ve had 
following and northern gales that 
at times made us walk as carefully 
as we could. 

We have one of the two suites 
now. When we started out, we had 
a nice large cabin but I had to use 
an upper berth and after getting 
nearly rolled out of it several times 
a night, we got the Captain to 
switch us to this suite which is 
right under the bridge, so we can 
see out windows (not round port- 
holes) both front and to the south. 

All the rooms are fairly large. 
The bathroom is larger than you 
would find in most homes. The bed- 
room part is about 10x12 feet with 
a bed on each side, besides two 
large closets, bedside tables and 
chairs. This sitting room has a 
large desk from which, as I write, 
I can look out over a large expanse 
of ocean; a large divan, a table and 
three very comfortable living room 
chairs. The cabin is about 10x15 
feet, not counting the entrance hall. 
So you see we are very comfortably 
fixed. 

Yesterday was the first day that 
we had any amount of sunshine 
even though the sea was very 
rough. Today is pretty good and 
not as rough. But all the other 
days since leaving New York, the 
skies have been heavily overcast. 
One night we had heavy snow so 
that we had to go at half speed and 
keep the fog hom going for several 
hours. Not a very comforting ex- 
perience. 

But there are few ships on this 
route. We passed another ship of 
this company and one of the Swe- 
dish lines and that is all we have 
seen since leaving Cape Cod. We 
are sailing in a straight line from 
Cape Cod to the north of Scotland 
and if the weather holds good will 
pass through Pentland Firth which 
lies l>etween the northern part of 
Scotland and the Orkney Islands. 
The passage is fairly narrow but 
we don’t expect to see anything of 
the land because at our present 
speed, we will go through in the

middle of the night. Then across 
the North Sen to Denmark and 
Copenhagen by Wednesday night, if 
all goes well. 

We’ll enly be in Copenhagen long 
enough to take off four jet planes 
which are on the deck and a few 
large cases from the hold. How- 
ever, these will have to be taken 
ofT in daylight so we may have 
until about 1> a. m. to see a little 
of the city. We hope to be able to 
get ashore for a few hours anyway. 

The meals are pretty good. Al- 
ways at noon time we start off 
with Smorgasbord and then a main 
dish which frequently is fish. We 
have had salmon in two or three 
forms and some Norwegian fish 
that we haven’t seen before. At 
other times, it’s chicken or roast 
of some kind. 

At breakfast there’s eggs and 
bacon after cereal, toast, etc., 3 
kinds of jam and four kinds of 
cheeses from which you help your- I 
self. So you see, we fare well. 

When all are accounted for at 
table, there are just seven of us in- 
cluding the Captain who is a very 
nice chap and speaks good English. 
He spends quite a lot of time with 
us in the lounge evenings and his 
stories are very interesting. There’s 
a young Swede aboard who isn’t too 
bad. A Norwegian student who is 
more or less a pain in the neck, a 
ship officer who has been in the 
Orient for three years who is o. k. 
and a dumbbell that I can’t make 
out at all. 

I think I got some good pictures 
of the sea yesterday. 1 took them 
looking toward the stern for we 
were running before a heavy swell 
that was coming from the north 
and hitting us slant-wise. When 
the stern got down in the trough 
you would think the following wave 
would just overwhelm the ship but 
she rides them pretty well. We’ve 
got 3,000 tons of corn in the lower 
holds and the rest of the cargo, 
while bulky, is fairly light in 
weight. 

We’ve been up on deck this morn- 
ing for about an hour. The sun is 
hardly out but the temperature, 
for a guess, is better than 55 de- 
grees and remember we are now 
pretty far north. We are in the 
Gulf Stream but at this latitude it 
only moves about one knot an hour 
and is pretty well mixed up with 
the rest of the Atlantic. Still its 
warming effect is very great. 

We keep changing our time daily, 
usually about 30 or 40 minutes for 
we are running about 320 miles a 
day. Before I left home, we were 
wondering how long the days would 
be as we got farther north. My 
guess was that at this time of year 
the daylight would be about the 
same. I think it is longer because 
the last three moning I’ve been up 
at sunrise and that’s about 5:45 
a. m. our time here. 

One of the few amusements 
aboard is a good short wave radio 
in the lounge. As there are only 
a few of us, you can run it when- 
ever you want. I’ve had Moscow 
(in English to North America), 
South Africa, Australia, San Fran- 
cisco and points in between. Natur- 
ally there is no interference from 
other sets and practically no static. 
So in a way we know something of 
what is going on. 


Tuesday 

Some time in late March 
Well, we didn’t go through Pent- 
land Firth yesterday. Instead we 
passed north of the Orkney Islands. 
The Captain had a wireless that a 
southwest gale was blowing across 
the North Sea. We were in a fol- 
lowing wind from the west. 

It seems that Pentland Firth is 
a bit of narrow water where the 
tide runs in and out at about 10 
knots an hour. With a west wind 
and an easterly sea, it can be very 
dangerous to all but the most 
powerful ship. Se we came north. 
We were sorry to miss seeing the 
Firth because had we gone that 
way, we would have passed one of 
the entrances to Scapa Flow which 
is still a great naval base. 

But about noon we sighted the 
first of the Orkneys at its northern 
end. A big jagged rock about 
miles long with precipitous cliffs, it 
would make you think of Gibraltar 
though not as high nor so big in 
area. We ran within a mile of it

at times to go 80-100 feet in the air. 

An hour later and two miles east, 
a larger island, steep sides of rock 
barren except for dry grass, or so 
it seemed, it was land but not a 
place where anyone would want to 
live. 1 don’t know if you could land 
on it for there was nothing that 
looked like a beach. Here too the 
waves were flying high against the 
rocky cliffs. 


e-ting. From now on, waterway 
between Sweden nnd Denmark is 
quite narrow. We can easily c ee 
both sides. We’ve been surprised 
at the almost continuous line of 
towns on the Swedish side, some as 
large as 50 to 100,000 population. 

I’ll finish this now so ns to mail it 
as soon ns we dock.

This morning we are east of all 
the Orkneys and really in the 
North Sea. The stars were out 
when we turned in last night. This 
morning we are under a heavily 
clouded sky which looks all the 
more menacing because at times 
there’s a break in the clouds, you 
can see a patch of sunlight on the 
waves in the distance but, by con- 
trast, the rest of the sky looks 
black. Occasionally there’s a flurry 
of snow because this morning it is 
near freezing and much colder than 
the last few days have been. We 
hear by radio that southern Nor- 
way has had spring weather for 
days but this morning it is near 
zero in Oslo! 

I have been up on the deck just 
below the bridge. There are two 
enclosed verandas here, one on each 
side. And I have been watching 
the sea which is fascinating. A 
few days ago, we were running be- 
fore a heavy sea which looked as if 
it were going to overwhelm us from 
the stern. Today we are running 
into a much heavier sea and the 
ship is running straight into it. 
That is our good fortune for all 
the movement of the ship is fore 
and aft. It’s plenty, but our quar- 
ters being mid-ship, we feel the 
motion least nnd thus far there is 
no side roll which, of course, makes 
it not too bad. 

The waves now from crest to 
crest are about 200 feet but, of 
course, there is nothing regular 
about that. The whole sea is a 
rolling, boiling mass of motion. 
Every few minutes we hit some 
heavier waves. The ship will rise 
on the first one, then sink forward, 
then rise higher on the next one 
and plunge down deep. Then a 
wave of spray will come right over 
the bow and back up to the bridge. 
A man exposed to it would be stung 
as if with hail. 

But while all this wind and spray 
is coming aboard, there are three 
Norwegian sailors out forward of 
the bridge, of all things, washing 
the ship to he ready for painting 
when we reach port! Of course, 
they are doing this where there is 
some shelter from the direct spray. 
But for two hours now they have 
been doing this work bare handed 
and, as I said before, it’s near 
freezing. 

It’s that kind of thing that makes 
one unafraid. You have a feeling 
that the crew of 39 know what 
should be done, and how to do it, 
and more than that are willing to 
do it. 

This a good ship. It’s kept as 
tidy as a private yacht. The only 
thing we wish is that it would 
travel a little faster (now we’re 
only going about 2 3 speed or 10 
knots). But freighters don’t ever 
try for much more than 15 knots. 
When I asked the Captain why, he 
said “because the one or two that 
I know that can do 20 knots cannot 
use that speed in the North At- 
lantic more than two or three trips 
a year, and less after crossing the 
North Sea”. 

I was interested to know r why the 
North Sea should be so much 
rougher and rowdier than the At- 
lantic. I was told it was because 
of the depth. The Atlantic is deep. 
The North Sea is 150 to 200 feet 
only. 

You have perhaps seen a shoal 
near deep water? As a swell 
comes over the deep water, it is 
calmer looking but when it hits the 
shoal the crest breaks, it tumbles 
over itself and rumbles. That’s 
what’s happening here in the North 
Sea now and the ship is getting a 
buffeting. Every once in a while, 
it seems as if a giant of the sea 
were striking the ship with the 
back of his hand. And while the 
ship is getting a buffeting, we are 
getting a kick out of it ourselves. 


Wednesday, 10:00 a. m. 

We have passed Norway and are 
now skirting the Swedish coast 
south of Gotenberg. This whole 
area is a mine field for miles. Only 
channels about two miles wide have 
been cleared and marked with 
buoys. Weather clear, sea smooth, 
temperature below freezing, mak- 
ing good time. Many small trawl- 
ers and fishing vessels passing us 
headed for the North Sea.

WRECK IN CAPE COD CANAL 
SLATED FOR REFLOATING TRY 


M inchest er Man F.ngineors Raising 
Big Ship 

After laying half-submerged in 
the Cape Cod Canal for the' best 
part of the year, the S. S. Arizona 
Sword will soon be back afloat. 

At least the United States Army 
Engineers, who run the Cape Cod 
( anal, and George M. Bryne, vet 
c ran Boston engineer who has a 
contract to remove the ship, be- 
lieve the wreck will soon be back 
on top of the tide instead of un- 
der it. 

The Arizona Sword sat down on 
the bottom of the canal following 
a collision with the coastwise col- 
lier Berwindvale on May 5, 1951. 
All crewmen were rescued but the 
situation of the ship seemed so 
hopeless to her owners, the Sword 
Line, and to the companies who 
insured the ship and her 4,800-ton 
cargo of sulphur, that they aban- 
doned claim to the vessel. 

This meant that it became the 
property of the United States Gov- 
ernment because it rested in the 
government-owned waterway. Bids 
were asked for removal of the ship, 
and Engineer Bryne was the fortu- j 
nate bidder among six firms want- i 
ing the job. 

There have been many times 
since then that he has wondered 
whether he was fortunate or not j 
to get the job. All wrecking prob- 
lems are complicated, and the prin- 
cipal obstacles to getting out the 
Arizona Sword are a narrow chan- 
nel and very strong tides. 

For many months, Mr. Bryne 
and his men have been removing 
the heavy cargo of sulphur from 
the holds of the tide-washed 
freighter. While this freight was 
still inside the vessel, lifting her 
up would have been impossible. 
Salvage of the cargo may prove 
to be a profitable by product of the 
job, for it is valued at about $265,- 
000 and, according to Mr. Bryne, 
samples of the sulphur show that it 
hasn’t been hurt by being sub- 
merged. 

With cargo removed, work is go- 
ing ahead to get the 306-foot vessel 
off the bottom. She now lies at a 
32-degree list about 1,800 feet in- 
side the east end of the canal, with 
the stern pointing toward the shore. 
The middle of the vessel is 240 feet 
from the breakwater and there is 
35 feet of water in the ship at low 
tide. 

A carefully engineered plan has 
been devised to float the ship. 

Dolphins made of 60-foot steel 
beams have been sunk along the 
stern and the starboard, inshore 
side of the ship, to which it can be 
tied up when finally afloat. 

The engine room has been sealed 
off except for the engine room sky- 
light, through which a pipe will 
he run for pumping. All three 
holds of the ship are under water, 
so these must he pumped out be- 
fore the ship will come to the sur- 
face. 

Accordingly, all openings have 
been sealed up and two holds have 
been made watertight by placing 
two special steel covers over the 
hatches. A pipe will he run through 
each of these hatch covers into the 
water filled holds through rubber 
gaskets. When the time comes for 
pumping, the water in these two 
holds can be pumped out by under- 
water pumps without any more 
going in. 

Pontoons will be lowered into the 
third hold and pumped out to add 
further buoyancy to the vessel. 

If all goes well during the pump- 
ing operations, the ship will come 
to an even keel and rise to the sur- 
face. Cables will have been run 
ashore and, as soon as she is afloat, 
tractors will take a strain on the 
cables and pull the ship against the 
steel dolphins, where she will be 
secured. 

Should this careful plan be de- 
feated by the strong tides of the 
canal or other unforseen problems, 
an alternative will be to cut the 
ship up by the tedious process of 
electric torches and sell it for scrap. 

And that, Mr. Bryne admits, 
would he a shame, for the ship is 
only six years old. 

The canal has been the scene of 
other mishaps. Some years ago a 
collier struck a rock in the water- 
way, tore open her bottom, turned 
over and sank with a full load of 
coal. During the war a freighter 
was rammed and sunk while wait- 
ing to enter the canal from the east 
end. 

A native of Truro, Mass., where 
he got most of his education by 
walking six miles a day to gram- 
mar school, Mr. Bryne is a self- 
taught engineer who describes his 
only “college” course as “a close 
study of the pick and shovel at 10 
hours a day on a Cambridge sewer 
project.” 

During 50 years of successful 
contracting, he has gone on to su- 
pervise and build difficult sewer 
projects, along with underwater 
pipelines, bridges, tunnels, and 
dams. One of his most difficult jobs 
was sinking a 66-foot shaft in the 
Fort Point channel in Boston har- 
bor and running a compressed air 
tunnel out from its bottom.

UTTER FROM NORWAY 

Flam, Norway 
April 1, 1952 

Editor of the Star. 

We came up Oslofjord Thursday 
night and Friday morning. I’p at 
six. we were about 2 hours run be- 
low O^lo at that point where the 
fjord becomes only about one mile 
wide. It was at this point that the 
Norwegians succeeded in sniping 
two large German ships at the time 
of the invasion. 

And the Norwegians will never 
forget the five years that the Ger- 
mans were here, for they did every- 
thing hateful that could be done I 
to si conquered people. At certain 
times each year, German sales i 
agents were in the habit of coming 
to Oslo with their samples. Just ; 
before the invasion, the Norwegians 
were surprised at the very large 
number of “German Sales Agents” 
who had come to Oslo in the off sea- 
son and tilled up all the hotels. 

But the reason was soon ap- 
parent. It developed that when the j 
“day” came, the false bottoms of 
the sample trunks were opened, 
German uniforms and arms were 
taken out and Germany had an 
armed force in Oslo itself. They 
quartered their men everywhere, 
even using the large National 
Theater (the pride of Oslo) as a ; 
barracks. And, of course, they j 
took over the very handsome City 
Hall and all of the best buildings 
for their administrative offices. 

A strong underground movement 
developed. I talked with a man in 
the paper business. He furnished i 
printing paper to the Underground 
for what was known as the “Lon- 
don News”. He was apprehended 
and spent three years in a prison 
camp outside of Berlin. Since then, 
his legs have not been very good. 
And it you saw the way these Nor- 
wegians use their legs for walking 
and skiing and sport, you would 
better realize what that means. 

1 meant to write one letter about 
what we saw and one about my im- 
pressions of the people and cus- 
toms, but the two are so interwoven 
that l cannot separate them, so I’ll 
just tell it all to you as it happened. 

1 expected a letter to be awaiting 
me upon arrival so went to the 
Steamship office to see if it was 
there. 1 did get three, but not the 
one 1 was looking for. It didn’t get 
there until Monday, hut early that 
morning, the clerk at the S. S. 
office sent it to the hotel by special 
messenger. (Can you think of an 
American S. S. Company doing a 
courtesy like that?) 

We were told that a lovely view 
of the city and fjord could be had 
from a mountain a few miles out- 
side the city, so we followed direc- 
tions, taking an underground elec- 
tric tram from the National Thea- 
tre, which is the starting point for 
almost everywhere around Oslo to 
a place called Holmenkollen and 
Frognerseteren at the very top. 
That was the end of the line. The 
line, incidentally, is underground 
only for about one mile, then in the 
open it climbs and winds up and up 
for about 8 miles to a height of 
1500 feet above the sea. 

This is a favorite skiing area and 
we met many on the way to do just 
that from very, very small tots to 
those 60 years old and better. And 
there seemed to be many elderly 
women on skis as well. Everyone 
who can stand up goes skiing at the 
slightest provocation and, as there 
is snow enough from about Novem- 
ber 1st to April 30th, that means 
often. 

We lunched at the top at a 
famous eating place typically Nor- 
wegian in build, and from the win- 
dows at the table where we ate, w’e 
had a marvelous view of the city 
below' and the fjord beyond for 
several miles. The country about 
Oslo is all high land, and the city 
itself is somew’hat hilly. 

From there we walked dowm a 
way. W’hy? How far? “Well, if 
you walk dow*n”, we w'ere told, "you 
can see the Ski-jump where the 
Olympics were held and the snow 
is beautiful and you can be in the 
sun all the way”. This sun busi- 
ness seems to be something they 
hold very dear. Often they go ski- 
ing and, finding a warm spot, they 
just let the sun do its work. I am 
sure from snap-shots I was shown, 
that this is true in the summertime, 
also. 

Well, we saw the jump. The top 
part of the run is built of concrete 
and it seems to tower into the sky 
above the hill on which it is built. 
It is the highest and finest any- 
where and at the take-off the skiers 
are travelling at nearly fifty miles 
an hour into space and down, down, 
down. I would just as soon jump 
out of a plane without a parachute 
as make that jump. One hundred 
thirty thousand were there to see 
the Olympics and I venture that 
nearly every one was a skier him- 
self! 

Then back to the Hotel and a 
walk about the town where w’e saw 
the Parliament Building, the Royal 
Palace, which is set in a park on a 
height at the end of the principal 
thoroughfare where everyone may 
see it. The grounds about it are 
open for anyone who cares to walk 
there. And so to a telephone and 
the beginning of as fine an example 
of hospitality as your correspon- 
dent has ever seen. 

We had brought from a friend in 
the states a small package to a 
couple of nieces. (Actually, there 
turned out to be four, one of them

married.) So. not being able to 
find them, we asked if they would 
come over to the Hotel and pick up 
the package. If so, why not take 
dinner with us? They said they 
would, so at the appointed time, 
there was no telephone from the 
lobby, instead a knock at the door 
and they came in as two old friends. 
(They had been advised that we 
w r ere coming and had even been 
checking on the ship’s arrival and 
apparently had planned what to 
do. ) 

Let me say here that we had our 
first glimpse of some of the pretty 
Norwegian customs. They brought ; 
with them a lovely little bouquet 
of flowers with their “Willkomen”. 

We went to dinner at the Hotel, 
after a little while, to get acquaint- 
ed. If all hotels are like the one 
at which we stayed, there dan never 
be complaint. There were one or 
two little things we asked for and 
the Hotel people from bell boys up 
seem to want to please you. Every- 
one understands Knglish nnd many 
speak it quite well, and a few* bet- 
ter than w’e ourselves. 

We sat at dinner a long while. ! 
and I noticed that everyone in the 
large dining room did the same. 
The Norwegians make quite a cere- 
mony of it, there is no hurry and 
they seem to enjoy each other. 
Most of the tables were of six or 
eight. Perhaps this was because 
most Norwegians do not make a 
practice of eating away from home. 
One reason may be the cost, though 
in our currency it does not cost too 
much. But Norway does not seem 
to have a lot of get-rich quick peo- 
ple. 

Before leaving, our guests invit- 
ed us for the next evening to help 
celebrate Aunt Hilde’s 81st birth- 
day at her home and we were glad 
to accept. 

Saturday f met the brother-in- 
law, w’ho spoke excellent Knglish 
and who w r as helpful to me in locat- 
ing a couple of business firms which 
I w'anted to see. He, too, invited 
me to his home, and his wife, w’ho 
telephoned while I was in his office, 
expressed a desire to meet us and 
w’ished us Willkomen to Norway. I 

At the first business house I w’ent 
to, I stumbled by mistake into the 
private office of the Managing Dir- 
ector, an old and courtly gentle- 
man. When 1 told him who I w'as 
and offered my apology for intrud- 
ing, he said that was quite all 
right, he w’ould be glad to talk w'ith 
me. And he did — for about 30 
minutes. 

Leaving him, I w’ent to the second 
address. Found there a man w’ho 
spoke Knglish like an Englishman. 
And w'hy not? He had spent a 
great deal of time in British col- 
nies in Africa! We talked of 
many things other than business. 

I’ve talked w’ith others, and about 
Russia. They think Russia might 
start a war, hut that it is most un-

SEVEN YEARS AGO 

Editor of lh<- Stai 

I am ending herewith nn edit 
orinl clipped from n November Star 
of 1945 At that time the Star 
opposed elevating the railroad 
tracks as I understand it does 
at this time. Then as now the ele- 
vated tracks were opposed, and 
nothing was done along any other 
plan to abolish the crossing. 

Why this one plan should still 
he held up as the only way to clean 
up our center is a mystery, and to 
say that it is the only plan, that no 
other plan can be carried out and 
that money for anything else will 
not be available, is still more of a 
mystery. 

To the best of my knowledge the 
coming referendum is the first time 
in the long history of abolishing 
the crossing that Winchester has 
had a ballot vote on the matter. 
Up to this time the elevated tracks 
have been opposed. It is my hope ( 
that they will be opposed again. 
Then let nn honest effort be made j 
to eliminate the crossing by other j 
means.

The 1945 editorial follows: 

THE GREAT WALL OF 
WINCHESTER 

Our grade crossing problem, so 
we are informed, is all settled. We 
are to have an elevated railway 
through town and a bridge in the 
center. This, we are informed, is 
the decision of the “best people 
of the town.” The Star, then, is 
outside the pall, for it believes that 
this is the worst possible scheme 
to eliminate the crossing. The 
Star believes it will do more to 
ruin Winchester’s future than 
any of the schemes or plans, no 
matter how wild, which have been 
proposed in the past 45 years. 

Apparently the elimination boils 
down to the basic fact of closing 
the present center or elevating 
the railroad. “The best people”, 
wo are informed, “will not stand 
for closing the center.” We can- 
not see the consistency, even by 
“the best people.” They object 
to closing some two or three hun- 
dred feet in the center, but ad- 
vocate the erection of a “Great 
Wall of Winchester” running 
through the heart of the town and 
reaching from one end to the other. 
If our town has never yet been 
divided into the West Side and the 
East Side, it will be now! We cer- 
tainly will get the necessary rail- 
road tracks, so long written of and 
talked about. 

Rather than block off some two 
or three hundred feet we will block 
off the entire town. And with the 
bridge our present two or three 
hundred feet will be considerably 
narrowed. Our traffic problem will 
Ik* just the same. You will tight to 
drive through the center and how’ 
you will walk through remains to 
in* seen — even if you can w’alk 
through at all. If you are on foot 
you can also have the privilege of 
crossing the tracks at Bacon street, 
at the center and at Sw’anton 
street. You Certainly will be able 
tt) take a w-alk for yourself! 

This scheme of raising the tracks 
w ? as one of the first proposed plans 
to eliminate the crossing. Down 
through the years it has been con- 
sistently rejected by the Town. The 
present plan is nothing new. It has 
come before the Town many times. 
What will it do for Winchester’s 
future? The traffic, rather than be 
lightened, w’ill be even more con- 
gested. for it will never flow 
through the center under a con- 
structed bridge as readily as it 
does even now. In this scheme no 
future handling of traffic is en- 
visioned. 

Where will Winchester center be 
located? Surely no business firms 
W’ill want to hold their present loca- 
tions! Even now’ many places can- 
not use their telephones when 
trains are passing. Entertainment 
in our three public halls, Lyceum, 
Waterfield and White’s, w’ill have 
to be taken elsew’here. Even now’ 
musicales and lectures are halted 
for the passage of trains. What 
the condition will be with the trains 
running in the air directly in front 
of the window’s may easily be 
imagined. Rather than block off a 
few hundred feet we will block off 
the W’hole town. 

The only feature for the future 
development of Winchester in the I 
scheme as w ? e see it would be to 
settle the matter of a grandstand 
on Manchester Field, for a fine 
footing will be provided by the rail- 
road embankment to build the seats 
on, and the cinders and smoke 
frfmld add to any sporting event 
underway.

PICKETING 

Editor of the Star: 

The press recently reported that 
the head of the striking bus drivers 
union announced that there W’ould 
he trouble if the bus company at- 
tempted to employ nonunion 
drivers. A strike was called in a 
manufacturing plant and the pres- 
ident of the union stated that, if 
the shops wore opened for a night 
shift, pickets would he ordered out 
to prevent it. Great losses resulted 
from the longshoremen’s strike in 
Hoston when pickets prevented will- 
ing workers from returning to their 
jobs. 

Picketing, in its mildest form, is 
intimidation and it frequently be- 
comes riotous and destructive. The 
law against it should he rigidly en- 
forced and severe penalties imposed 
for its violation. In Section I, of 
Amendment XIV of the Constitu- 
tion it states that: “No State shall 
make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United 
States, nor shall any State deprive 
any person of life or liberty without 
due process of law.” Article VI 
reads: “This Constitution shall he 
the supreme law' of the land; and 
the judges of every state shall he 
bound thereby.” Section 3, Article 
II, states, the President “shall take 
care that the law s be faithfully exe- 
cuted.” 

Liberty does not exist in any 
land where a man is prevented from 
working w f here and when he wants 
to or is compelled to pay for the 
privilege of w’orking or made to 
join a union in order to get a job. 
No shop should he closed against 
him so long as he violates no law’ 
and simply exercises his right to 
freedom bestow’ed by the Constitu- 
tion. The Roosevelt - Truman 
blight, the era of catastrophic ad- 
ministrative incompetence, corrup- 
tion, and bungling, is slow’lv mud- 
dling along tow’ards the end of its 
inglorious existence. 

The policies of our fathers that 
made our country outstanding and 
respected in all the world, a govern- 
ment “of the people, by the people, 
for the people,” has been supplant- 
ed by unwise, selfish and corrupt 
politicians, by one of spoils, prac- 
ticing that to the victors belong the 
emoluments of their intrigues. 
They are their own worst enemies 
as well as the enemies of the State. 
They are doing more for Stalin 
than the forty thousand or more 
Communists that have infiltrated 
the land. There is greater danger 
w’ithin than without our country. 

There should he no discord be- 
tween industry and labor. Both 
are essential. What is best for one 
is best for both. They are inter- 
dependent. Wrangling is short- 
sighted and futile. There should be 
thoughtful, honest cooperation and 
fair play. Labor presidents should 
have modest salaries lest they be- 
come over zealous in an effort to 
impress their unions by exacting 
from industry more than a fair 
stipend, leading, perhaps, to in- 
creased emolument for themselves. 

For the sake of harmony and 
prosperity in this field of * econ- 
omics, may I suggest this cooper- 
ative quartet for travel along the 
glory road — industry, labor, the 
stockholders, and Government. In- 
dustry and labor cooperating for 
the greatest production, the ac- 
complishment divided by four; in- 
dustry receiving a fair return on 
its investment and keeping a sum 
for w’ise research in order to dis- 
cover new’ fields that w’ill give more 
employment; the stockholders, the 
owners, a fair return on their in- 
vestment; labor, just compensation, 
and Government, reasonable taxes. 
Representatives from the four 
should hold frequent, friendly and 
constructive conferences on policies 
for the benefit of all concerned. 
When this is done successfully, the 
people also are benefactors. This 
is the road to peace and prosperity.

raising the tracks through the 
f enter. Over the decades, such im- 
portant and lasting » traditions a- 
beautiful pond^. a lovely Town 
Common, nnd attractive shade trees 
are characteristic of the numerous 
advantages of our home town. 
Many persons choose to gloss over 
the many disadvantages of raising 
the tracks. 

Such a harrier extending be- 
tween the limits of our town will 
only increase the division between 
our East nnd West sides. Even to- 
day the railroad tracks serve ns a 
boundary between the three town 
precincts, on either side. The shop- 
ping area and Common in the cen- 
ter of town will he dwarfed by such 
an elevated structure which will he 
made of nothing better than cinders 
nnd soil. Raising the trains will 
magnify the noise intensity greatly, 
throughout the entire town. 

There is seldom any obvious solu- 
tion to a municipal project that has 
only merit with no disadvantages. 
Since a change from present cross- 
ing must he made, depressing the 
tracks is the best alternative. Over 
the months, three main arguments 
have been leveled against this solu- 
tion: 

(1 ) The grade of the Boston and 
Maine line ns it heads through Win- 
chester Highlands nnd further 
northward is considered too steep 
to depress any further through the 
Center. 

The present maximum grade on 
the line between Hoston and Lowell 
is 0.58% . Depressing the tracks 18 
ft. would cause a grade of 0.6% be- 
tween the center and Swanton 
street. However, extending this 
depression almost to Cross street 
would produce only a 0.3 % grade 
which must of course he added to 
the present slight incline. The Hos- 
ton and Maine lines have grades 
something over 1.0% which is 
greater than anything necessary 
for depressing the tracks. 

(2) It is feared that the Woburn 
loop w'ould have to be eliminated if 
the tracks were depressed. 

Service of this line could easily 
he continued by simply relocating 
the joining of the two lines to a 
point somewhat to the north, in- 
stead of at the Center. On the 
branch lines where only a few’ cars 
are hauled the grade is not so im- 
portant. 

(3) The high w’ater table north 
of the Center would require con- 
struction costing too much if the 
tracks were depressed. 

In all scientific work, there are 
constant technological advance- 
ments, and excavating and the 
handling of water therefrom is no 
exception. I’m certain that an ex- 
tensive and up to date check into 
this particular phase of the diffi- 
culties w’ill be encouraging to 
everyone. 

(4) The cost of raising the 
tracks is estimated to be in excess 
of $4,000,000. 

Additional costs would arise from 
land damage suits which w’ould be 
paid by the town, which of course 
puts the burden on you and I. These

STOP, LOOK AND LISTEN 


Editor of the Star: 

Since there is to he a referendum 
on the Elimination of the Grade 
Crossing Question it is hoped that 
the voters will decide to delay the 
question in order that a more 
logical and less expensive plan can 
be approved — Let the railroad 
tracks stay where they are now. 

While I do not wish to put my- 
self up — as the great objector or 
— that my judgement is sounder 
than that of our limited Town Meet- 
ing members, or the Bonrd of 
Selectmen, I do think that the pro- 
posed raising of the railroad tracks 
is absurd and most expensive, since 
it does not eliminate the highway 
traffic at the center of town. This 
question should he the main item 
for sound consideration. 

Why should we want to have the 
hundreds of trucks, many of w’hich 
are large as a freight car, jamming 
up this bottle-neck where all of 
the retail business of the town is 
carried on, I cannot understand, 
causing much more congestion than 
the railroad ever does. This con- 
dition will be more so as time goes 
on and sooner or later will have to 
be corrected. The “China Wall” 
w ill still be there. Who know’s at 
what cost? 

As I look at the question, we 
have lived over a hundred years 
with this crossing and what little 
time some impatient person is de- 
layed for a train to pass is not any 
longer then for the freight trucks 
that jam up at the center of town. 

I think that Mr. Callahan and his 
State planners have given no con- 
sideration to this question of high- 
way congestion and I do not think 
we should accept their “take it or 
leave it say so”. If they are willing 
to spend several million dollars to 
eliminate this crossing then they 
should he told that there were two 
other plans that will solve the 
problems for less than one half the 
cost, and there will not he tw’o 
years of disruption at the center. 

Viz. No. 1 Construct a road 
along the shore of Black Ball Pond 
with over head bridges across

LADY AND THE BANDIT 


EASTER ISLAND MAY BE 
NEW PACIFIC AIR LINK 

Easter Island’s great stone sta- 
tues, left by a forgotten civiliz- 
ation far out in the southeastern 
Facific, stand guard today over one 
of the last major blank spaces on 
the world air map. 

There are no direct air routes 
linking South America and Aus- 
tralia. Isle de Pascua, or Easter 
Island, lonely outpost of the Re- 
public of Chile, is the only inhabited 
spot in nearly 3,000 miles of empty 
ocean. Smaller than the District 
of Columbia, visited by only one 
or two ships a year, its people saw 
their first airplane in 1951. 

Easter Island, however, may be 
on the threshold of a new day, the 
National Geographic Society says. 
Mutual security talks are now tak- 
ing place between the United States 
and Chile. Reports from Santiago, 
the Chilean capital, say the U. S. 
has asked authorization to build 
an air base on Easter as part of the 
hemisphere defense network. 

No one knows how or when thb 
first inhabitants came to Easter. 
Anthropologists believe the people 
were of Polynesian descent. Yet 
the nearest island of the Polyne- 
sian crescent are 1,000 miles to 
the west. Perhaps some dim re- 
membrance of the past gave rise 
to Easter’s native name, Rapa Nui 
— “The Big Paddle.’’ 

A triangular volcanic outcrop 13 
miles long and seven wide, Easter 
Island until very recently had popu- 
lation of only about 400. A semi- 
official company is now sponsoring 
development of the island, and 
Chilean authorities say there are 
about 2,000 people taking part. 

Easter is listed as a national 
park of Chile under a military gov- 
ernor, hut the place is little more 
than an ocean ranch. Sheep and 
cattle graze on grassy, treeless 
slopes beneath the monuments of a 
lost culture. Water comes from 
pools in dead volcano craters. There 
are no running streams. 

On Easter Sunday, 1722, the 
Dutch navigator Roggeveen drop- 
ped anchor at this remote dot of 
land below’ the Tropic of Capri- 
corn. His sailors gaped in awe at 
huge stone images lining the cliffs 
above them. Long-ear red giants 
with red hats, facing inland toward 
the rolling skyline, stood on an 
almost unbroken line of high stone 
platforms. 

Still a Mystery 

These figures have been studied 
for more than two centuries, but 
they remain an enigma. Some are 
more than 30 feet high and weigh 
up to 50 tons. One uncompleted 
statue is 66 feet in length. Cut 
from crumbly, fragile lava, they 
were somehow lifted and moved by 
a people who had no wood for 
rollers and very little fibre for 
rope. 

Round stone houses were built 
by this ancient race. The stone 
platforms on whish the sculptured 
images stood were often 15 feet 
high and 300 feet long. There is 
nothing like them from the Inca 
temples of Peru to the ruins of 
Angkor in Cambodia. 

Scores of unfinished statues tes- 
tify that their makers suddenly 
laid down their stone chisels, never 
to take them up again. The 
golden age must have come to a 
catastrophic ending. 

Not least among Easter Island’s 
mysteries are wooden tablets 
bearing a w’ritten language which 
has never been deciphered. 
Scholars have found in it similar- 
ities to the hieroglyphics of ancient 
Egypt and to the alphabets of dead 
civilizations of India. 


ADMIRAL FECHTEIER TELLS 
NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY 
RUSSIAN SUBS COULD 
CHALLENGE U. S. SEA POWER 


Admiral William M. Fechteler. 
Thief of Naval Operations, told the 
National Geographic Society to- 
night that L\ S. supremacy at sea 
could he seriously challenged by 
Russia in event of war. 

The Navy’s top military leader, 
speaking before more than 3,500 
members of the Society in Consti- 
tution Hall, revealed that Russia 
now has six to eight times the 
number of submarines that Nazi 
Germany had at the start of World 
War II. 

“We do not know what the char- 
acteristics of these submarines may 
be,’’ Admiral Fechteler said. “But 
we do know that after the war Rus- 
sia obtained some of the most 
modem of German submarines to- 
gether with East German ship- 
yards in which they were construct- 
ed and the technicians who con- 
structed them.’’ 

Russia today has between 300 
and 400 submarines, he said. Ger- 
many began World War II with 
only 50. 

Admiral Fechteler said the Navy 
assumes the Russian submarine 
fleet consists of ships which are 
not only more numerous than the 
original German fleet, “hut are, in 
part at least, equal to or better 
than the submarines of latest and 
most improved German design.” 

The N a v v is concentrating 
heavily upon the submarine prob- 
lem, he said. Good progress has 
been made in devising means of 
meeting the threat. But America 
would sustain losses, he warned, 
particularly in the early days of a 
conflict. 

Command of the Sea 

Navy member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Admiral Fechteler 
outlined the overall role of the 
Navy in national defense during his 
speech before the Society’s lecture 
audience. 

Command of the sea, he empha- 
sized, is much more than being able 
to fight the navy of an enemy. It 
involves guarding world-wide sup- 
ply routes, both sea and air. The 
U. S. Navy must he able to impose 
blockades, transport and land 
fighting forces in amphibious as- 
saults, and bring mobile firepower 
to bear anywhere on the world’s 
oceans. 

Mobile aircraft carrier task 
forces, Admiral Fechteler said are 
the Navy’s principal instruments 
of attack t o d a y. No longer 
shackled by the historic barriers of 
shoreline or gun range, such task 
forces can launch telling blows deep 
in enemy territory, including deliv-, 
ery of the atomic bomb. 

Naval Exhibit 

Illustrating the special lecture 
was an imposing exhibit of Naval 
weapons and recent scientific de- 
velopments of the Navy. 

The Society’s lecture audience 
saw working models of new jet and 
turbo-prop aircraft engines, guided 
missiles, a new torpedo and a rapid- 
fire shipboard gun mount brought 
on a huge trailer to the street out- 
side Constitution Hall. 

Strapped to the shoulders of a 
dummy dressed in Marine combat 
uniform was the latest advance in 
air transportation — a one-man 
“Hoppi-Copter” or helicopter which 
can lift and carry a single fully 
armed soldier anywhere on a battle- 
field. 

Captured Russian-made weapons 
from Korea were shown at the lec- 
ture, as were new U. S. ram-jet 
rockets with “shaped charge” war- 
heads. 

A relief map of the Navy’s new 
million-watt radio station on Puget 
Sound in the Pacific Northwest 
showed antennae strung between 
adjacent niountaintops — a tech- 
nical feat enabling the communi- 
cation center, most powerful sta- 
tion in the world, to reach ships 
anywhere at sea.

Washington, I). C., has had many 
temporary White Houses. They 
were used while the Executive 
Mansion was under repair or re- 
construction. Besides the current 
Blair House, says the National 
Geographic Society, such dwellings 
included Octagon House during 
President Madison’s term; Pres- 
ident Monroe’s own home on I 
Street; and the Eleanor Patterson 
home on Dupont Circle, used by the 
displaced Coolidges. 


In Aztec days the capital of 
I Mexico — Tenochtitlan — was a 
city of canals much like Venice, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. Yet it was situated where 
. Mexico City stands today, more 
than 7,000 feet above sea level. 


Virginia built the first toll road 
in the United States in 1786 — the 
Little River Turnpike — from 
Alexandria on the Potomac to 
Snigger’s Gap across the mountains 
east of Winchester, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.

SCIENTIST TO FOLLOW ECLIPSE 
STUDY WITH MORE 
PHOTOGRAPHS 


Dr. George Van Biesbroeck, lend- 
er of the National Geographic So- 
ciety expedition to the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan to photograph the 
February 25 eclipse, is already 
planning to return to Africa to 
! make further photographs late this 
summer. 

Dr. Van Biesbroeck, who is asso- 
| ciated with the University of Chi- 
cago’s Yerkes Observatory, flew 
back to the United States via 
Frankfurt and London, and stopped 
briefly in Washington before going 
to his home in Williams Bay, Wis- 
consin. 

Aside from the scientific aspects 
of his work, Dr. Van Biesbroeck re- 
ported the effect of the total eclipse 
of the sun on the population of 
Khartoum, expedition headquarters 
and center of the path of totality. 



He said thnt the local Arabs, mis- 
understanding wnrnings thnt con- 
tinued observation of the eclipse 
might be harmful to the eyes, fear- 
ed thnt mere exposure to the dark- 
ened sun might he harmful. As a 
result. Dr. Van Biesbroeck report- 
ed, many Arab wives were locked in 
dark rooms, nnd the mosqnes were 
filled to overflowing nt eclipse time. 

The astronomer explained that 
further photographs are necessary 
to complete his work, which is to 
check the “Einstein shift,” or gra- 
vitational attraction of such stellar 
bodies ns the sun for light rays. 

The theory of the “EinsUnn 
shift” is that the rays are bent by 
this gravitational attraction as 
they pass the sun. By photograph- 
ing stars beyond the sun’s rim dur- 
ing an eclipse, and then photo- 
graphing the same star field nt 
night several months Inter from the 
same position, astronomers can 
measure the displacement of star 
images on the plates taken during 
the eclipse to check the amount the 
stars’ light is bent as the rays pass 
the sun. 

Weather Perfect 

Dr. Van Biesbroeck reported that 
weather conditions for the National 
Geographic and other expeditions 
to Khartoum were almost perfect 
on February 25, although a high 
wind made his telescope-camera 
vibrate slightly and caused a minor 
distortion of the images on his 
plates.

LETTER FROM NORWAY 

(Continued from Page 7) 

Saturday evening we went to 
A u n t Hildo’s birthday party. 
Eighty one and as sturdy and lively 
ns one of forty. Her home was a 
little jewel in the east end of the 
City. Nine of her “girl friends” 
were there. Each brought a floral 
<*r other gift. There were refresh- 
ments, of course, of the daintiest 
kind, and coffee, wine and cognac. 
There was no dancing because the 
place was too small but there was 
ringing of folk songs and, strange 
as it may seem, they all sang sev- 
eral American songs in English. 

BetW’een the “Skolls" (apparent- 
ly meaning “Carry on”! the sand- 
wiches, tarts and cakes were passed 
around and Aunt Hilde would show 
her delight. Once there was a 
pause in the conversation for no 
apparent reason and everyone was 
quiet. Then someone said “An 

angel just passed by”. It was ex- 
plained to us that when there is a 
pause like that the Norwegians 
really think an angel has just been 
there. Superstitious? Perhaps, 

but still a pretty thought. 

And come Sunday, what to do? 
That had been all planned for us 
by our friends whom we had met 
for the first time on Friday. To 
Holmenkollen and the Ski jump to 
see the skiing down the mountain. 
(The big jump is only used for ex- 
pert contestants who pass strict 
qualifying exams.) 

We went first to the National 
Theatre Station of the Subway and 
found there a long queue of people, 
everyone with a pair of skis, not 
in the Subway Station, but out on 
the sidewalk. At intervals, some 
forty would go down into the sta- 
tion. The police were regulating it 
so as not to have the platform below 
too crowded. The ears pulled in fre- 
quently at the platform. You can- 
not take skis into the cars. Instead 
they have racks full lengths of the 
cars on the outside and the skis are 
strapped to the rack. But dogs and 
baby carriages, of which there were 
several, are allowed inside the cars. 

Buses have an arrangements on 
, back for carrying the skis. 

You board the car along with a 
crowd. They look healthy and stur- 
i dy and, if they care what their cos- 
i tume looks like, you would seldom 
know it. For they dress for the 
, job and they dress warm and many 
Rucksacks on their hacks, some of 
no mean size. Their clothes show all 
the colors of the rainbow and then 
some. 

Off at the top, there’s an orderly 
scramble to unstrap the skis from 
the car, and then to start the fun 
down hill. Old people, middle aged, 
youngsters and kids whose skis are 
no more than 3 feet long start on 
their way. Through open fields? 
Sometimes. But more often through 
narrow winding lanes through the 
trees, for this country is mostly 
wooden with evergreens, over trails 
where there is now powder snow be- 
cause so many have gone before 
that it is hard and glazed. 

For our part, we walked the 
paths through the trees after 
climbing to the big jump. (From 
the actual jumping point the dis- 
tance to where the contestants land 
is breathtaking). Then to a Moun- 
tain Club House of the Business 
and Professional Women’s Club for 
coffee and cakes. 

Asked to sign the foreign visitors 
book, we found that, except for the 
Finnish Ski Team, which had been 
quartered there, w*e were the only 
foreigners in a year, the only 
Americans since 1949. But that 
didn’t mean anything, for this is 
the most democratic country you 
ever saw. We were Americans, 
that was all, and we liked it that 
way. They made you feel as if you 
were one of them. 

Later on to what is known as the 
Vigeland Project in Frogner Park. 
Here is assembled on 74 acres the 
largest collection of sculptures by 
any one man assembled in some 150 
groups, culminating in a monolith 
of carved solid granite 52 feet high. 

I won’t try to describe it to you. 
You would not believe it, and I 
doubt if you would finish it. But 
let me quote exactly what the Offi- 
i cial Guide to Oslo published by the 
Travel Association says: 

“The Vigeland Collection of Sat- 
urday is the largest collection of 
nude sculpture anywhere in the 
world and is rapidly rivalling the 
Follies Bergere as a thing to be 
seen at least once. We must apol- 
ogize for this apparently unwar- 
ranted superlative, but once you 
have wandered through this pack 
of sportive nudity your protests 
will be silenced”. 

That’s verbatim from the Guide 
Book as published in English. I 
don’t know what the Norwegian 
hook says. But this I do know. 
Oslo people of all ages were there, 
aplenty, and apparently go there 
time and again and think nothing 
of it. It must mean something, but 
1 don’t know just what. Maybe 
they are just Nature’s children. 

Sunday evening to our friends 
for supper, where we found the 
Norwegian tlag flying from the bal- 
cony in our honor. (We noted that 
a very great number of the apart- 
ment buildings in Oslo have bal- 
conies outside each apartment, all 
with flower boxes ready for flowers 
which the warm weather will bring. 
What style of architecture? Look 
at the newest buildings along the 
Charles River. Oslo has been build- 
ing them for 20 or 25 years! 

Monday about town and to Bigdy 
across the fjord where there is a 
National Museum. Outdoors is a 
collection of old Norwegian farm 
homes completely furnished and an 
old Stave church dating from about 
1100 A. D. There are about 140 
wooden buildings in all not unlike 
Sturbridge Village in Massachu- 
setts, but older. 

And the three Viking ships dat- 
ing back to 800 A. D. These were 
found pretty much intact in burial 
mounds, together with all the Vik- 
ing would need in the hereafter. 
They show wonderful craftsman- 
ship in wood and are held together 
with iron rivets and beautifully 
formed and carved. It was in such 
a ship that the Vikings first crossed 
the Atlantic. 

In the evening another party at 
the third sister’s studio and the 
fourth sister and her husband there, 
too. 

It would be impossible to describe 


these homes to you. They are 
lovely. Always flowers in the most 
beautiful arrangements. A touch 
here, a touch there, something in- 
dividualistic and something that 
seems to be very much n part of the 
person whose home it is. 

Norway does not appear to be a 
country of rich people. On the 
streets nearly ail women wear 
warm hoots. The looks seem to be 
secondary. You don't see flashy 
clothes on the streets. More likely 
it will he a sports outfit that looks 
as if it were really made for sport, 
hard sport if need be, but prnctic- 
able. But inside the clothes, a 
warm hospitality and friendliness 
that is unique. 

So we had to say “Good-bye” and 
parted until the next visit. That 
was what we thought last night. 

But this morning just before our 
early train pulled out, there was 
one of our friends, just come to 
wish us “God speed” and “Good 
luck”. 

Why? We don’t know. We didn’t 
think we deserved it. But there 
it was. That seems to be the way 
of people of Norway. And we 
liked it. 

Good night.

who was doubling as manager was 
waiting for us at the bus terminal. 
Spent the night at a typical Nor- 
wegian hotel. In all these places 
the food i« exceptionally good and 
plentiful. 

We walked about the town be- 
tween rain squalls all morning long. 
The little horses pulling two wheel- 
ed milk carts arc the finest looking 
horses you ever saw. They are 
called Norwegian Fjord horses. Al- 
most the same color as Palomino 
horses (a very light brown), they 
have a clipped mane which has a 
Mack course down the middle and 
stands up about 5 inches a la Pom- 
padour. They are full fleshed but 
not fat looking, stocky and strong, 
and their necks are arched like the 
horses you see only in statuary. 
Something you like to look at. 

The houses here have stone roofs. 
It’s not slate hut hard like granite 
much of it cut in sheets at least 
an inch thick and 2 x 3 feet in size. 
Smaller sizes are used also as we 
use shingles but these are mostly 
rounded on the bottom edge. The 
people in the country make them 
in their spare time. They cost not 
too much and look as if they would 
last forever. 

After lunch the bus again 


Bergen, Norway 
April 4, 1952 

Dear Everybody: 

I reported to you from Voss, so 
this will carry on from there. 

Before leaving Voss, we had time 
to look about the town. The oldest 
stone church in Norway stands 
there and is now undergoing restor- 
ation. They are peeling off a thick 
layer of stucco from both outside 
and inside and exposing the ori- 
ginal stone surface and it is going 
to look lovely. The front facade 
is already finished. 

When we reached it, a gentleman 
told us we could go inside even 
though there was much scaffolding 
there. So we did. In the best Eng- 
lish he could muster, he told us that 
; he was a Civil Engineer in charge 
! of the work. We were so pleased 
; with what we saw and his courtesy 
that I handed him a note. At first 
he refused, misunderstanding my 
( reason, but when I told him it was 
i for the Restoration, he seemed 
much pleased and called to the 
workmen. When we got outside, he 
hailed another man who was com- 
ing our way and introduced him to 
us. He was the mayor. Then what 
I had given seemed so little to pay 
for what seemed like a lot of pleas- 
ure for others that it made me feel 
kind of cheap. 

We also visited the oldest wooden 
building in Norway known as the 
Finneloft. Seven hundred years 
old, it was the festival house of 
one of the old kings, and most in- 
teresting. 

We left Voss for Granvin at the 
head of the Hardangerfjord by 
electric train, the journey all down 
hill to sea level taking about an 
hour. Lunch here and a walk about 
the village and then a bus to Nor- 
heimsund. 1 must tell you about 
that bus trip. 

First of all, there were snow 
squalls from time to time and much 
of the time tops of the highest 
mountains were in the clouds. Mud 
on the road had muddied the bus 
windows so while it was standing 
still, I tried to clean the one oppo- 
site where we were going to sit. The 
driver saw me so he promptly went . 
and fetched a pail of water, washel 
all the windows ahead of us before 
starting off even though he said 
they would get muddy again. 

Well, the road we travelled was 
mostly high and very narrow and 
in many places cut into the face of 
the cliff. Only rarely was there a 
place to pass another car and then 
with no room to spare. The pave- 
ment was like the old clay and 
gravel roads we used to meet with 
in Vermont. But we paid little 
heed to the road because the views 
across and down the fjord are 
hard to describe. These fjords 
have many ports. You would look 
up a branch fjord and at the end 
and on both sides see towering 
cliffs and mountains all covered 
with snow where it was not too 
steep to cling. 

Midway on our Journey we turned 
a bend and here on the mountain- 
side was a fair sized group of 
houses. The bus stopped and the 
driver told us we had 15 minutes 
for coffee and cakes. There seemed 
to be a lot of smoke beyond the 
square so I wandered in that direc- 
tion and came upon a large and 
noisy plant. Curious, I stopped a 
workman and asked if he spoke 
English. He said he could speak a 
little. From him I learned that the 
mill made Chrome Steel and was 
owned by English Capital. I asked 
why the mill was located here. He 
was unable to understand what I 
meant, but called to another man. 

I asked, “Can you speak English?” 
He answered with a marked Eng- 
lish accent. “Yes, it’s all right to 
speak English to me. I can answer 
any question you want.” “So”, 1 
said, “Cockney from London, eh?” 
“No”, he answered, “but thanks 
just the same.” It turned out that 
he was just another Norwegian 
workman who had taught himself 
out of books and by listening to the 
B. B. C. 

Well, the mill is there because 
one of the last power sites in Nor- 
way was there, owned by the mill 
and all their furnaces are electric. 
The output of castings and finished 
steel goes mostly to England and 
some to Germany. 

Then we talked of American 
politics until the bus was ready to 
go. He knew about Truman and 
MacArthur and Eisenhower and 
T^ft, and what parties they be- 
longed to. He favored Eisenhower 
for our next president. When I 
spoke in favor of Taft, he said, 
“You beg my pardon, I think Eisen- 
hower is very good.” But before 
we finished I think he was a Taft 
man. 

“What was my idea of the war?” 
“What war?” “Korea.” “Well”, 

I said, “if they had let MacArthur 
alone, I think it would be ended by 
now.” “Just what I say”, he ans- 
wered. 

We talked of Russia. Didn’t think 
Russia dared start a war. although 
he said Norway was fearful. Few 
people in America realize they have 
a common border. 

On the bus again over more of 
the same kind of roud and through 
the same kind of country to Nor- 
heimsund where the hotel porter 


tween fjords and in each case up 
4,500 feet. 

Getting so high, of course meant 
much snow, a lot on the same kind 
of narrow winding road, with 
waterfalls to right and left almost 
without number. It was clear 
enough at times to see 15 or 20 
miles away. 

Midway at a fjord and so down 
to sea level, we stopped for 10 
minutes. Then off again with a 
crowded bus. But we had front 
seats right by the door and the 1 
driver would permit no one to stand 
where it would obstruct our view. 
Several tried it but at a word from 
the driver would look at us and 
then graciously move back out of 
the way. We know our porter- 
manager had spoken for us. 

These mountain roads are full of 
very, very sharp hairpin turns and 
only wide enough for one car. It 
seemed to me the bus body is some- 
what narrower than any we have 
in the states for the seats are a 
little tight and were it not for a 
little rail on each seat, a second 
person could not stay put. 

There is no real guard rail on 
tlie road. Instead, at places there 
is a concrete wall about 12 inches 
high. The only thing that keeps 
you on the road is a careful and 
skilled driver and you often have 
doubts about him. Up grade you go 
into second or low, down grade they 
do as much as 45 kilometers an 
hour and never is there so much 
as 200 feet of straight road. 

A few miles out of Bergen, we 
come to a wider road — “six lane”. 
That is, six youngsters could walk 
abreast on it. And here it was a 
bit straighter too and we were not 
much above sea level so the driver 
proceeded to show his stuff. Eighty 
kilometers per hour is fast enough 
in any car let alone in a 4-cylinder 
bus. 

But when we reached Bergen and 
the end of the run, the driver un- 
loaded the skis and Rucksacks and 
gear of all kinds that was aboard 
and then carried our hags to our 
hotel. So we think he too is a 
pretty good all around Norwegian. 

By chance, as we came into the 
hotel, we heard an English accent 
say “But I haven’t got dollars. I’ve 
only got English pounds.” “But 
that won’t do for this” he was told. 
Well, I had some dollars I offered 
to exchange for pounds for we can 
use them come Sunday. So we met 
a couple from Australia. We ar- 
ranged to dine together and have 
spent a very enjoyable evening. 
You know what? There are an 
awful lot of nice people in this 
world.

relatively a man of the world in the 
frontier log-cabin village. 

In 1832 Abe’s neighbors elected 
him captain of new Salem’s com- 
pany of volunteers organized to 
fight the Indian Chief Black Hawk. 
He traveled over northern Illinois 
and southern Wisconsin during the 
campaign. Later he went to Van- 
dalia, then the state capital, as 
representative of his district for 
four successive terms. He headed 
the successful campaign to move 
the capital to Springfield, then 
moved there himself. 

“Rode the Circuit” for Years 

As a rising young prairie lawyer, 
Lincoln married the aristocratic 
Mary Todd. They bought one of 
Springfield’s substantial homes, 
and three of their four sons were 
horn in it. For years the father 
“rode the circuit,” traveling from 
courthouse to courthouse in cen- 
tral Illinois. In 1844 he campaigned 
for Henry Clay for President, re- 
visiting the scenes of his earlier 
years in Indiana. 

After a term in the U. S. House 
of Representatives, Lincoln “re- 
tired” to his law practice. Events 
leading to the Civil War aroused 
him, and his debates with Stephen 
A. Douglas in 1858 gave him the 
national prominence that helped 
make it possible for him to be elect- 
ed President two years later.

One of the earliest aerial photo- 
graphs ever made was taken from 
a balloon in I860 and called “Boston 
as the Eagle and Wild Goose See 
It,” says the National Geographic 
Society. 


In miles traveled, friends made, 
and public offices held, Abraham 
Lincoln had lived a full personal 
life and had forged a successful 
career in law and politics even be- 
fore the fateful hour in 1861 when 
he stood in the rain in Springfield, 
Illinois, and bade his neighbors 
goodbye upon leaving for the White 
House. 

A description of Lincoln’s early 
travels, presented in the current 
issue of the National Geographic 
Magazine, helps dispel the myth 
that the Great Emancipator, before 
he became President, was a back- 
woods recluse and a prairie failure. 

The article, “Vacation Tour 
Through Lincoln Land,” recounts 
this earlier part of the Kith Pres- 
ident’s life. From Abe’s birthplace 
near Hodgenville, Kentucky, to his 
tomb in Springfield, the author, 
Ralph Gray, followed the Rail 
Splitter’s footsteps. 

In many places, Gray drove his 
car “over rough trails that couldn’t 
have been much improved since the 
Lincolns passed.” Usually he was 
“off the beaten track in following 
the pioneer trail as closely as pos- 
sible,” but every mile seemed to 
echo “the tramp of Abe’s boots, the 
bite of his ax in wood, the crack of 
his rawhide over oxen.” 

Lincoln’s travels began from a 
one-room log cabin, and until he 
was 28 he lived in nothing but log 
houses. The first one he remember- 
ed was at Knob Creek, Kentucky, 
10 miles northeast of his birthplace, 
where his family moved when he 
was still an infant. 

Less Than One Year of School 

Two miles down the valley, Lin- I 
coin’s education got its start in a 
“blah school” where pupils “re- 
peated their lessons aloud until 
called forward to recite.” Later 
Lincoln wrote that “the aggregate 
of all his schooling did not amount 
to one year.” 

Abe’s father moved his family to 
southern Indiana in 1816. Fourteen 
years in the Hoosier State seasoned 
the boy into a man. Then the 
future president pushed west again 
and settled down in New Salem, 
Illinois, at the age of 22. With 
two flatboat trips to New Orleans 
and residence in three differing 
states behind him, Lincoln was

OVERHEAD TRACKS VOTED. 
3120 lo 1744 


One of the most hectic campaign* 
the town has experienced in year*, 
a campaign that got pretty hot in 
its last few days, disrupting for the 
time being at least many a long 
standing friendship, came to a close 
Tuesday when a referendum elec- 
tion supported the vote of the 
March Town Meeting to approve 
the elimination of the railroad 
grade crossing through the center 
by rnising the tracks and to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to continue 
their cooperation with State and 
railroad authorities to this end. 

The referendum vote was 3,120 
in favor to 1,744 against, a vote of 
nearly two to one. 

Despite the intense efforts of 
both proponents and opponents of 
the plan to raise the tracks only 
slightly over 54 percent of the 9,000 
voters went to the polls on Tues- 
day. It was hoped to have a larger 
percentage of the electorate vote 
on so important an issue. 

Roth sides went all out in their 
efforts to influence the voters. 
Proponents were especially active 
and overlooked few bets in their 
campaign, even having boys with 
picket — banners parade about the 
center Monday and Tuesday after- 
noons. Roth sides had recourse to 
newspaper advertising, direct ap- 
peals to the voters through the 
mails and to house -to-house can- 
vassing. In the latter respect the 
proponents had a big advantage 
through the activities of the Com- 
mittee for the FJimination of the 
Grade Crossing, headed by Vincent 
Farnsworth,, Jr., former chairman 
of Selectmen. Canvassers were or- 
ganized by this Committee to work 
in all precincts. 

Supporting the Board of Select- 
man in their advocacy of the over- 
head tracks were former Selectmen, 
the Planning Board, the Finance 
Committee and the Doctors of the 
•town, who fKiblicly announced their 
supnort in nii advertisement in last 
week’s Star. Key-noting the pro- 
ponents’ campaign was the state- 
ment that it i« the overhead tracks 
or nothing. This statement, more 
than any thing else was the determ- 
ining factor. 

Most of the concerted opposition 
was centered in the Friends of 
Winchester Group, of which Mrs. 
Edna Crede was secretary and Mrs. 
Alonzo F. Woodside the leading 
spirit. With little or no support in 
high places Mrs. Woodside waged a 
vigorous campaign that had pro- 
ponents of the overhead crossing 
worried and working like mad right 
up to and during voting time. The 
referendum vote by precincts ap- 
pears elsewhere on this page.

. . . and the new B and M 
Timetables, too

“Yes — but this time it’ll be 
o'iicial.”

“aside from the loss of sleet), I 
must admit the change to day- 
light saving is a fairly pain- 
less operation. Just set all 
your timepieces an hour ahead 
when you go to bed Saturday 
night, and that’s all there is 
to it.” 

“It may he painless to most 
people,” Bill remarked, “but 
it’s a big headache to the rail- 
roads.” 

“How’s that? All they have 
to do is set their clocks ahead 
too, isn’t it?”

WE DON'T LIKE IT 

The Town voted on Tuesday by 
about two to one to run elevated 
trains through Winchester, end 
this appears to be what will be 
done. The Star has always opposed 
this scheme and does now. It feels 
it will be a great detriment to the 
Town. 

However, when the Selectmen 
decided upon this scheme, the Star 
in an interview agreed to keep 
hands off and allow the people of 
Winchester to decide the issue, un- 
prejudiced and on their own opin- 
ion. 

This it has religiously done, our 
only entry into the controversy be- 
ing a criticism of the methods and 
intensity of town ollicials, past and 
present to “put it over.” The meth- 
ods and statements used were, in 
our opinion, decidedly in opposi- 
tion to any desire to allow the resi- 
dents to make their own decision in 
the matter. 

The result has been that Win- 
chester has gone through the most 
intensive battle we ever recall over 
a Town project. Ill spirit has been 
fostered and life-long friendships 
ruptured, and anyone who has ven- 
tured to oppose the elevated trains 
has been held up as a pariah and 
not to be considered us a real citi- | 
zen of Winchester. 

With Tuesday’s vote the matter 1 
of elevated trains appeared to be 
settled and the citizens of the Town 
left to heal their wounds al- 
though these scars are long-lived 
and not cured overnight. 

However, early Wednesday 
morning we were asked to reprint 
an article from tin* Woburn Times 
of Tuesday stating in effect that 
Commissioner Callahan of tin* De- 
partment of Public Works will not 
give the Town any State funds if 
it decides to cany out any other 
plan than that of elevating the 
t racks. 

Although we failed to see the 
importance of such a reprint at 
this time following the vote upon 
the matter, we readily agreed to 
publish it and asked for a signa- 
ture. This was not forthcoming. We 
were asked to publish it as our 
own — in other words to Father it. 
Since this was one of the most im- 
portant matters in dispute during 
the heated controversy before the 
vote, we could not see why we 
should take it upon ourselves to 
print it as our own information. 


An impasse occurred with nu- 
merous interviews. The Committee 
insisted we print the article and we 
m turn wete willing to do so if it 
. *!<• signed. We were informed 
this was a “pres* release” issued 
by < ommissioner ( allahan’s office. 
A i < d why the Stat did not receive 
it, we were furnished with the 
Time- copy which was not par- 
ticularly conclusive, being headed 
imply “press release” and contain- 
ing no signature. 

Later in the day a telephone call 
t><»m Commission©? Callahan’s of- 
fice a mred us that the “release” 
was authentic and was from his 
i ifTice . We stated we did not doubt 
the authenticity of the article but 
. . were inteiested in knowing why 
the Star had not received it. The 
n-ply was that “as the Star is a 
weekly paper and would not be is- 
sued until after the Tuesday vot- 
ing. it was not thought necessary.” 

In other words, the “release” 

us issued on Monday to a hand- 
,>ii ked group of papers including 
the Woburn Times and some Bos- 
ton papers. 

We don’t know whether this is 
the custom of Commissioner Cal- 
lahan’s office or not, hut we might 
remind him now and herewith that 
the Star is the only paper printed 
in Winchester and notwithstanding 
any outside claims it does cover 
tin* Town of Winchester and is due 
at least some consideration. We 
;nro printing thirty-eight hundred 
•copies of this week’s Star and 
every paper will be read. It would 
appear that/ a “release” issued by 
such an important office should 
cover tin* ground and not be given 
lo any select group. 

The inference of course is ob- 
vious. The “release” was issued 
Monday, rushed to such papers as 
might reach Winchester people, 
and containing what might lie 
called a distinct threat, demanding 
they vote for the elevated trains or 
1 else. 

This “release could have easily 
been issued weeks before when the 
dispute was at its height and both 
sides were claiming, from what 
they said was authentic evidence, 
that they were right. 

The Star has never been included 
in any of (’ommissioner Callahan’s 
“releases” and probably never will 
he, but so far as Winchester offi- 
| cials are concerned we kept our 
agreement in a desire to allow Win- 
chester residents a free field to 
choose their preference for or 
against elevated trains. We are 
sorry to see tactics such as have 
j been practiced by our town offi- 
cials backed up by State officers. It 
appears that Winchester is com- 
posed of a bunch of morons who 
must he punished for not drinking 
i heir buttermilk. 

We understand that the “release” 
is finally to appear in this issue 
of the Star, a signature having 
been secured. We concede it is 
somewhat late and why the great 
importance of printing it at this 
late date is to us a mystery. 


which appeared in la*t week’s Star, 
the facts as written still stand ns 
they were at that time. It is said 
that I must have misunderstood (he 
Mo? y given me over the telephone 
by the State’s engineering depart- 
ment. 

In o far as ! not only asked the 
questions in my own words and re 
reived the answers stated but to 
make doubly sure 1 lead the last 
two paragraphs of the report of the 
Selectmen to niv informant, who 
repeated the same answers he had 
previously given, it is not possible 
that there could have been any mis- 
understanding. The statements in 
my letter were just as received 
from the State. 

An explanation of the news item 
in the Boston papers which contra- 
dicts the statements given me is 
not available nt this time. It could 
1)0 any one of several different fac- 
tors. Should the real reason come 
to light. I shall be triad to present 
it at the time. The main thing I 
would like to sav now is that there 
was no misunderstanding relative 
to the facts presented in last week’s 
Star.

THE FACTS STILL STAND 


Editor of the Star: 

The following statement of Wil- 
liam F. Callahan was issued late 
Monday afternoon, April 21, to all 
| of the Boston newspapers by Mr. 
(Jordon McLean, Public Relations 
Officer of the Department of 
Public Works: 

“State (’ommissioner of Public 
Works, William F. Callahan to- 
day, April 21 took exception to 
statements issued by opponents to 
the Winchester Center grade cross- 
ing prior to a town referendum 
vote on the subject of acceptance of 
the present plan for a railroad over- 
pass. The town voted on the refer- 
endum Tuesday, April 22. 

“The state will not bear the ex- 
pense of a Kellaway Plan or any 
other proposal inconsistent with the 
present design for an elevation of 
t lie railroad tracks. 

“The duly authorized elective of- 
ficials negotiated with the state de- 
partment of public works for the 
elimination of the grade crossing. 
Exhaustive studies were made of 
several proposals and existing 
plans, including the so-called Kella- 
way Plan. The state has proceeded 
with the approval of the selectmen. 

“It was the final host judgment 
of the engineers of this department 
and the consulting engineers that 
the only solution was to raise the 
tracks. To depress the railroad 
right-of-way would cost three- 
times as much as the present plan 
and it would undoubtedly involve 
a complete change of the center of 
the City of Woburn. 

“A vote of a recent town meeting 
reiterated the attitude of accep- 
tance of the elevated plan by an 
overwhelming majority. 

“If the voters of Winchester de- 
cide they do not want the grade 
crossing plan that has been pre- 
pared at a cost of $80,000 to date, I 
am sure that the present appro- 
priation that has been ear-marked 
for Winchester will he used for 
one of the many other cities or 
towns that have been urgently re- 
questing highway projects. 

“Unless the Boston & Maine 
Railroad can produce stronger ar- 
guments than those offered to date, 
the state will continue with its plan 
to run the temporary tracks along 
the westerly side to keep land dam- 
age costs at a minimum, Commis- 
sioner Callahan declared.”

SENATOR TAFT 
VISITS WINCHESTER

Baron Hugo then struck up tin 
i band with "Hail to the Chief ”, a 
song usually reserved for the Pres 
ident.) When the applause had 
j once again subsided. Taft lashed 
out at the governments trend 
I toward Socialism, unchecked coi - 
! ruption. the oppressive burden of 
i high taxes, and the reckless, in- 
| different manner in which the ad- 
ministration spending our money 

At the outset Senator Taft de 
dared that he felt it was his duty 
to come and present his views, be 
cause before voting the public 
“Must Know What The Candidate 
Is For”. He then outlined the 
course of high taxes, increased gov- 
ernment control, and the direct 
path toward Socialism which the 
Administration has been following. 
In the place of the “spending and 
more government control” philo- 
sophy which has permeated the 
New and the Fair Deal, Taft offer- 
ed Liberty. The freedom of 
“everybody to think and live one’s 
own life”. He pointed out that out- 
standard of living is the highest ;n 
the world because we “were free”. 
Each man could build and enjoy the 
benefit of his creations, hut now 
this Freedom is being “threatened 
by the Administration.” 

Upon discussing Foreign Policy, 
Taft declared the Hoover Commis- 
sion has indicated the means to cut 
down expenses hut it has apparent- 
ly been ignored by the Administra- 
tion. The Senator pointed out that 
just two years ago General Bradley 
stated that 14 billion dollars was 
enough for defense, and today with- 
out any greater threat to the U. S.. 
Bradley is asking for a minimum of 
52 billion dollars for defense. Taft 
insisted that we should not he made 
to send our men “to every far flung 
corner of the Colonial Empires”. 
IB* said we “must confine our 
efforts within our capacity.” 

On the subject of the Presidential 
election, Taft said we must “con- 
duct a Campaign on principles we 
believe in.” He declared the Repub- 
licans failed in the last 3 elections 
because “Me Too campaigns” were 
waged. In the last election over 35 
million people did not vote because 
they “didn’t feel there was a neces- 
sity to vote.” “We must conduct a 
campaign to arouse enthusiasm! 
We must fight with principles for 
votes! We cannot modify them.” 

Following his speech, the Sen- 
ator shook hands with hundreds of 
admirers, gave out autographs, and 
was greeted with many encourag- 
ing remarks such as, “Here’s an- 
other vote for you Senator” and 
“We’re all with you, Senator”. 
When Senator Taft was leaving, he 
drove off through hundreds of peo- 
ple who had gathered outside for 
a final look at him and a chance to 
wish him “Good Luck”. 

Among those on the stage with 
Senator Taft were Taft Delegates, 
Ralph Bonnell, Robert W. Welch, 
Jr., Edward DeSaulnier, Jr., and 
Edith Gallant. In addition there 
were Vincent DeCain, Pres. Win- 
chester Taft Club, Mrs. Cynthia 
Reynolds, Pres. Women's Repub- 
lican Club, and Harrison Lyman, 
Chairman, Board of Selectmen. 
Rep. Chadwick as before stated was 
most able as chairman of the meet- 
ing.

distinguished woman. She was the 
first woman to receive the Pulitzer 
Prize in journalism. 

When Mrs. McCormick was 
named "Woman of the Year” in 
1939, the citation emphasized her 
accuracy and brilliancy and con- 
tained this statement: “When you 
state a fact, it comes as close to 
that elusive quality — the truth 
as honest human endeavor can 
make it. and always you make that 
fact vitally interesting.” 

Her job is not to hunt headlines, 
hut to help Times’ readers under- 
stand the headlines. Her personal 
convictions do not drown her criti- 
cal faculties. There is hardly an 
important figure in Europe who 
has not seen this energetic little 
woman enter his office and put her 
questions to him. 

Now in her late sixties, a long 
time reporter. Mrs. McCormick still 
wades through background reading 
with which few others bother and 
asks questions which few others 
ask. That tireless thoroughness 
has made her, as a member of the 
New York Times’ Editorial Board, 
easily one of the Nation’s most in- 
fluential women and won for her 


more citations than a war hero. 

In addition to Mrs. Downes’ very 
fine paper, a five minute book re- 
view was given by Mrs. Themiore 
Dissel.

WINCHESTER FOR EISENHOWER 


Preferentijil Choice Over Taft More 
than Two to One. Mir V ote Cast 

Winchester Republicans went for 
General Dwight Eisenhower over 
the party man. Senator Robert A. 
Tuft, by a vote of well over two to 
one, polling 2, 90S votes for the late 
head of the NATO while giving 
Taft only 1,119. 

In the contest for delegates to 
the National Convention in the 5th 
District the groups pledged to 
Eisenhower, beaded by former 
State Senator Harris S. Richard- 
son, defeated the Taft groups head- 
ed by former Selectman Ralph H. 
Bonnell by nearly the same margin. 

Senator Estes Kefauver was the 
popular Democratic candidate in 
the preferential voting, topping the 
list with 124 votes. The closest 
Democrat to him in the local voting 
was President Truman, not an offi- 
cial candidate, who got 21. Forty- 
two Democrats voted for General 
Eisenhower, and 12, for Taft. 
President Truman got a vote from 
some Republican. 

On the Democratic side of the 
ballot neither groups nor indiv- 
iduals were pledged to any candi- 
date. Edward I*. Giljgjpn led the 
delegates with 195 votes, followed 
by Leo F. Garvey with 139 and 
James A. Cullen with 136. 

Helen E. Murphy led the alter- 
nate delegates with 14(1, Helen 
Fitzgerald Cullen running second 
with 117. 

A total of 4807 votes were cast 
in Winchester, unheard of for a 
Presidential Primary. Town Clerk 
Mabel W. Stinson could recall no 
similar vote to approach it.. Four 
years ago (559 votes were cast and 
eight years ago, 58(5. 

This year’s vote split into 4,392 
Republican ballots and 415 Demo- 
cratic. The ballot was confusing 
to the voter and difficult to count. 
This last, with the late afternoon 
rush of voters made* the Winchester 
totals very late, it being about 4:30 
when the weary Town Clerk and 
her Assistant went home to bed. 

Precinct 2 was first in at 8:20, 
but it was 3:30 Wednesday morning 
when Precinct 4 announced its 
totals. 

Ten minutes before the 7 o’clock 
closing hour more than half the 
booths at the town hall were filled 
with voters, who arrived at the 
polls in droves between six and 
seven o’clock. Three hundred fifty- 
four votes were cast in three after 
five o’clock and 350, in four.

Hollis A. Dyer of 59 Pond street, 
president of the H. E. Wright Co., 
of Charlestown, turned the first sod 
last week Thursday for the new 
factory which this 90-year-old com- 
pany of sheet metal and light iron 
fabricators are building at 85 Main 
street, Woburn. Another Winches- 
ter man, Irving E. Jennings of 127 
Church street, president of the 
Litecontrol Co., of Watertown, at- 
tended the ground-breaking exer- 
cises, w’ith Mayor Francis H. Mur- 
ray of Woburn and business and 
industrial leaders. 

The Barton & Wood Co., of Bos- 
ton has begun work on the spacious 
one-floor cinder block factory, 
w’hich will occupy a lot covering 
approximately 50,000 sq. ft. 

The H. E. Wright Co., one of the 
first firms to handle steel fabrica- 
tion, w’as founded by Henry E. 
Wright in 1865. At that time the 
business dealt exclusively with the 
manufacture of milk cans. 

After more than 40 years at 
Rutherford avenue, they expanded 
to Spice street. Later it became 
known as the Wright-Zeigler Com- 
pany when the present building at 
32 Cambridge street was occupied. 
During this period the manufacture 
of all kinds of dairy equipment w’as 
carried on. Mr. Dyer assumed con- 
trol of the company in January, 
1950. 

Under Mr. Dyer’s guidance, the 
firm’s facilities have so expanded 
that in addition to dairy work, it 
now’ handles all kinds of refinery 
work for government and private 
industry such as Stone and Web- 
ster, E. B. Badger, York Corpora- 
tion, Boston Ordnance, Raytheon, 
Monsanto Chemical and many 
others. 

Officers of the company include 
Mr. Dyer, President and Treasurer; 
Alexander Clark of Boston, clerk of 
the corporation; Chester Turner of 
Reading and Andrew’ C. Peters, Jr., 
of Quincy, vice-presidents.

ON HOBSON 


William 11. Costello’s Home on 
Border street 

William H. Costello, senmnn. first 
class, of IS Border street, was re- 
ported missing after the famous 
carrier, Wasp, collided with the 
USS Hobson, a battle-tested des- 
troyer-minesweeper. in the mid 
Atlantic Sunday night. The Navy 
reported 176 men missing, in- 
cluding the Hobson’s skipper, after 
the collision and said 61 were 
rescued from heavy seas. Accord- 
ing to reports the Hobson was es- 
corting the Wasp to the Mediter- 
ranean and the crash occured as the 
carrier turned to take on planes. 
It was one of the worst Naval dis- 
asters in years. 

Seaman Costello is the son of 
Mrs. Mary B. (McGilvary) Costello 
and the late Michael Joseph Costel- 
lo. He is 27 years old and grew’ up 
in Winchester, attending the Win- 
chester schools and Winchester 
High School where he was especial- 
ly interested in gymnastics. He w*as 
also known as a good swimmer dur- 
ing his boyhood here. His father 
died in 1942. 

Seaman Costello has four broth- 
ers and a sister, tw'o of his brothers 
being in the service. Robert is w’ith 
the Army in Germany and Warren 
is on Army duty in Italy. Harold 
and Paul Costello live in Winches- 
ter, as does the sister, Mrs. Mary 
Thorne.

TAX RATE ANNOUNCED 


Chairman Ernest IL Dade, for 
the Board of Assessors, announced 
Winchester 1952 Tax Rate at $41.60 
per thousand value. This figure is 
$1.40 per thousand loss than the 
Finance Committee estimates in the 
Town Warrant. 

Mr. Dado stated tho increase over 
last year’s rate was loss than ex- 
pected, due in part to tho constant 
adjustment of values tho Board «>f 
Assessors has boon working on with 
its revaluation program of property 
throughout tho Town for the past 
throe years. Ho also stated that 
tho Board examined in tho field 
1.058 pieces of property through 
sales and permits during 1951. Tho 
Board of Assessors not only visit 
each and every property involved in 
a transfer or a new permit for al- 
terations or a new* home, but at the 
same time it is its policy to re- 
examine surrounding neighborhood 
values in the immediate vicinity of 
these sales or permits. 

This year there was a loss in 
value on personal household furni- 
ture totaling $1,794,350.00, due to 
the new’ law’ allowing a $5,000 ex- 
emption. In spite of this loss in 
revenue and because of the active 
w’ork of the Board of Assessors on 
the readjustment of values in its 
revaluing process, the Assessors 
were able to set the 1952 rate at 
$1.60 per thousand over last year’s 
$40 rate in place of the $3.00 anti- 
cipated increase predicted hy the 
Finance Committee.

The experience and knowledge of 
the theater Quine gained at that 
time stood him in good stead during 
the Summer School season at Tufts 
last year. Hired as a technician to 
work on lights for the productions, 
Quine also was called on to double 
on-stage, and played in "The Mer- 
chant of Yonkers”, “Good House- 
keeping”, “The Linden Tree”, 
“Happy Bridegrooms” and “The 
Dramatist”. 

When regular session opened at 
Tufts this fall Quine was cast in 
the first of four major undergrad- 
uate productions presented by Pen, 
Paint and Pretzels, honorary stu- 
dent dramatic group at the school, 
playing Lt. Charles in Elmer Rice’s 
expressionistic drama “Adding Ma- 
chine”. He portrayed the role of 
lovable Uncle Sid in the second 
Three P’s presentation, “Ah, Wild- 
erness!” by Eugene O’Neill, and so 
delighted audiences with his charac- 
terization of the part that he re- 
ceived tremendous ovations each 
night as he made his slightly drunk- 
en exit, singing, in the second act. 

Before the opening “curtain” at 
the arena the first night “Ah, 
Wilderness!” played, Quine was 
notified he was one of four students 
recently elected to Three P’s. A 
society which limits itself to eight- 
een members out of an undergrad- 
uate enrollment of more than 2,500 
at Tufts, Three P’s is one of the 
most active extracurricular groups 
on the campus. It would seem a 
member of the society had little 


[ time left for other interests on Hill. 

| Quine, however, had been pledged 
to Delta Upsilon fraternity when 
he first attended Tufts, and lost no 
time when he returned to the cam- 
pus in becoming initiated a full- 
fledged member. Meanwhile, he be- 
came enrolled in the Air Force Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps which 
was newly affiliated with Tufts last 
September. Within a few weeks, 
Quine was appointed cadet first 
lieutenant in the ROTC unit, and 
more recently has been promoted to 
the rank of student captain, one of 
three students who hold the second | 
highest position in the corps. 

The annual Greenwood Oratorical 
Contest is held on the Tufts campus 
each fall, and Quine, putting his 
speech and dramatic training to 
good use, won second prize in the 
competition. Adding another dis- 
tinction to his record of achieve- 
ments at Tufts, Quine has recently 
been nominated for membership in 
Ivy Society, junior honor group on 
the campus. 

Continuing his stage successes 
this year Quine, besides taking part

What? No Clutch? 


We were waiting for the 8:08 
one morning when a long, 
diesel-powered freight train 
went by. 

“1 wonder how those things 
get underway” one of the com- 
muters remarked. “Do you sup- 
pose they shift gears like a car r” 

“No,” said Bill, the railroad 
authority. “They could never 
make a clutch that wouldn’t 
burn out, getting a 100-car 
freight underway.” 

“Do they have fluid drive, 
maybe?” 

“No, but that’s closer to it. 
The diesel engine drives a big 
generator, sec? And the gener- 
ator generates power for elec- 
tric traction motors that are 
connected to the locomotive’s 
w heels.” 

“1 get it. Diesel to generator 
to motor. A Tinkcr-to-Evers- 
to-Chauce sort of a set-up.” 

“That was another kind of 
a ‘clutch’ combination,” 
quipped the commuter. 

When the groans had sub- 
sided Bill went on with his 
explanation. “The engineer 
coutrols power and speed en- 
tirely through electricity — he 
handles a throttle which con- 
trols the speed ol the diesel 
engine, and this in turn gener- 
ates more or less current to 
drive the motors. He also has 
another lever which changes 
the electrical connections in 
various ways — from >crics to 
parallel pud so on — and this 


has something like the same 
effect as changing gears in an 
automobile. So the drive is 
completely flexible, and the 
diesel’s whole job is to run the 
generating plant.” 

“What’s the reason for the 
B and M changing over from 
steam to diesel ?” asked another 
fellow. “I’ve noticed that most 
of the trains are diesel these 
days.” 

“Yes,” said Bill, “all the 
railroads are converting to 
diesel. 1 read somewhere that 
the B and M has replaced 227 
steam locomotives with $27,- 
000,000 worth of diesels in the 
past 10 years, and pretty soon 
there’ll be no steam left on the 
system. 

“To answer your question — 
there are lots of reasons for this 
changeover. Diesels are much 
cheaper to run, because the oil 
they burn is a less expensive 
fuel than coal. They can go 
farther without rcservicing. 
Maintenance is cheaper and 
quicker, and they can be 
worked practically 24 hours a 
day. And because they’ve got 
better ’torque,’ or traction, 
they can start and pull heavier 
loads than steam locomotives of 
the same rated horsepower.” 

“One thing you forgot,” 
said the first commuter. “They 
don’t create a lot of smoke and 
cinders.” 

“Right you arc,” Bill 
nodded as the 8:08 pulled in.

YOUR PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Npw Charging System 

Y- -tordny. May first, the Gaylord 
charge plate system was installed 
in the Adult Department of the 
Public Library. This system has 
been in use in the Boys and Girls 
Department for over a year and is 
well liked. 

Adults are reminded that now it 
is necessary for them to present 
their charge plate when borrowing 
hooks from the library. It will not 
be possible to charge books, maga- 
zines, pamphlets, or records with- 
out the charge plate. Borrowers 
will find this new system accurate 
and fast. A little time and patience 
at first will insure a smooth Tun- 
ing. accurate system of charging 
books. 

New Schedule of Fines 

The new schedule of fines on 
overdue hooks, magazines, and 
pamphlets went into effect on May 
first. This new schedule calls for 
a fine of ‘2 cents a day on each hook, 
magazine and pamphlet for the 
first week overdue, and 5 cents for 
each day thereafter. As in the past 
book borrowers can renew 14-day 
books from the date due for an- 
other fourteen days if they are not 
requested by others. Such renewals 
may be made by telephone As now, 
7-day books will not be renewable 
because of the demand for them. 

The overdue book problem has 
become a costly one for the library. 
A great deal of staff time and post- 
age has been required to follow up 
on overdue books. The Board of 
Library Trustees points out that 
the fines do not come to the library 
but go to the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund of the town. Therefore, the 
increase in fines is not to give the 
library revenue, but to reduce the 
overdue fault, thereby making over- 
due hooks available for use by lib- 
rary patrons.

At 2:45, traffic was allowed to pro- 
ceed normally, and members of the 
force returned to headquarters to 
receive assignments on special 
problems. 

Like the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice. the “Auxies” always “get their 
man” as exemplified bv the “looter” 
apprehended in Winchester Square, 
and the “enemy parachutist” who 
could not elude Pep. Chief Goddu 
of the Auxies and Sergeant Bowler 
of the regular force. Incidently 
pictures of Auxiliary Police arrest- 
ing the “looter”, and of “Connie” 
and Warren overtaking their 
quarry, appeared in Monday’s 
“Boston Herald”. 

Following the conclusion of the 
problems,, the Auxiliary Police 
formed outside the Police Station, 
and marched through the center to 
the High School, where they were 
administered the Civilian Defense 
oath, and participated in the “cri- 
tique”. Anybody witnessing the 
march to the school must have 
realized that here was a civic- 
minded group, who have given un- 
stintedly of their time, and of whom 
Winchester may well be proud. In 
any emergency, they will certainly 
be prepared, and the town will not 
find them wanting.

WINCHESTER THIRD IN RELAYS 


TO PLAY AT LONGY SCHOOL 

Three Winchester youngsters 
will perform in the recital to be 
held next Saturday afternoon as 
a part of the annual Open House 
of the Longy School of Music in 
Cambridge.

Winchester High placed third in 
the Class D division of the Inter- 
scholastic Relay Carnival at Bel- 
mont last Saturday, Concord’s well- 
balanced team placing first, with 
Natick taking second. Better baton 
work in the 440 yard relay might 
have improved the Indians’ third 
place position in this event, while 
in the 880 Winchester won handily 
in its heat, which unfortunately 
was the slow one of the two. Since 
the places were awarded by times 
and the Indians undoubtedly could 
have gone faster in theii heat had 
they been pressed, it is possible 
that they could have challenged 
Natick more closely for top honors 
in this event. 

In the 440 yard event any chance 
Winchester had of being up there 
vanished when Samoiloff and 
Wright collided in the baton ex- 
change after the second leg. Wright 
sustained a leg injury that slowed 
him up appreciably and prevented 
Corthell from pulling into better 
than 3rd place. The Indians’ time 
was 46.6s. Nick Fitzgerald ran the 
first of the four 110 yard legs. 

Winchester won its heat in the 
880 without too much trouble, but 
as so often happens when a team 
isn’t pressed all the way, its time 
wasn’t good enough to displace 
Natick’s figures in the faster of 
the two heats. Hawkins, Fitzger- 
ald, Corthell and Samoiloff ran the 
220 yard legs in that order, turning 
in lm 38s for the Indians’ best time 
of the year. 

Despite a corking anchor leg by 
big “Doug” Hawkins, Winchester 
wasn't placed in the mile event. 
Rotundi. Valcour and Perkins were 
the first three runners. 

In the two mile the best the In- 
dians could do was 4th, with Swon- 
ger, Hooper, Sharon and Nelson 
running in that order. Winchester 
had to scratch its entry in the 
shuffle relay because of Wright’s 
injury, the rules of the meeting 
forbidding substitution for any 
runner once his entry* is received.

FROM AH OLD WINCHESTER F.OY 


K liter of the Star: 

T ao copies of the W inchester 
Star just sent me by a former 
schoolmate, Mrs. Elizabeth Den- 
nett, remind me that 1 once worked 
on the Stai as a high school stu- 
dent and give me back an image 
of my native town that I have not 
visited for many years; in my time 
it had a population of about live 
thousand. From time to time I have 
heard of changes and developments 
that must have altered the looks 
of the town to such an extent that 
it would be almost unrecognizable. 

I often wonder what has become 
of the hoys and girls 1 used to know 
there. I have heard about some ol 
them from Harry Sanborn, Mrs. 
Dennett and from Miss Spencer, 
one of our former teachers at the 
Highland School, who visited Nash- 
ville several years ago with her 
brother-in-law, Bert Meredith, who 
played side by side with me in the 
line on the football team of Boston 
University. His father, as you may 
remember, was the pastor of the 
Methodist Church in Winchester; 
and his sister, who was a classmate 
of mine at Boston University, is 
the wife of Professor Leonidas 
Crawford of Peabody College in 
Nashville. Their son, now a nation- 
ally known psychologist, was one 
of my pupils at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity. Possibly there are some people 
stiil alive in Winchester who re- 
member that minister and his fa- 
mily. 

Perhaps some of your readers 
•nay know what has become of Ar- 
thur Swett, whose father was the 
principal of tin* Winchester Gram- 
mar School of our time; Frank 
Rea; Andrew MacKenzie and his 
brother, who pitched for Brown 
University; Billy Rooney, a for- 
mer postmaster: “Butcher” Con- 
nell of the police force; Frank, 
Fanny, Emily, Belle Wilson, whose 
father was a prominent Boston 
lawyer, John T. Wilson; Kollo 
Sherman, who played foolbull with 
us at Boston University and who 
came later to live in Winchester, 
somewhere on the West Side; 
Gertrude Mosely and her brother, 
Mice Sluittuck Kennedy, Dick San- 
born, Bobby Boone, Harry Brown, 
Herbert Gregory, Billy Thompson 
and many others who lived on our 
Mt. Vernon side of the track, which 
1 learn is now about to be removed. 

Do the boys and girls today still 
coast down Mt. Vernon street after 
they have iced the sled tracks and 
come down with lightning speed 
toward that danger spot where the 
road crosses the railroad tracks? 

1 remember that Puul Winsor of 
that time had a double-runner call- 
ed the “Black Maria" that came 
down the slope like an express 
train with a full load of persons 
behind the steerer, who, in this 
instance, did not steer "belly- 
bump," which was the preferred 
method. Whatever became of my 
own double-runner I cannot tell. 1 
believe it was left in the hands of 
Willie Stinson.

LETTER FROM NORWAY 


Voss, Norway 
April 2, 1952 

Dear Everybody: 

Well, we’ve had another inter- 
esting day since leaving Oslo early 
yesterday. One of our good friends 
was here to see us off. We were go- 
ing to go to a place called Flam by 
way of Myrdall on the Oslo to Ber- 
gen Railway. The distance between 
these two points is 30(5 miles, and 
Myrdall is 209 miles from Oslo. 

We travelled third class because 
the new third class cars are the 
best on the line and we were told 
it would be foolish to travel first 
class. And on this train we had our 
first taste of long distance train 
travel. The cars are tine and com- 
fortable with observation windows 
on both sides. You sit facing those 
opposite as in a Pullman sleeper at 
home. But there is much more 
space between, and a folding table 
I is set up between each set of seats. 

You don’t have to rush to get a 
j seat because all are reserved, and j 
, you get a ticket telling you what 
j your seat is when you buy your 
| transportation. There was. a diner 
I on the train and soon after we left 
J Oslo the dining steward asked who ; 
was going to want mid-day dinner j 
tand when. He gave you a ticket 
for the time you chose and a seat ! 
i number. You don’t have to stand 1 
in the aisle of the diner or any 
other car hoping to get a seat. 
When your time comes, your seat 
is ready. We chose to eat at one 
o’clock. 

After leaving Oslo, the train j 
travels at a fairly slow speed, so i 
that one can see all of the country- j 
side. It’s mostly wooded with pine 
and spruce. A lot of it has been , 
cut, but not in any slashing, hap- j 
hazard manner. The cutting is done 1 
according to Government Conser- 
vation Rules. Many seed trees are 
left, and while you can see that 
cutting and thinning out has been 
done, there are no ugly bare 
patches. 

For about 130 miles, the rise in 
! height is fairly easy, but then the j 
train puts on a heavier engine and 
| you really begin to climb until at a 
place called Finse, a little more 
than half way to Bergen, the train 
reaches a height of 4,000 feet! All I 
the way along the line we stopped | 
at each station, about every hour 
I for 10 minutes. At such stations 
there was a restaurant, and pas- 
sengers left the cars to get coffee i 
or sandwiches. Others strolled 
along the platform and it was al- 
way a colorful sight. \\ hy ? Be- 
cause most of the passengers were 
headed for t he high country and 
were dressed for what do you 
j think ? Skiing, of course. 

The racks in the cars were piled 
full with Rucksacks and everything 
wanted for a holiday in the snow. 
When it was time for the train i 
to pull out, a loudspeaker on the 
station platform gave everyone 

..ining t" get aboard. Mostly Nor - 

i gians seem to travel in family 
pioups. There were no babies but 
ph-nty of kids from 6 years up and 
ttey, too, had on ski boots, which 
seemed to be almost the universal 
foot gear. 

t ame one o’clock and we went to 1 
dinner. The diner had 40 seats and 
was divided in two sections, one 
for smokers, one for non-amokers. 
There wore three women cooks in 


the galleys two stewards to serve 
the meals and it was most efficient. 
When everyone was seated, the 
waiters came in with arms full of 
bottles from the bar. If you wanted 
any, you got immediate service. 
In another few minutes everyone 
had his portion of soup ladled out 
of a big soup-tureen. 

'1 he dinner was Table d’Hote and 
the menu said 5 courses. If you 
counted right, that is what it was. 
Soup, fish or meat, two vege- 
tables and dessert. No coffee was 
• n ll >pojo 4 o aajqi mjjn jpun pottos 
only tilings rationed are coffee and 
sugar, although soap is scarce. But 
there is apparently lots of every- 
thing else, including cream and 
cheeses. Desserts nearly always 
have delicious whipped cream. It’s 
hard to keep your weight down. 

In the high country the snow 
was about seven feet deep on the 
level and there were thousands of 
enthusiasts making the most of it. 

We finally reached our junction 
point at Myrdall, where we took the 
electric train down 4,000 feet. It is 
12 miles to Flam (pronounced 
Flom) on Sogne Fjord, at sen level. 
The grade is 1 foot in 18! Down and 
down into a deep canyon with 
mountains 6,000 feet high on each 
side. 

It was late in the day, and after 
what we have heard and because of 
a snow storm and the many tun- 
nels, the ride was disappointing. 
A cold hotel lobby did nothing to 
cheer us up, as our faces and man- 
ners probably showed plainly! 

But they had a warm room ready 
for us, and while only four in all 
sat down to dinner, it was good. 
Then came the proprietor, who 
wanted to help us plan our time 
until we left this afternoon. 

Taking his advice, we hired the 
only taxi in that whole area and 
drove up the fjord for about 8 
miles and then inland about 6 
miles to the end of the road, stop- 
ping wherever we wanted for pic- 
tures of the gorgeous scenery. 

Rising on all sides were perpen- 
dicular cliffs with much snow and 
many large frozen waterfalls. 
Every turn in the road brought an- 
other breathtaking view of cliffs 
and peaks and wonderful streams 
that they say are full of salmon. 
At many places on the streams are 
fish wiers where the salmon are 
trapped when the water is high. 

Our taxi man was another char- 
acter. He could speak pretty good 
English which he said he had learn- 
English whic hhe sai dhe had learn- 
ed from English speaking tourists. 
A few times he was stuck for a 
word, and when we could guess 
what he meant and were sure of it, 
we told him in English. He would 
say, “I must write that.” Then he 
would repeat it a couple of times 
and as soon as we stopped, out 
would come his paper and pencil. He 
would have little difficulty in mak- 
ing himself understood in Win- 
chester. 

What we marvel at is that all 
the people we meet, even in a lit- 
tle place like Flam, seem to know 
what is transpiring daily in the 
U. S. They are very much inter- 
ested. They are depending upon us, 
not for charity, hut they seem to 
think if the U. S. stays solid, all 
will ho well with them. This goes 
for all. Many, of course, have rela- 
tives in the States, and they can 
tell you just where they are lo- 
cated. 

Early this afternoon, we had him 
drive us about 6 miles lip the can- 
yon and back. Like all the other 
roads here, it was narrow and 
winding and sometimes just on the 
edge of a sheer drop of 200 or 300 
feet down. Wide enough barely for 
one car, one would have to back 
up to a passing place if a car came 
in the opposite direction, but this 
only happened once, and that was 
the only other car we saw. 

1 must not forget to tell you that 
at the little hamlet at the edge of 
the fjord, we visited a little stone 
church 800 years old. It was a lit- 
tle gem inside and out. 

We came hack to Myrdall by the 
electric railway, hut how different 
from yesterday. As soon as we 
boarded the train, the conductor 
came and emptied seats on each 
side of the single car and said he 
would like to tell us about the rail- 
way if we cared to hear of it. We 
did. 

The windows had been cleared 
so we could really see the view 
tirst on one side, then on the other. 
He had given orders for the engin- 
eer to stop at certain places long 
enough to see the points of inter- 
est, which he told us in advance 
to look for. 

It developed that yesterday he 
had sat across the car from us and 
sensed our disappointment, but 
he was a passenger then who had 
been up in the high country for ski- 
ing and, as he put it, he was off 
duty so “could not say anything.” 
Today he was doing his best to 
make us feel better, and he did. 

We changed trains again at 
Myrdall and came west to this 
little town of Voss. A very fine ap- 
pearing gentleman with whom we 
chatted on the train pointed out to 
us the new building in the bombed 
area, for this little town was the 
seat of the Resistance Movement 
during the war, when 6,000 loyal 
Norwegians held the German forc- 
es at bay for over two months un- , 
til the Germans bombed them out 
from the air. Then they went un- 
derground. Today they are free and 
act like free men again. 

Tomorrow we go to the Hardan- 
gerfjord and the next day to old 
fashioned Bergen.

A LETTER FROM ENGLAND 


St. Ives, West Coast of England 
near Land’s End 

April 16, 1952 

Dear Everybody: 

We have been so busy since leav- 
ing Bergen, Norway, that this is 
the tirst opportunity I have had to 
write. 

The night trip from Bergen to 
Stavanger was uneventful except 
that we had an opportunity to see 
a typical Norwegian coastal ship. 
Nearly all are propelled by Diesel 
engines and do from 15-20 knots 
per hour. The ship was so beauti- 
fully built that you could imagine 
it was built by master craftsmen 
only. It was the last word in 
luxury. 

We boarded u plane at Stavanger 


for thr > _• hour flight to London. A 
moment in the air and we wore in 
mist and cloud* at x.itno feet and 
-av little on* side but the top of 
clouds until we were only 50 feet 
above the London Airport Th* 
meal aboard was hot and better 
than I’ve ever had on an American 
plane. 

A cousin met me at the Airport 
. and took us to his home for the four 
da\ - about London. Here \vi met 
a number of his friends. Then 3 
days at another friend’s farm where 
he breeds pedigreed poultry oni- 
mercially. This was in the south 
*f England. 

We left there three days ng and 
have been driving westward near 
the Southern Coast to Land’s End 
and then here, a few miles north 
and on the West Const. 

When in London wo saw a good 
deal of the city. Of course, many 
of the land marks remain or have 
been restored but there are vacant 
areas of wide extent that are ap- 
palling. 

St. Paul’s Cathedral stands alone 
like an island in the midst of a 
burned-out area extending for 
blocks in every direction. The 
Tower of London and the Guildhall 
were miraculously spared though 
there was much damage nearby 
J from five bombs. 

Not so lucky was Plymouth which 
we saw yesterday. The Guildhall 
there, a very large and ancient 
edifice much like a grand cathedral, 
stands hollow and gaunt hut the 
city is doing a splendid job of city 
planning with wide avenues where 
the damage was worst. Fine new 
buildings have been or are being 
built. 

But in all these cities and in 
many smaller towns, the story is 
the same. Fire and fire and fire. 
Single detached buildings of the 
wealthy, houses of the poorer 
people alike gutted and burned, the 
walls often standing but hollow in- 
side now, eight years after. 

You cannot see these things, 
knowing everyone here w ent 
through them not once but night 
after night when, as one taxi man 
said, "Yes, it was pretty thick at 
times” and not feel a sympathy 
and admiration for them in spite 
of what we think of some of the 
things they do. 

Their difficulties are by no means 
ended. Food is still very short, 
adequate to keep body and soul to- 
gether but tasteless for the most 
part. Not even the bread seems 
good in many public places and 
they cut it very thin. There’s no 
cream to be had anywhere. We are 
now in the Duchy of Cornwall, 
famous in days gone hy for Cornish 
Cream but you can’t get any today. 
Instead, if you ask for coffee, you 
get hot milk with it and it seems 
pretty thin at that. 

I spent the greater part of one 
day near London in what I think 
must be the largest single mill of 
its kind in the world. The manag- 
ing director took me all over the 
place. We had lunch with three of 
the other top executives in the 
private dining room. It was good 
but not too much of it and the 
shortages of the housewife were 
apparent in this dining room also. 

Incidentally, I’ve seen many 
: similar mills at home but none that 
impressed me so much. It had 35 
acres of floor space, mostly single 
storied, 3,500 employees, many of 
them women, and it was impressive 
, to see what appeared to me to be 
the self-respect and cheerfulness of 
everyone. England is a strongly 
unionized country. The director 
said he supposed many of their em- 
ployees were union members, but 
they never had had labor trouble 
and their employees were not union- 
ized. 

Another day I lunched with the 
cousins who heard 1 was coming 
over and wanted to see me. One 
was manager of a big box company, 
another an investment banker, the 
third hadrbeen in the British Secret 
Service and caught behind the iron 
curtain, spent nine months in get- 
ting away. He is in the insurance 
business and they do a good volume 
in the states. Another chap I met 
was looking forward to a five year 
visit to Canada where his firm is go- 
ing to do some very large structural 
work. These people are not dis- 
mayed. They know they have a 
hard road ahead, it will take time, 
but they have courage and hope and 
not one wants to live elsewhere, not 
even in the dominions. 

I’ve been impressed with where 
these people have been ( not in war 
service). But you talk about some- 
thing and one will say, “When I 
was out at Kenya or Tibet or 
Burma and almost any other place 
we think is remote and you realize 
these men have all been places and 
have a world outlook. 

They all express the utmost grat- 
itude for what America has done 
for them. They say they could not 
have survived without it. And they 
are all keenly interested in the out- 
come of our election. Few under- 
stand the details of it and they 
know little or nothing of the criti- 
cisms some of us may have of the 
present administration in Washing- 
ton. That, however, is easy to un- 
derstand. Except for the London 
Times, most of the other papers 
run only four to six pages with lit- 
tle real news other than the sport- 
ing results. 

Their new queen seems to he a 
favorite with everyone. When we 
passed the Royal Palace one day. 
crowds were waiting there hopin'- 
to get a glimpse of her if s’ • 
came out. This happens fairly 
often when her consort, rh»* Duke i 
Edinburg, drives himself and ap- 
parently they g*» without specia 
protection to then destination. 

Much of the transportation about 
London ami surrounding towns is 
by bus. You pay according to tin- 
length of ride you make. There i- 
no crowding, no standing in the bus. 
When the seats a“* filled, the bu> 
takes no more. Stops are made 
only at designated places. Here 
there is a sidewalk shelter for those 
who must wait until the bus comes. 
You take your place in line and get 
• •n when it is your turn. Everyone 
does it and it seems to work well. 

And here is something for Amer- 
ican cities to note. I am told that 
the Underground and Bus Service 
not only pays its way but hus some- 
thing over. The Underground 
equipment is the equal of any we 
have and is fresh and seems new. 
The busses for the most part are 


double deckers and better than nnv 
I’ve seen in the States!! I 

And now n little about our auto 
trip W. have hired a ear in Lon- 
don for a month while we tour. We 
have driven so far about 450 miles 
in four days. The ear is of English 
make. It has four speeds forward 
and one reverse, of course, it is 
not powerful as are American cars 
luit for this country is ideal. 

Thirty miles an hour I* about the 
best speed one can make for the 
roads wind and twist beyond belief. 
Scarcely ever is there a straight- 
away. I had heard of the hedge- 
rows of England but I d'dn’t know 
what they were at all. 

Let me try to describe them to 
you. The road bed and the fields 
alongside are on the same level as 
a rule. Many years ago hedges 
were planted or stone walls were 
built. Little hy little more earth 
was placed on them, grass and 
flowers grew. The hedges were cut 
back and the cuttings placed on top 
with more earth until today they 
are solid from 6 to 12 feet high with 
hushes growing on top. And they 
are close together so that the roads 
in many places are scarcely wide 
enough for two cars, narrow as 
they are. There is no ditch, no 
shoulder. The pavement runs from 
| hedge hush to hedge bush and how 
they wind. That’s why 30 miles is 
the best speed you can make. 

We left the main routes mostly 
to see the little coastal towns. They 
are lovely. The country is very 
hilly for the most part. The 
coastal towns arc usually built on 
cliff sides and hills divided by little 
rivers and inlets. 

I hadn’t expected much color ex- 
; cept for the flowers which are now 
in bloom everywhere. But such 
little towns as Lyne Recis, Torquay, 
Teignmouth, Looe, Fowey and 
many others defy description. The 
houses are built at sixes and sevens, 
one above the other, each distinc- 
tive and as a rule running all the 
pastel tricks you can imagine with 
(lowers in bloom in every imagin- 
; able place. In the crevices of walls, 
on chimneys, in gardens and on the 
roofs themselves. We’ve taken 
countless color prints and if they 
turn out well that will he the only 
way I can got the picture to you. 

One thing about them all. Even 
if plastered outside, all are built of 
stone. Roofs are of thatch or slate 
or stone hut never do you see one 
with a sag in the roof. They must 
be many, many years old for here 
is where Britons came from who 
sailed the Seven Seas. Today at 
Land’s End we saw a Parish Church 
• still in use that was founded in the 
j sixth century. One could almost 
imagine some of the houses were 
that old hut many must he from 
500 to 800 years old and they are 
still good. 

Winchester we visited, of course, 
and saw its lovely cathedral and 
Exeter whose cathedral had only 
minor damage to its stained glass 
windows. 

In our journey thus far, we have 
crossed on numerous small ferries 
i which saved us many roundabout 
i miles. Capacity: two to four ears 
and some walkers. Usually they 
pull themselves across on chains 
laid on the river bottom. But they 
i work well. 

One thing I forgot to mention 
about the roads. In addition to cars 
coming the other way, you always 
have to he watchful of the hundreds 
! or thousands of people who are 
touring England on bicycles or on 
foot. They make the roads seem 
even narrower. 

It’s late. That’s my report to 
date. I’m going to turn out the 
light, take a last look at the little 
lights of St. Ives and get rested so 
we can go along tomorrow seeing 
more of this picturesque island that 
has some 46 million people in it. 
Good night.

CAPTAIN MONCY TO RETIRE 
AS REAR ADMIRAL 


Captain Peter M. Money, USN, 
of 5 Wildwood street, Chief of 
Staff Lo the Commandant, First 
Naval District, since May 16, 1949, 
will retire from the Naval Service 
May 31, 1952, with the rank of 
Rear Admiral, USN, (Retired), it 
was announced at District Head- 
quarters, Boston. 

Captain Money, a native of 
Brockton, Mass., was born in 1898, 
graduated from the U.S. Naval 
Academy with the class of 1921 
and was captain of the track team 
during his senior year. 

Awarded the Navy Cross for 
heroism in 1942 and the Navy Com- 
mendation Ribbon in 1944, Captain 
Money served in the American, 
European and Asiatic-Pacific The- 
aters of operation during World 
War II. He also served in the U. S. 
Asiatic Fleet during the Sino-Ja- 
panese War in 1937-39. 

Prior to his assignment as Naval 
Intelligence Officer for the First 


Naval District, Captain Money 
served as Senior United Nations 
l Military Observer in Palestine 
from September 30 to December 
16, 1948. Operating from head- 

quarters in Tel Aviv, Israel, he 
acted as referee and mediator in 
the war between the Arab and 
Jewish forces in Southern Pales- 
tine. 

During World War II, Captain 
Money served successively as com- 
manding officer of the tanker USS 
Laramie; commanding officer of 
the Navy hospital ship USS Relief; 
and Chief of Stair to Commander 
of Task Force 24, Atlantic Fleet. 
Following this he was assigned as 
Chief of Staff at the Naval Operat- 
ing Base, Newport, R. I.; com- 
manding officer of the cruiser USS 
Atlanta; and later became the 
commanding officer of the U. S. 
Naval Station at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. 

Captain Money is married to the 
former Mildred Watson of Cochran, 
Georgia, and has five children; Ma- 
rie Isabel, 14, Fallen Louise, 13, Ag- 
nes Tallulah, 12, Charles F!dward, 
10, and David Michael, 9.

Claik* introduced Mr. John 
C Mn Farlanc, who -poke <>n “Live 
S’ . i Protection” and gave a m«*=t 
interesting and vivid description of 
i hi- work in this field. Foi twenty- 
id x years he has been trying to 
have people realize that all animals 
have fooling and that farm animals 
- u ?Vci much more than cats or dog* 
He said that 40,000,000 pigs die 
♦•a. h year out of 180,000,000 born, 
and no one is concerned. The Hu- 
mane Society agents are not 
( quipped to do anything. Dr. Finn 
cis Rowly, deceased, formerly head 
<.f the Angell Memorial Hospital, 
and Mr. Henry Berg were the only 
tw< men who ever did anything. 
Mr. Berg started the Humane So- 
ciety because of live stock abuse. 
Dr. Rowly wrote articles on abuse 
forty years ago, but no one was 
ready to go on with the work. 

When Mi MacFnrlane first came 
Fast at Dr. Hansen’s request he 
found the Brighton Stock Yards in 
very bad condition. They were dirty 
and the animals were treated cruel- 
ly. Now, after one and a half years 
since Mr. MacFarlane has worked 
I with the Brighton Stock Yards and 
the president in an educational ca- 
pacity, these yards are one of the 
best in the world. They have been 
revamped, and ramps with steps 
installed. Everyone thought this 
idea was ridiculous, but it was test- 
ed by the animals and it has work- 
ed. 

Mr. MacFarlane has shown the 
farmer how the bruising of pigs 
causes loss of money, so now many 
of them do not kick their pigs or 
cattle! Three states, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Vermont have 
joined Mr. MacFarlane to help 
against the abuse of farm animals. 
He said that in every 12 month 
period enough meat has been wast- 
ed because of abuse to the animals 
to feed 500,000 people for one year. 

The young people, 4-H Clubs, 
agricultural schools, etc., are work- 
ing with Mr. MacFarlane, and each 
Friday night over WBZ - TV he 
has the program called ‘‘The Ani- 
mal Fair,” demonstrating the effect 
of the method of kindness on ani- 
mals. At the close of this fascinat- 
ing and informative address, the 
society voted to give Mr. MacFar- 
lane $50.00 for his work. 

Following tin* meeting members 
enjoyed an informal hour greeting 
Mr. MacFarlane and friends, while 
a delicious “tea” was served by 
Miss Fitch. 
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“My paycheck— just like so many others 
— is a good deal bigger than it was in 
1940. But lots of things I buy for my 
family and my home have doubled in 
cost since then, and some have even 
tripled. 

“My telephone bill — well, it’s up, sure. 
But telephone rate increases in Massa- 
chusetts amount, on an average, to only 
27%*. 

“Me? I know a bargain when I see one. 
1 know the cost of my telephone service 
today takes a smaller percentage of my 
paycheck than it did in 1940.

ACCOMPLISHED MISSION 


Wn<i Women’* Director for State 
Ike Campaign 

With flu* closing of the Boston 
office used by the women workers 
for General Eisenhower during the 
campaign that preceded the prim- 
aries, a news story by Alta Maloney 
appeared in the Boston Traveler de- 
tailing some of the activities of a 
Winchester woman, Mrs. William C. 
Cusack of Lakeview road, who was 
director of the women and who last 
January 1 was given the assign- 
ment to “get out tlft* vote.” 

In her article headed “Bay State 
Women Pour Tidal Wave of Cotfee 
to Sweep Ike on to Victory”, Miss 
Maloney writes in part : 

“Looking back on the telephone 
chain-calling, baby-sitting, coffee- 
pouring. signature collecting and 
the driving of voters to the polls, 
Mrs. Cusack feels the women can 
say ‘Mission Accomplished*. 

“Back in Eisenhower headquar- 
ters are signature forms under 
‘Eisenhower for President’ with the 
names of 200,000 voters who 
pledged themselves to vote for the 
N A T O commander. Thousands 
more are at local headquarters 
throughout the state. 

“These the Director (Mrs. Cu- 
sack) hopes will be added to many j 
more from all the states to he 
pasted together at the Republican 
National Convention in July 'so 
that there will bo miles of names 
for Ike’. 

“The idea being: ‘We are con- 
fident that the delegates-at -large 
will tnko notice of the vote in Mass- 
achusetts and abide by it on the 
first ballot’. 

Among the women singled out 
by Mrs. Cusack for special praise 
was “Mrs. George R ray ley of Cam- 
bridge, formerly of Winchester, 
(who) as director of meetings in the 
State had charge of the coffee hours 
which went on morning, afternoon 
and even after dinner, with the 
slate delegates on hand to meet the 
voters”.

’’FISHING PHILOSOPHY’’ 


Fishermen Again Hear 
Mr. Chidley 

Mr. Howard J. Chid’ey, dean of 

n • ‘ m ’- « gv nd :i lon^ time 
• t«* * of fishing, preached an- 

other in hi« series of Fishermen's 
Sunday sermons at the First Con- 
gregational Church Sunday morn- 
ing May 1, r. nd many in the con- 
gregation heard him, after a lapse 
of several years, with mixed emo- 
tions; the pic sure at hearing nn- 
- the* i of he Doctor’s characteristic 
talks on the out-of-doors being 
tinged with a strnin of sadness at 
the dwindling ranks of the fisher- 
men who u«?d to flock to Fisher- 
men's Sunday services in the days 
of the late “Charlie” Lane. 

The Chancel Choir, under the dir- 
ection of J. Albert Wilson, sang 
two anthems, Rortniansky’s “Co, a 
Voice to Heaven Sounding” and Mr. 
Wilson’s own composition, the love- 
ly “Like as a Hart”. At the Offer- 
tory Mr. Wilson played the “Medi- 
tation” by Dubois. 

In his sermon. “Fishing Philoso- 
phy”, Dr. Chidley said in part: 

“Once you get the fishing-fever, 
there’s no cure for it hut to go fish- 
ing. Every spring, for 30 years, 
when the winds of March alternate 
between a croon around the eaves 
sometimes suggesting a return of 
winter; and at others sing with the 
hint of coming spring, I begin to 
get uneasy. Fishing-fever is on 
me again! There’s nothing for it 
but to start sorting out the fishing- 
tackle. As you go over the fly- 
hook, you begin to hum a gentle 
tune. Memories of other years’ 
outings come crowding hack; robed 
in the radiance of sparkling waters, 
rich in the halo of human comrade- 
ship, and touched with nostalgia 
for un forgotten faces that will ac- 
company you no more. 

“Hut all that fades out as your 
enthusiasm for the coming season 
envelops you, and you begin to sort 
out your flies in earnest. Which 
were the ones that were the most 
alluring to salmon and trout last 
season — Parson Tom? (which 
ought to he a good fly for a minis- 
ter) Parmachene Helle, Royal 
Coachman, Silver Doctor, or what? 
You pick them up and lay them 
aside in a select company, for they 
have all done you good service, and 
you treat them with the respect 
due them. 

“So, having meticulously examin- 
ed everything, you lay them care- 
fully away, and begin to wait im- 
patiently for the fishing season, 
down in Maine, to open. But at last 
the great day arrives! Breakfast 
at five or six o’clock, a 240-mile 
auto trip to Caratunk, Maine, a 
ferry across the Kennebec River, a 
jolting, 5-mile trip by tractor, or 
afoot, up a mountainous grade; 
then by boat across the lake to the 
fishing camp. 

“The world about you has chang- 
ed in a few hours. Wild ducks are 
winging their way across the lake, 
loons lift their crazy 4augh over 
the water, and you pass heaver- 
houses, as you skirt the shore; with 
so-called civilization left behind, 
you are in God’s great-out-of-doors! 

And now we’re off! The real 
business of the trip has begun! The 
lines are let out as we leave the 
wharf behind, the guide slows down 
the motor to the proper pace for 


trawling — about the speed of 
s.ow-walk — nnd we are told that 
the easiest way to fish, and a ; uc- 
capful way, if \vc* don't want to fly- 
cast. is simply to trawl a streamer- 
fly. Of course, the professional 
y-enster will turn up his n»>s<‘ at 
t . hut :’y- sting. all day long. 
« tiresome job; nnd the majority 
of u s didn't come here for work. 

“Now just what is the fascination 
in this sort of fresh-water fishing? 
K\ery man mu t. of course, answer 
for h.nise f. To me, It consists of 
several e cments. 

“First; it’s a gamble, and gambl- 
ing is a human instinct. When you 
go fishing, you depend on both luck 
and skill. You hope t<» he in the 
, right place at the right time; i. e., 
that the fish are feeding. And let 
me say that, as far as I know, there 
is no rhyme or reason ns to the 
time* that fish are feeding. There 
are fishermen’s calendars that pur- 
port to tell you when certain types 
of fish are feeding in certain 
waters. I think they’re “hokum.” 

“Then there are some guides 
who will tell you that you’ll never 
catch fish in an east wind, or some 
other wind. And so it goes. 

“Well, there it is. I don’t know 
the explanation of these queer 
quirks, and I doubt if anyone else 
does. It’s a gamble with luck, and 
that’s the first fascination of fish- 
ing. 

“The second element in the 
pleasure of fishing is the com- 
panionship of going into the wilds 
with friends. They say that if you 
want to know a man. go into the 
woods with him. I think there’s 
something in it. At least, I’ll say 
this about it. There’s time to get 
acquainted under unconventional 
conditions, nnd men’s guards are 
more apt to he down at such times. 
Perhaps that is why some of the 
most real, and permanent friend- 
ships I have ever made have been 
on fishing trips. Men relax, they 
are more themselves, they have 
more time to talk; and believe me, 
they do talk — as much, or more, 
than women! The talk is innocent, 
it’s clean, it’s wholesome, it’s en- 
tertaining, it’s revealing — for, to 
a certain extent, men are off-guard 
under the new circumstances. 

“Then there are the evening con- 
fabs, where everything in general, 
and a few things in particular, are 
discussed, and you get to know 
men’s minds. All this adds up to 
understanding, and understanding 
is the basis of friendship. 

“The third element in the pleas- 
ure of fishing is to come intimately 
into contact with nature. I know 
that’s a vague term unless one de- 
fines it. What I moan is, that you 
have opportunity to observe the 
processes of life in the wilds, pro- 


cesses with which man ha* normal 
ly nothing whatsoever to do; and 
your respect for what is known as 
‘the wisdom of the wild” is tremen- 
dously increased. 

“I spoke a moment ago of the 
wild ducks. Here are flocks and 
flocks of them — all busy about 
their own affairs - mating, build- 
ing their nests, or raising their 
young — season after season — 
hen migrating southward, a* win- 
ter approaches. Here is a wisdom 
that balks the understanding of 
man: in other words, who or what 
guides them through the trackless 
wastes of the sky on migration? 
Plenty of guesses, hut no absolute 
proof. And who or what tells the 
hoar to store up fat. and provides 
said food.for him before he hiber- 
nates? Again, who or what slows 
down the vital processes of life so 
that a hear can live on his fat all 
winter? Who or what arranged it 
so that hear cubs are born, say fi 
weeks before their 200 - pound 
mother wakes up. nnd weigh only 
an outlandish few ounces, so that 
they won’t exhaust their milk-diet 
before the mother wakes up. to care 
for them? Who or what teaches 
the fledglings in the nest, before 
their eyes are open, to stretch up 
their hills for food? Is this one 
meaning of Christ’s statement 
about the birds: “Your heavenly 
Father feedeth them”? 

“I don’t know what all this 
means, and I have touched only the 
edges of it; hut I come out of the 
woods each year with a deeper feel- 
ing that the world of the wilds is a 
going concern, and that it is, thank 
God, not yet entirely in the hands of 
stupid men. Man can do a lot of 
wrecking, and he docs, hut when he 
faces the creative wisdom of the 
universe, he is a babe in arms! 

“Then there are the stars of the 
great sidereal systems, of which 
our planet is an insignificant part. 
They lead to long, long thoughts, 
when we consider them, which we 
seldom do, in the hurry of our urban 
life. 

“Paganism, in its loneliness, 
coined the phrase “Mother Earth”, 
hut it seeks to make the earth a 
more homelike place than it can 
ever he. Man, for example, has 
been forever homeless in the dawn. 
It has made him a restless adven- 
turer. And if the stars are lamps, 
they light an endless pathway. 
They do not offer shelter. They 
search our souls with a sense of the 
illimitable. 

“And so, I say, I come out of the 
, woods each year with a clearer 
faith, and a quieter acceptance of 
this turbulent world; convinced, 
somehow, that there is a wisdom 
above human wisdom back of it all. 
and has even the unruly, stupid, 


stubborn children of men. likewise, 
under its care. 

“All of which leads me to say 
that if anyone likes fishing, and 
claims he is too busy to go fishing, 
he is too busy to live. What’s it 
g"ing to amount to, 50 or 100 years 
from now, whether you made your 
dreamed-of pile, or not? 

“You and I will be better off if 
wo get away to the woods nnd get 
n larger perspective on life.”

EX HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETES 
IN BUSINESS COMBINE 

Away back in 1910 “Al” Dover 
and "Bob” Hamilton graduated 
from Winchester High School af- 
ter starring in athletics during 
their undergraduate days.

overseas. 

After the war he continued in 
the Quartermaster Corps and final- 
ly became commanding officer of 
all Quartermaster activities at the 
Boston Army Base, attaining the 
rank of colonel. He retired January 
31, 1952. 

Meanwhile Dover left the Arm- 
strong Mills to purchase the Bad- 
minton Health Club in Boston, 
which he ran for some years. Then 
he establisted himself in business, 
manufacturing sports equipment, 
primarily hockey sticks, with a 
small factory in Chelsea and a 
trade name of Allied Sports.

Winchester and Concord each 
won three firsts in individual 
events. Concord taking the relay 
with its speedy sprinters. Win- 
chester did its fastest time of the 
year, lm 3<’»s, only four-fifths of a 
second off the school relay record, 
made in 1935, hut still was five 
yards hack of Concord in what was 
strictly a two-team race. Haw- 
kins. Fitzgerald, Corthell a n d 
Samoiloff ran for Winchester. 

Bruce Corthell, after handily 
winning his heat in the 100, got a 
bad start in the final and was 
placed fourth by the judges, though 
it looked to many as though he 
passed McMullen of Concord just 
before the finish line. 

Dud Samoiloff won his heat in 
the 220, running the last 20 yards 
without ti shoe which he lost when 
the laces let go. He won as he 
pleased in the final, having better 
than a five yard lead on Zumwalt of 
< 'oncord. 

The quarter was close all the 
way, with Winchester’s Hawkins 
breaking on top of the field and 
holding the lead until the last turn 
when McGurn, veteran Concord 
quarter-milc*r ( challenged. Instead 
of running the Concord hoy wide, 
big "Doug” stayed on the pole, and 
coming off the turn. McGurn got 
by. Hawkins fought him all the 
way to the tape and it looked like 
he might catch the Minuteboy. 
However at the finish McGurn still 
had a stride as Hawkins legs tight- 
ened badly.

Hefford, slick running Melrose

Editor of the Star: 

May 1, through the Star, express 
the appreciation of the Board of 
Directors and Finance Committee 
of Winchester Little League to all 
who have in any way contributed 
to this activity. 

Our feeling is that our friends 
and neighbors should know the re- 
sults of their contributions to our 
drive for financial assistance. 

Our objective was to build a fund 
of $.‘1,500, an amount considered ne- 
cessary to organize and maintain 
Little League on a sound basis for 
the first year. As of May 20th, our 
friends have contributed $2,780.04 

$1,000 of which came from the 
four sponsors. Our Tag Day was 
productive of $850.14; Little 
League Night at the Winchester 
Theatre, including $01.00 from the 
box collection, amounted to $2110.50. 
The balance of $700. was contribut- 
ed by business firms and individu- 
als interested in the advancement 
of this project. 

We are grateful for the splendid 
support of so many people hut dis- 
turbed that we failed in our ob- 
jective. 

As in any organization, the ini- 
tial cash outlay is necessarily 
large, and because Little League 
is a non-profit movement, our pri- 
mary objective was to lu* financial- 
ly sound in order that future public 
financing could he kept at a mini- 
mum. 

Some of our friends have asked 

"Why do you need so much mon- 
ey? After all, it’s only a matter 
of a few bats and halls.” 

1 wish all could attend our meet- 
ings to experience personally just 
what goes into organizing and fi- 
nancing a worthwhile activity of 
this nature. 

Our friends, Mr. Editor, may he 
interested to know what it costs 
to properly equip youngsters for 
participation in Little League. 
Baseballs today are $19.00 a dozen; 
bats, $24.00 a dozen. Each catehei 
must he fuhy equipped including 
mask, protector, shin guards and 
glove. Of course, each youngster 
must he fully uniformed, and for 
safety, we provide a reasonable 
number of helmets. Then, too, our 
youngsters are insured against ; 
possible injury. In our majoi 
league, sixty hoys must be fully 1 
“suited up.” The average cost foi 
putting a youngster on the field 
for the opi ning game is roughly 
821.00. Finally, there will hi- main- j 
tenance and the problem of re- 
placement. How much that will 
amount to wv Imve no idea All 
that \vi ih know is that hats break j 
and halls don’t “fade away" 
they really wear out. 

Consideration was given to form- 
ing a minor league because so 
many potentially good ball pluyers 
had to be earmarked for future 
play, hut finances prohibit extend 
ing the program. Our hope and 
plan is that next year, with the 
major portion of our operational 
expense behind us, we can expand 
to include four more teams on the 
major league level.

BAY STATE HISTORICAL LEAGUE 

Mr. Charles Tapley of Danvers 
presided at the largely attended 
Annual Meeting of the Bay State 
Historical League on Saturday, 
May 17 in Northampton at the 
Jonathan Edwards Church. 

The young Chaplain of Smith 
College, the Rev. William Cole, 
gave an interesting sketch of the 
life of Johnathan Edwards, who 
was horn in Connecticut in 1709, 
entered Yale when 13, and at 19 
was preaching in New York City. 

In 1751 he w ent to Stockbridge to 
preach and to be a missionary to 
the Housatonic Indians for six 
years. During that time he wrote 
the well known “Original Sin” and 
“Freedom of the Will”. In 1758 
he left to become President of 
Princeton University, but died of 
small-pox a short time later. 

The Comet Joseph Parsons 
House built in 1658 stands beside 
the Isaac Damon place built in 
1812, and both are owned by the 
Historical Society and are filled 
with beautiful antiques, glass, 
china, silver, utensils, records and 
documents. They also had a most 
interesting collection in their mu- 
seum in Memorial Hall, which in- 
cluded a costume worn by Mrs. Cal- 
vin Coolidge at an inaugural ball. 

Tea was served by the well- 
known Dr. James Huntington at 
his summer home in Hadley, called 
“Forty Acres”, and also known as 
t h e Porter - Phelps - Huntington 
House, as these related families are 
the only ones to live in this house 
built in 1752 and not changed 
since 1799. This makes it very 
valuable to students of Colonial 
architecture.

Despite its length, “State of the 
Union” ran smoothly from begin- 
ning to end, even the extensive 
scenery changes between the acts 
were accomplished smoothly and 
efficiently by the large stage crew. 
The Saturday evening audience 
saw a first act in which the run- 
ning time was shortened an estim- 
ated ten minutes. 

As James Conover, the man with 
his finger on the public pulse, who 
knows which issues to discuss and 
which issues to avoid, Mr. Ricker 
did a superlative job, playing the 
role straight and not as a comic. 

Bradford Darling, as Spike Mac- 
Manus, publicity man, had to be 
constantly on and off stage and, 
though given the situations “to 
steal the scene”, avoided the pitfall. 

Jacqueline Sibley, as Kay Thorn- 
dyke, was attractive, politically as- 
tute, and glamorous to a degree, 
but not too glamorous. 

Mr. Spaulding, playing Grant 
Matthews, the business man willing 
to be “drafted” for the presidency, 
handled his role well, giving a sense 
of rightness that really set the 
pace of the entire play. A veteran 
of many Winchester stage produc- 
tions. Mr. Spaulding was well cast 
and fulfilled expectations. 

Charlotte Hill, as the maid Nora, 
led up to her biggest moment with 
an increasing vivacity, so that 
when she obliquely told Mrs. Mat- 
thews of Mrs. Thorndyke’s recent 
visit to Mr. Matthews, she was in 
character. 

Lucille Townley-Tilson was call- 
ed on to change moods constantly 
and did her work so convincingly 
that she had the audience with her 
all the way. In the party scene 
and in her scene with Mrs. Alexan 
tier she was amusing, particularly 
by her “business” which, if over- 
done, could have distorted the 
theme of the play to make it ap- 
pear comic. 

Jack Mills and Prep Keyes as 
the bellboy and the waiter perform- 
ed their duties carefully and on cue, 
appealing only when needed. 

Mr. Allan Mowatt, as Sam Par- 
rish, typified the effusive, hand- 
shaking successful business man. 
Kicluird Barnard, as Swenson, was 
a fitting symbol of the head 
waiter’s craft. 

Mr. Kenneth Hall, as Judge 
Alexander, adopted a very nice ac- 
eeiit to fulfill his role as self impor- 
tant judge and as wife prescribed 
h.u tender. Katherine Davies, as 
Mrs. Alexander, was perfect in her 
role and she, too, took full ad- 
vantage ot her amusing character- 
izntion while using remarkable 
restraint. 

Diana Mansfield, making only a 
brief appearance in a subordinate 
part as Jenny, was poised and ade- 
quate.

Archbishop Cushing was met at 
the Downs estate by Rev. Fr. John 
P. O’Riordan, pastor of St. Mary’s 
Parish, who welcomed him to the 
parish and accompanied him on his 
tour of inspection. The Archbishop 
celebrated solemn benediction in 
t hi* room of the house now estab- 
lished as a chapel, being assisted 
by Father O’Riordan as deacon, 
Rev. Kr. William 11. Walsh as sub 
deacon and Rev. Fr. Charles E. 
Anadore, deacon of exposition. The 
Mother General announced a pub- 
lic function of dedication and con- 
secration in June, at which Arch- 
bishop Cushing will officiate. 

It was through the invitation of 
the Archbishop that the Medical 
Missionaries came to Boston four 
years ago and located at 11(5 Com- 
monwealth avenue. The Mothei 
House of the order is at Droghedo, 
County Louth, Ireland, to which 
the Mother (ieneral returned thm 
wi*ek. As Mary Martin of Dublin 
she founded the order in a humble 
home in Collon, County Louth, In- 
land. and in 1940, at the invitation 
of Bishop O’Callahan, established 
Our Lady of Lourdes in Droghedo. 

The order works in hospitals, do- 
ing both medical and dental work, 
having special training in mater- 
nity work and child welfare clinic-, 
as well as in the care of lepers. 

The work of the Medical Mission- 
aries has been so extensive and 
unique and beneficial, that the op- 
erations of tin* order have been 
factually produced in the film 
“Visitation” by Andrew Buchanan, 
but every detail of the moving pic- 
ture was supervised and laid out 
by Mother Mary Martin, who took 
on the tremendous task of por- 
traying the work in addition to her 
multiple administrative and spirit- 
ual callings. 

With the return of the Mother 
(.ieneral to Ireland the Winchester 
Community will he directed by the 
Superior Sister Mary Terese.

B100DM0BILE HERE THURSDAY 

With the Red Cross Bloodmobile 
expected in Winchester next 
Thursday, June 5th, at the First 
Congregational Church from 1 
p. m. to 7 p. m., the local chapter 
was very happy to receive the May 
Bulletin of the Middlesex East 
District Medical Society, which 
was forwarded by Dr. Roger M. 
Burgoyne today. 

This interesting bulletin, which ! 
is circulated among the members i 
of the district society, which in- | 
eludes Winchester, Woburn, Wil- 
mington, Reading, Stoneham, Mel- 
rose and Wakefield, has a review 
of the four-year-old Red Cross 
Blood Program by E. Roland Har- 
rintan, President of the Red Cross. 

‘‘From August 1, 1950, to Janu- 
ary 31, 1952, through Red Cross re- 
gional and defense programs, ap- j 
proximately 1,430,000 pints of 
blood were collected for the De- 
partment of Defense, and through 
regional programs nearly 1 ,966,000 
for civilian use. In addition, nearly 
328,500 pints were provided for de- 
fense through cooperating blood i 
banks during the same period. 

‘‘After World War II, the Red 
Cross received 5,012,605 packages 
(250 cc. each) of salvaged war sur- 
plus plasma from the Army and 
Navy. The following table shows 
the distribution of dried plasma 
and the quantities of serum albu- 
min and gamma globulin processed 
by the Red Cross and distributed 
tlnough state health departments 
and regional blood centers.

This chart shows that the Red 
Cross has collected over eighty-two 
million dollars worth of blood, if 
it had to he bought on the commer- 
cial market. Through the Red 
Cross, however, all this blood is 
given to the patients — overseas 
and at home — free of charge. 
Sometimes there is a hospital 
charge for administering it, but the 
Red C ross never sells blood.

$227,660.. paid by the Army Engin- 
eer for clearing the hulk from the 
canal. 

Through all sorts of wind and 
weather since last fall Mr. Bryne 
and his salvage crew worked at the 
herculean task of raising the Ari- 
zona Sword, sunk in a collision. 
Disappointment after disappoint- 
ment was their lot, but each set- 
back seemed only to increase their 
determination, and even with sue 
cess staring at them, only ten days : 
ago. when a vital pump broke down 
to stall operations, they refused to 
concede defeat. Patiently they 
worked to complete emergency re- 
pairs and patiently they continued 
their efforts to raise the big 
freighter until success crowned 
their efforts at 4:44 last Saturday. 
M;iy 24, when the Arizona Sword 
wallowed to the surface to the 
wild cheering of an estimated 2,000 
persons, the honking of countless 
auto horns and the tooting of tugs 
standing by to aid. 

George Bryne had done it again! 
The 83 year-old former chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen knew he 
had been in a scrap, but then, there 
are few things M r. Bryne enjoys 
more than a real fight against odds. 
He admitted that when you tackle 
the forces of nature, especially the 
sea, you are asking for trouble and 
generally get it, and didn’t brag 
over his success in raising the i 
Arizona Sword. 

He did praise his salvage crew 
highly, saying they are “the best 
hunch of men a man could have!” 
They would have to he to stay with 
their “skipper”.

When Sellers Market closed the 
doors of its shop on Washington 
street at the end of business last 
week one of Winchester’s oldest un- 
interrupted businesses run by one 
family went out of existence. 

John Seller, whose granddaugh- 
ter, the former Olive Seller, is mar- 
ried to the most recent head of the 
business, Donald R. Wilkins, open- 
ed Sellers Market here about 1898.

In Woburn he had associated 
with him in the business his son. 
Albert, and when the father died, 
Albert took over the business, con- 
ducting it successfully for 49 years 
until his death on November 11.

Sellers Market through the years 
always stood for quality at reason- 
able prices.

Hampers are sent to railroad 
stations of many suburban towns 
and are shipped to the city free of 
charge hv the rail roads. They are 
delivered to Neighborhood centers 
where volunteers arrange and dis- 
tribute the contents. 

Winchester is organized for her 
part in this pleasant work under 
the capable leadership of Mrs.

The Constitution of our country 
together with tin Declaration of 
Rights guarantor to each citizen 
certain rights and privileges. In 
too many eases those are taken f> r 
granted, without much thought » r 
appreciation of the sacrifice and 
effort that made them possible. 

It is tin' freedom of choice that 
has enabled American to enjoy t ht 
finest medical care in the world to- 
day. Private practice has provided 
initiative and advancement that 
could never exist under any other 
system. Now that there is agita 
tion for socialized medicine, we art- 
faced with the loss of certain of 
our rights, and the progress in 
medical fields which private prac 
tice has made available to us. 

Under the compulsory system 
where deductions are made from 
payrolls regardless of any volun- 
tary system we may be contribut 
ing toward we are not assured 
of any such standard of medical 
care as we now enjoy. The life 
blood of all industry and achieve 
ment is competition, and when that 
is removed, tt stagnant condition :s 
all that can be expected. The 
greater effort toward advancement 
is research and all other medical 
fields under the competitive system 
can not be found when Ids every 
direction and step is dictated by 
government. 

The country leads the world both 
in the number of doctors as a total, 
and the number in relation to tin- 
population. For every 100,009 
people we have 140 doctors, with a 
total of 197,605*. There is 
question of there being many pro) 
lems to solve and ills to correct 
But there is a greater chance of 
solving those problems and correct 
ing those ills under private practice 
than in any other form. Certain 
health problems are due to poor 
living conditions, ignorance, and, in 
certain cases, to indifference to cor- 
rect procedures. These, of course 
are problems that have to he solved 
by government rather than by the 
private physician. It is every 
body’s problem to aid the private 
practice of medicine by public 
education and regulation to cor 
rect living conditions, and over- 
come ignorance and apathy. 

Private practice costs less than 
Government regulated systems.

SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS

A vast area south of the lower 
Amazon River is one of Brazil’s 
most promising hut little known 
frontiers, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

An airplane traveling from Bar- 
rel ras, in the western part of the 
statr of Bahia, 950 miles northwest 
to Santarem, 400 miles inland from 
the mouth of the Amazon, would 11 y 
over high, grass-covered plateau, 
broken by jungle-lined rivers and 
mountain ridges, dense tropical up- 
land forests and the nearly impene- 
trable jungle of the lower Amazon. 

The first part of the tlight would 
take the plane from Bahia into the 
northern plateau of Goias state, a 
sparsely -ettled area into which are 
moving cattle ranchers and hardy 
farmers. These pioneers must 
either build their roads as they 
penetrate the wild country, or fly 
in to the few scattered airports and 
build their roads out. 

Air Travel Essential 

The airports are important They 
provide bases for the only means of 
rapid travel in the area, although 
the rivers are navigable for small 
craft. 

Crossing the Araguaia River 
from Goias to Para state, the plane 
would descend slowly over ranges 
j (»f hills with names like Serra do 
i Trifuno and Serra dos Carajas to 1 
| the basins of two great Amazon 
i tributaries, the Xingu and the 
Tapajos.

Ancient Gothic churches on the 
Island of Cyprus crowd modern, 
glass-bricked buildings, which in 
turn are shadowed hy centuries-old 
minarets. 

The contrast between the old and 
the new on the sun-drenched British 
crown colony, 45 miles south of the 
Turkish coast and 55 miles west of 
Syria in the eastern Mediterranean, 
is emphasized by Joan and Franc 
Shor in an article, “Cyprus, Idyllic 
Island in a Troubled Sea,” in the 
May National Geographic Maga- 
zine. 

In the hustling port city of Fa- 
magusta, the Shore note, copper- 
smiths follow their ancient trade in 
open-fronted shops next door to 
modern stores selling the latest in 
English woolens and American 
novelties. Brightly painted native 
boats of design unchanged for 
hundreds of years are moored next 
to smart motor launches. 

Greek People 

Cyprus is now British, but the 
million people are mostly Greek, 
with a minority of some 80,000 of 
Turkish extraction. Because of its 
strategic position, the island has 
been conquered and ruled over the 
centuries by the ancient Egyptians, 
the Romans, the Crusaders, the 
Venetians, the Turks and others. . 

The people, particularly in rural i 
areas, remain unchanged hy varia- 
tions in government. They till 
their fields and vineyards from 
which comes the famous Cyprus 
wine as their ancestors did he- l 
fore them. Their arts of handi- 
craft are handed down from gener- 
ation to generation. 

In the town of Phiti the Shors 
saw a good example of the ancient 
arts of the Cypriotes. There girls 
worked out intricate designs on 
looms without printed patterns. 
The mother and teacher of one of 
the young weavers explained that 
girls have to memorize more than 
a score of designs before they are 
allowed to touch a loom. 

Women Work 

Work of women also has made 
the mountain hamlet of Lefkara 
famous. The intricate lacework 
produced in this village is known 
throughout the world. The women- 
folk. from eight to eighty, ply their 
needles while the men gossip and 
sip Turkish coffee in the open-air 
coffee shops. 

The slow and easy life on Cyprus, 
so appealing to visitors, ha.-* proved 
tiresome to many of the island’s 
young men, particularly those who 
traveled with the British armed 
services during the war. Many 
have emigrated to Britain, Austra- 
lia, South Africa and elsewhere to 
find employment a> fanners, cooks 
and waiters. 

The ability of the Cypriotes to 
cook wu.- noted by the Sh<o> in 
Nicosia, the island capital. There 
they were tu .«*n t*> a shop specializ- 
ing in kebab, lamb roasted on a 
skewer before a charcoal grill and 
served on fiat Cyprus bread with 
<*mons, parsley, and lemon juice. 
The visitms found little need for 
■•ther food at dinnertime through- 
out their stay.

Like all the 
loads here, progress has to be slow 
because they are very narrow and 
crooked, but the little towns are 
lovely and full of color and there 
are many things to remind one of 
the Normans. 

A little farther north and east, 
we come to Bath which first was 
exploited by the Romans who built 
the baths which are still in exis- 
tence. Northward from Bath, we 
went through the lower Cotswolds 
to Glastonberg. A day in this area 
in a sort of a circle of about 100 
miles ended us at a lovely hotel 
just south of Cheltenham. These 
Cotswold villages are a treat to 
see. They are very old, mostly 
thatched roofed and very quaint. 

From here we travelled north 
westerly through the Wye Valley 
and the moorlands and mountains 
of Wales avoiding the ugly coal 
country to a high place at Devil’s 
Bridge. The hotel here did not look 
too promising from the outside but 
inside was comfort and surprising 
fittings. 

The next day was one of the two 


and stern as a Scotch minister at 
others. Except for the villages, 
the country seems sparsely settled 
with sheep raising the principal 
agricultural occupation. Cattle, 
too, are to he seen. The wide boned 
Highland brood that look so fierce 
are gentle and are raised for beef. 
But their shaggy coats are needed 
here for they stray afield summer 
and winter and here it can get 
pretty cold. 

On the way to Dunoon, we stop- 
ped at a semi-annual cattle auction 
being held outdoors. Farmers 
numbering perhaps 100 to 150 from 
all about the country for 25 miles 
were there to bid. And the prices 
seemed high, but why not for the 
auctioneer described one as “a cow 
well bred and a correct cow”. She 
brought a final bid of 72 pounds 
sterling. That in our money would 
l)e over $200.00 and that’s a lot of 
money to a Highland farmer. 

Edinburgh was our stopping 
place for four days. It’s a lovely 
city. Hazy weather prevented us 
from seeing it at its best but we 
drove about and walked about a lot 
and of all the cities on this trip so 
far, it has the look of a city that 
is good and solid. It’s not too much 
industrial, but it’s the Scotch 


had by magic managed to get a 
little extra bacon, etc. The meat 
ration for a week for each person 
is about equal to one medium size 
chop. But in most cases, you have 
no choice but take what the butcher 
chooses to give you and often, I am 
told, it is not fit to eat. 

One night we stayed at an old 
smugglers’ rendezvous known as 
Hoop’s Inn. It was a delightful 
place and one of the guests was a 
(’anon of the Church, and his wife. 
They were nice enough to ask us 
to share the open fire with them in 
the little lounge and we got talking. 
The Canon was whimsical and 
amusing. We talked of many things 
for a little while and then of the 
old custom of entertaining friends 
at dinner. “But, you know,” he 
said, “that’s what we once had. 
There’s no fun nowadays because if 
you want to give a friend a meal, 
you can’t do it out of your rations. 
You have to come to a place like 
this and it’s not the same.” 

“In the old days, you enjoyed the 
hospitality shown to you but you 
didn’t talk about the food. Now if 
your host serves you meat, your 
eyes sparkle and you say ‘Meat, my 
word, you must have been lucky. 
Where did you get it?’ And then 
around the table everyone who can 
begins to tell you how he got an 
extra bone to make soup or an ex- 
tra piece of suet to make a pudding.

Later at home, a number of 
friends came after dinner t<> meet 
the people from “the other side” 
and they were told of our exper- 
ience with the “butcher gentleman” 
and the "storekeeper gentleman” 
in much detail. Then each one in 
turn told how he or she once got 
something extra over the ration blit 
these were special occasions indeed 
“You see”, as one said. “We always 
come back to food. It’s the main 
topic of conversation. That and 
national bankruptcy”. That’s a 
more sinister subject. 

'The British are not unmindful of 
their plight and those who think 
know what a struggle is before 
them. These people we met were 
once all well to do. went to “public 
schools” which means what we call 
“private schools”. They want their 
children to go to paid schools but 
, with taxes what they are. they won- 
der how they are going to manage 

I it. 

As the Canon said. “Cnless a man 
took out annuities years ago. he 
cannot send his children to private 
school without using up his 
capital”. For in this country, in- 
comes of 2,000 pounds are taxed 
over 50' , . On all over 2,000 pounds, 
the tax is 95 ' ; ! 

We of America might ponder 
that and stop — and think — be- 
fore it is too late. 

Rut it’s not all gloom over here. 
The people see the humor in it all. 
They are working hard. England 
and Scotland are being armed as 
never before. Every scrap of 
available land is being used. We 
saw sheep and lambs grazing by 
the thousands. 

Fruits and berries are being 
grown in quantity but sugar is aw- 
fully scarce. So if you have friends 
here, send them all the sugar you 
can in time for jam making and 
preserving because the home-made 
jams and preserves have a watery 
taste. They try to stretch out the 
sugar they have. And often they 
stretch it too thin. 

But don’t give up on Britain yet. 
On the moorlands of Wales and the 
hills and mountains of Scotland, a 
few hardy pioneers with experience 
gained in the West or in Canada

You will 
not lose weight if you come here, 
but f you do cme and moot people 
w ho will talk as they would among 
themselves, you’ll have many a 
laugh when the principal topic of 
conversation t omes up. That topic 
you may be very sure will h* 
“Food”!

Tanks For The Memory' 


“You nevet even hem of a 
'tank -town* nowadays,” said 
Bill as thr 5:15 passed the big 
glas*. -walled engincliousc in the 
North Station yards. We wete 
homeward bound from work, 
and Bill was in a reminiscent 
mood.

Then at last 
they’d run back up the line 
and couple onto the cars again. 
Pretty soon — it would be 
about dark on a summer eve-

we’d hear them. They’d be 
getting up speed as fast as they 
could on the downgrade, so 
they wouldn’t stall on the up- 
grade to the west. 

“We’d see the headlight 
coming nearer and faster, and 
the noise would grow louder 
and louder. And then with a 
long whistle and a roar the 
train would come charging past 
the depot — engines wide open, 
snorting and pulling, smoke 
and cinders everywhere, brake 
shoes rattling, dust flying, cars 
swaying and groaning wheels 
grinding — really a terrific 
racket. 

“There’d be 60 to 70 ears, 
sometimes — a big load for 
those days. I tell you. it always 
gave me a thrill to watch that 
freight go by.’’ 

Bill paused after this mono- 
logue and looked out the 
window. 

“All gone, now,’* he re- 
marked finally. “Only a few 
wayside tanks left on the whole 
B and M system.’’ 

“Why ?’’ I asked.

Deat Everybody: 

Th will he m\ 'a - 1 d patch for 
this trip. We expec t to reach St 
John’' about noon, though at the 
rate we seem t * * he travelling, it 
might he mid summer before we : 
get there 

I th:nk I brought you up to Lon 
d«-n in my last letter. We reached 
there very late last Saturday be- | 
cause after coming down from the 
north through Durham nnd York l 
and Lincoln and Cambridge, we I 
stopped for dinner with friends at 
Klstree. This town outside of Lon 
don is the Cinema Centre of Eng- 
land. 

The small dinner party was in- 
teresting. One of the guests was a 
former member of the War Cabinet 
and he had also been Minister to 
the C S. during a part of the war. 
At first, I didn’t realize who he was 
or had been. He launched into a 
discussion of American politics and 
seemed pretty well posted except 
for the latest developments. 

But the talk veered to conditions 
in Britain and I asked why it was 
that Britain with all its coal under- 
ground still had to import coal. It 
was then that he went into detail. 
It seems he had been Minister of 
Fuel and he really knew his subject. 
He said no comparison could he 
made between British and Amer- 
ican mines, that the coal seams 
"’ere entirely different in many 
xvnys. Coal seams in America are 
thick up to 40 feet and not too far 
below the surface. In Britain, most 
of the seams are hut 2 feet thick 
and much deeper. Further than 
that, the English coal is much more 
volatile so that the matter of ven- 
tilation is a very great problem be- 
cause of the great amount of ex- 
plosive gas. At the moment, the 
industry is trying to develop a way 
of burning the coal where it lies 
and getting the power out without 
removing the coal from the mine 
at all. This can he done all right 
but what baffles them is how to 
control the fire so that all the 
seams will not he ignited and un- 
quenchable. 

This scheme when successfully 
developed will make of Britain an 
electrical country because the 
power would he developed where 
the coal lies and distances for 
transmission are not too great. At 
the same time, Britain is develop- 
ing its water power. At Loch 
Lomond in .Scotland, we saw four 
very large flumes coming down the 
mountain side 1 to a power house on 
the lake level. A lock at much 
higher level has been directed 
through the tunnelled mountain to 
get a level that I guessed was about 
, •>.’)() foot. Near Ayr in Robert 
Burns country, wo passed several 
high dams finished or under con- 
struction. Near Mt. Snowden in 
Wales, they are getting ready to 
harness the rain fall which in‘this I 
particular area is 200 inches per 
i year. 

Sunday we drove to Windsor. At 
times the rain came down as if we 
( were in the tropics. We stopped 
several times because of it hut the 
deluge did not stop nor dampen the 
I ardor of the many cyclists who on 
weekends are out hy the thousands. 
Covered with slickers or oil skins 
but no hats or caps, they plod on 
regardless. 

1 wouldn’t want to he in the hat 
business in England. It seems to he 
I » very minor part of the economy 
; for even on the busy street of Lon 
i don, few men seem to wear hats 
or caps. 

Monday we drove about London 
; Rffftin, stopping at convenient 
1 places to go afoot into nearby 
: places like Westminster Cathedral. 

; It would he futile to try to tell you 
i about Westminster Cathedral. Wo 
' spent only an hour there. He had 
a particular reason for wanting to 
see the resting place of David Liv- 
ingstone and we found it almost in 
the middle of the Cathedral Nave. 

I think one could spend at least 
a fortnight in this magnificent edi- 
fice. hut in preparation one should 
spend months in studying the his- 
tory of Britain for here are tombs 
and memorials and statues to many 
of Britain's great. 

Here are the resting places of 
many of all creeds. Protestants, 

( atholies, and Jew (Disraeli is in- 
terred here) alike are gathered 
here in memory of a proud people. 

Big Ben we saw, the Houses of 
Parliament, the Horse Guards 
where the mounted sentries kindly 
move their steeds out of the Sentry 


B y.’- «,x that their pictures may 
‘ • -napped. 

When people we met learned *>f 
°’u driving ourselves, they marvel- 
led that we could cope with the 
Caff . But even n the Strand and 
P idilly and Oxford street, the 
traffic is not had as in many of 
ok’ eiti* - There are hut fexv one 
way •itiot-G but an American can 
• a 1 1 y h»* confused hy the direction 
ii which cars parked at the curb 
air headed. 

Except on a few principal 
*’ et-. if you want to paik you 
ju-t pull into the first vacant space 
vou see. It may he on the other 
side from you, hut that’s all right. 
D you can get through the other 
line of traffic and you usually can, 
just pull across and park on what 
w** would call the wrong side. 

There are no parking meters any- 
where. You don’t see policemen 
checking parked cars and apparent- 
ly in designated parking areas, 
there is no time limit whatever. 
All in all, Britain is an easy place 
to drive a car if you can just get 
us**d to the left hand driving and 
controls on the gear shifts that are 
th** reverse of what we have. 

Monday night we dined with 
friends at one of the choice little 
eating places that are frequented 
by notables. At a nearby table 
was the one-time premier, Clement 
Attlee. The Socialists talk of equal 
opportunity and equal sacrifice, hut 
th** honorable gentleman seemed to 
be enjoying himself for he was still 
there when xve left.

Wales, the Midlands well up into 
the Highlands of Scotland, thence 
t" Edinburgh and hack to London. 

In so far as possible, we travelled 
but little on the main through 
routes. We seen a lot of the coun- 
try and the little towns, talked with 
people in many walks of life and 
we think we know them bettor. 

They realize that a hard time 
faces them still, but they are not 
discouraged. They cannot all 
clearly see the solution hut they 
seem to have a calm hope and con- 
fidence and they are brave about it. 

I asked Sir Ben Smith, the ex- 
cahinct member, “Will it he five 
years or ten or what?” His answer 
was, “I think four years will he 
enough, then we will he on the 
high road again.” 

I think I will leave you here. 
See you soon.

DR. EDWIN B. ROBINSON 

Rev. Di Edwin Bradford Robin- 
son, n native of Winchester and 
past "] of the Grace Congregational 
Church in Holyoke for half a cen- 
tury. died Monday night. June 2. 
at th<> New England Baptist If- 
pital nftei an opnation lb went 
to Grace Church in 1902. not long 
after his graduation from Yale 
Divinity School, and had planned 
to retii *■ in the fall. 

Dr. Rohinson was t! • ( >n : kid- 

win, and Mary B. ( Dodge I Robin- 
son. lb wa- born Oetobei 1. 1873,' 
:n \Vinehe"tcr, beginning bis ednea 
ti**n in the public school- of the 
town and preparing for college at 
Winchester High School. He was 
graduated from Amherst College in 
| the chi" of 1891? and did graduate 
work at the Yale Divinity School, 
from which he was graduated in 
; 1899. 

On November 28, 1898, he was 
ordained a Congregational ministei 
in the Town of Lisbon. ('»*nn.. and 
he was pastor of the church in this 
town until he went to Grace 
' hur< h, Holyoke, in 1902. Hi - pas- 
torate there was the longest of the 
Congregational Denomination in 
the State. 

Dr. Robinson had served as mod- 
erator of the Hampden County 
Mi ett \ • f Coi 

gregational Churches and Minis- 
ters, as well as of the Massachu- 
setts Congregational Conference, 
j being instrumental in causing the 
| establishment of the College and 
Church Committee of the latter oi - 
ganization. For several years he 
served as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Moral and Social Welfare, 
and for eight years as chairman of 
the Committee on Standards for 
the Ministry of tin* General Coun- 
cil. At the fiftieth anniversary 
celebration of the City of Holyoke 
he delivered the historical address. 

In 1902 when Dr. Robinson went 
to Holyoke*, Grace Chinch, with a 
membership of 149, was under the 
sponsorship of the Second Congre- 
gational Church. So successful 
was his ministry that in 1937 the 
church was separately established 
and by 19 10 the membership had 
j increased to more than one thou- 
sand. During his long pastorate 
the church acquired a playground 
and other real estate, as well as a 
very favorable financial standing. 

Since 1910, at the instigation of 
Dr. Robinson, many Amherst stu- 
dents have spent their summers in 
Holyoke engaging in the social and 
i religious work of Grace Church. 

Many Amherst alumni believe that 
I this work by students of their col- 
lege under Dr. Robinson lias been 
of tremendous social importance 
and significance. Among the col- 
lege’s most loyal alumni. Dr. Rob- 
inson received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from Am- 
herst in 1927. 

A man oi tremendous energy and 
strong convictions, Dr. Robinson 
fought ceaselessly for things in 
which he believed, opposing with 
equal vigor anything he felt to he 
wrong. He was known in Holyoke 
as a two-fisted advocate or oppo- 
nent. and he was held in high 
respect by persons of all creeds 
and walks of life in the city. 

Though the less fortunate class- 
es of the city were always his es- 
pecial concern, his work and per- 
sonality moved many of the 
wealthy of the city to contribute 
regularly to his church. 

Dr. Robinson was married just 
before he came to Holyoke in 1902. 
His wife, Mrs. Amy N. Robinson, 
who during his long pastorate at 
Grace Church was a tower of 
strength} in Dr. Robinson’s support, 
survives him, with a daughter, Rev. 
Dorothy Robinson Stoddard of 
South Hadley, who was her father’s 
assistant; a granddaughter, and a 
sister, Miss Alice Leavitt Robinson 
of Winchester. A son Bradford, 
died in 1922 while a student at 
Amherst. 

Funeral services were held 
Thursday afternoon at Grace 
Church, Holyoke. Burial was also 
in Holyoke.

A year ago at the Boston Paper 
Trade outing at the Charles River 
Country Club, Royal P. Teele, per- 
ennial president of the Palmer 
Beach Horseshoe Association and 
for many years the Paper Trade 
champion, was stripped of his titu- 
lar honors in what the erudite Mr.

Current issues of the Star in- 
clude news of Winchester hoys and 
girls graduating from college and 
school all over the country. Our list 
never is complete, unfortunately, 
and we are yearly queried by pa- 
rents as to why their son’s, or 
daughter’s name has not appeared 
among the graduates.

The Little League got away to a 
particularly auspicious start in 
Winchester Memorial Day after- 
noon with a good crowd on hand to 
see the boys go through their paces.

The other sour note 
was tlie indiscriminate wandering 
about the field of young children 
and others not so young, necessi- 
tating the game’s being interrupt- 
ed several times to clear the dia- 
mond. That ought not to be hard 
to stop either! Finally, let us keep 
those bikes away from the base- 
lines before some little league 1 
breaks an arm. or leg, or his neck, 
by falling over them while chasing 
a baseball. We'd keep hikes off t In- 
field entirely, if it can he done! 
If not, they should at least b»> kept 
well away from the playing area. 
They are a real menace along the 
baselines and around the area be 
hind the plate. 


The whole town is proud of the 
Winchester High School Hand The 
unit is well turned out and plays 
well at full strength.

DECEPTIVE TAXATION 

[The following article, entitled 
‘Deceptive Taxation," is from the 
June issue of the Reader’s Digest. 
It is a condensation of a copy- 
lighted article published in News- 
week March 17. 1052, a report on 
taxes by Newsweek's business 
editors, who made a careful study 
of the problem. The report is con- 
cise, factual, revealing and oppor- 
tune. It is intelligible, and for that 
i reason merits widespread circula- 
tion. Permission to reprint the arti- 
cle in the Star has been granted by 
Newsweek and the Reader’s Di- 
I gest. “More than is generally real- 
! ized,” the Digest says, “taxes, hid- 
I den and otherwise, are changing 
I the traditional American way of 
life.”] 

Not one taxpayer in a hundred 
suspects the extent to which buried 
taxes are cutting into his earn- 
ings. He kids himself that he at 
i least isn’t footing the heaviest part 
of the nation’s tax bill. It is the big 
corporations and the millionaires, 

I he figures, that get hooked for 
[that. He’s wrong: through hidden 
| taxes, he, the American consumer, 
is shouldering the hulk of the load. 

Today the average American is 
turning over .*12 cents out of every 
dollar he earns to one tax collector 
or another. The federal income tax 
is had enough. More insidious, how- 
ever, are the hidden levies that hit 
the taxpayer when he isn’t look- 
ing the taxes imposed on manu- 
facturers and merchants, which are 
quietly passed along to the con- 
sumer in the form of higher prices. 
These also include the excise taxes 
slapped on by many states and 
cities. 

When a man walks iti to a show- 
room and plunks down $2000 for a 
I new auto, nowhere near that 
amount reaches the pockets of the 
! dealer, the manufacturer and the 
suppliers of parts and raw mate- 
rials. Some $024 has already stuck 
J to the fingers of the federal, state 
and local tax collectors. By the 
time he shifts into gear, the new 
owner will have joined in paying 
taxes on at least 200 separate trans- 
actions that went into creating 
the car. 

Hidden taxes multiply rapidly. 
For example, there are more than 
475 taxes on the construction and 
material costs that go into a new 
house. A new spring hat for a wo- 
man carries 150 hidden levies, a 
man’s suit 110. 

On some items the invisible tax- 
es total more than the real value 
of the product. This is true of a 
ton of coal, a gallon of gasoline, a 
pack of cigarettes (see box). On a 
loaf of bread, a quart of milk, or a 
pound of beef the tax comes to at

It is widely agreed that a tax- 
load of 25 rents on the average 
citizen’s dollar is about as far a* 
a government can safely go. Up to 
this point, taxes pay their wav and 
act as brakes on inflation. Above 
it, taxes push up prices and sap 
incentive. They make a man think 
twice before risking his cash to 
make a profit. They scare off and 
dry up the flow of equity capital 
into new plants, equipment and 
products. And this flow is the foun- 
dation on which America’s indus- 
tries are built and on which their 
future growth depends. 

Americans are now taxed an 
average of 32 cents on the dollar 
seven cents above the danger line. 
Persons with higher incomes, the 
biggest potential investors, are 
socked much harder. Lnlcss there j 
is a retreat, unless the Govern- 
ment forces itself to loosen its 
grip at least partly on the taxpay- 
er’s pocketbook, industry’s future 
growth and development stand in 
jeopardy.

GIVE THOUGHT TO PETS 
BEFORE VACATION STARTS 

An appeal to pet owners plan- 
ning a summer vacation to give 
thought to arrangements for the 
care of their pets was made today 
by Carleton E. Buttrick, President, 
Animal Rescue League of Boston. 
Mr. Buttrick suggested that those 
people who have a pet and intend 
to spend a vacation away from 
home without the family cat or 
other animal with them, should he 
sure to make arrangements for the 
pet well in advance of their de- 
parture date. Animals, and cats in 
particular, have an uncanny way of 
sensing any change in their or- 
dinary routine. Consequently it is 
a good idea to keep cats, as well 
as other animals, under restraint 
or surveillance while out of doors 
when vacation time is imminent so 
that the animal will not be among 
the missing when the moment of 
departure is at hand. 

If left behind when the family 
closes the house, tlu* dog or cat of- 
ten becomes a stray or a neighbor- 
hood nuisance, Mr. Buttrick said. 
Most cases of desertion of animals 
are unintentional, due principally 
to lack of foresight in making the 
necessary arrangements. If the 
pet is to he hoarded, Mr. Buttrick 
advised that arrangements for so 
doing be carried out well before 
the actual time of departure. If for 
any reason the animal must he dis- 
posed of, it should then he taken or 
sent to the nearest animal welfare 
organization where it may In* plac- 
ed in a new home or humanely put 
away.

Hisinir water washing at the 
doorsteps of cities from Duluth to 
Chicago, from Sault Ste. Marie to 
Toronto, gives increasing evidence 
of a (ireat Lakes mystery. Amer- 
ica’s five inland seas are brimming 
over. 

Born of the molting Ice Age, the 
(ireat Lakes contain half the fresh 
water on earth, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says. Behind the 
hard-rock sills of Niagara Falls and 
the “Soo”, lying in huge stair- 
stepped basins, is enough Mater to 
cover the continental United States 
10 to 18 feet deep. 

Levels of the (ireat Lakes fluc- 
tuate from year to year, month to 
month, and day to day. In the last 
year, the lakes have risen to more 
than four feet above normal. As 
the runoff of a M'et M'inter flows in 
from a 325,000-square-mile water- 
shed, all five lakes have been creep- 
ing even higher. 

Man versus Nature 

While damage spreads, irate 
property owners sue the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. State and Federal agen- 
cies investigate; Congress passes 
resolutions. Yet experts say that 
all the work of man on the (ireat 
Lakes — dams and canals, dikes 
and dredging — have affected M-ater 
levels only a matter of a feM r in- 
ches over the last century. 

Nature measures its changes in 
feet. Ktched in ancient shorelines, 
carved by channels that once ran 
wide and deep where dry valleys 
and great cities stand today, are 
boundaries the lakes have filled 
over a period of 35,000 years. Wind 
and storm slosh the waters hack 
and forth in their beds. Rain and 
drought are constantly changing 
the levels of the lakes. 

Around the deep-cradled water 
the earth’s surface is gradually 
tilting. Over long centuries, north 
and east of the lakes, the land is 
lifting, recovering very slowly from 
a massive dimple pressed into the 
earth by the crushing weight of the 
great ice cap. South and west of 
the lakes, the earth is sinking. 
Shorelines of all the lakes are slow- 
ly changing. 

There are tides in the Great 
Lakes pulled by moon and sun, but 
they are small. Of far greater 
effect are low and high pressure 
areas moving across the waters 
with the changing weather. As 
the lake surface is pushed doM’n in 
one place, it rises in another. Such 
oscillations are called seiches. 

River Reservoirs 

In the end. the Great Lakes can 
he regarded as the bulging head- 
waters of a single river. From the 
western tip of Lake Superior, they 
form the upper basin of the St. 
Lawrence — natural reservoirs 
feeding and controlling its relent- 
less outfloM- to the sea. 

Over the limestone lip of Niagara 
pours 212,000 Cubic feet of water a 
second. Is surges into Lake On- 
tario. and out again through the 
sieve of the Thousand Islands. Far 
above, and from all the shores. 
Mater comes into the lakes from 
countless streams and brooks, rivu- 
lets and forest-bordered rivers. 

Between the two, source and 
ceaseless outflow, a balance is 
struck. When wet years folloM' 
each other closely, the lakes rise; 
in dry decades, they fall. Against 
beaches and towering bluffs, the 
Mater level floods and ebbs, never 
quite the same, never still.

The 
next number was pure humor and 
spriteliness and amused the au- 
dience more than anything else on 
the program. This was the not 
very familiar but thoroughly 
delicious “Experience”, a (Jay 
Nineties ballad of a lass and a lad 
done with perfect aplomb by Janet 
Burbank nnd Gardner Handy, to 
the accompaniment of a constantly 
chuckling audience. The sinpinp 
• f the Barbershop Quartette, made 
up of Revere, Russell, Mowatt and 
Fortune, was real distinction; one 
notes they must have originated 
from the Savoy-Plaza barbershop 
at least. Unforgettable was “Black- 
Mnith Blues”, introduced by Marian 
Blake’s throaty “Under the Spread- 
ing Chestnut Tree”, simp by the 
whole chorus with gusto, and dram- 
matically emphasized by Lindsay 
Caldwell as he rhythmically and 
even melodically accompanied them 
on Sherman Russell’s great (great) 
grandfather’s anvil.

MISS NIVEN RETIRES COiBATH - BRIGGS FERGUSON - HOWE 


WHS CAFETERIA MAN ACER 

With th e close of school June 13 
Miss I*! (iladys Niven, cafeteria 
manager and home economics 
teacher at the high school since 
192 ft, v ill w i ite fitii to a teaching 
career which began 43 years ago. 

A graduate of the Framingham 
Normal School in 11109, Miss Niven 
received her H.S. degree from Co- 
lumhia University in 1923. Her 
first teaching position was in the 
public schools of Westbrook, 
Maine, and after that she taught 
at the Whitman and Milton High 
Schools. The principal in the latter 
school was Wade L. Grindle. Miss 
Niven was employed as Winchester 
High School’s cafeteria manager 
and home economics teacher in 
1924, the same year that Mr. Grin- 
dle became principal here. 

M iss Niven recalls that, for sev- 
eral years after she came to Win- 
chester, the cafeteria was housed 
in a small area at the north end of 
the present space, which was then 
used for the gym. In 1932, however, 
when the new gymnasium was 
completed, the cafeteria was able 
to expand to its present size with a 
greatly increased seating capacity. 
Another significant change in the 
management of the cafeteria oc- 
curred in 1947 when the school 
joined the Federal Lunch Program 
through which the cafeteria secures 
federal support. This has made 
possible the serving of a complete 
basic meal for 25 cents. A major 
improvement this year has been 
the installation of a soundproof 
material on the cafeteria ceiling. 
Though she was reluctant to set a 
figure, it can be safely estimated 
that Miss Niven has supervised the 
preparation and serving of more 
than two million meals at the Win- 
chester High School. 

In addition to her membership 
in the local, state, and national 
branches of the National Educa- 
tion Association, Miss Niven 
has been a member of the 
American Home Economics Asso- 
ciation and its state and regional 
affiliates. She also takes an active 
pail in a cafeteria managers’ asso- 
ciation composed of the leading 
schools around Boston. 

During her years of service at 
the higli school, Miss Niven has 
gained an enviable reputation 
among pupils and school personnel 
alike for ull-round efficiency and 
conscientious devotion to duty. 
Those who came to know’ her best 
enjoyed her Yankee wit and frank- 
ness of speech. 

As to her plans for the future, 
Miss Niven says only that she is 
looking forward to her retirement 
and that she expects to remain act- 
ive and busy. Already she has been 
signed up as a volunteer worker 
for the Malden Red Cross Canteen. 
After spending part of the summer 
on Cape Cod, she will return to her 
home in Malden. In the winter she 
hopes to do some traveling. 

In friendly tribute to their co- 
worker the personnel of the cafe- 
teria recently entertained Miss 
Niven at the Red Coach Grill in 
North Saugus. They and the jani- 
torial staff at the high school pre- 
sented her with a lovely handbag. 

At the final luncheon for faculty 
members and their wives. Miss 
Niven will again be feted, and 
on Monday evening the school com- 
mittee will recognize her years 
of service. To their good wishes 
should be added those of all of 
Winchester together with thanks 
for a job well-done.

Before receiving the medal, a 
candidate submits to a complete 
and intensely rigorous examination 
to see whether any permanent dam- 
age has been done by the diabetic 
condition over the 25 year period.

Van Vloten came 
i through the test with flying colors, 
and th<- purpose of this article is 
to encourage diabetics through her 
experience to realize that through 
i correct medication and rigorous 
adherence to diet it is possible to 
live healthy, happy lives in spite 
of the disease.

After a shoit 
business meeting, Mrs. Roger Bur- 
ton reported on the 20th Annual 
Alumnae C ouncil, held at the col- 
lege on February 7-9.

other. Miss Oberdoffer described 
her home, the town of Traunreut, 
between Munich and Salzburg. It 
is the youngest settlement in Ba- 
varia, the oldest house no more 
than two years old. Born from the 
overcrowding of the cities, it is 
being built by people from all 
walks of life, upon the principles 
of the American frontier. In its 
short life it has become famous as 
a cultural and educational center. 
Miss Oberdoffer, returning this 
month, feels that Traunreut will be 
most receptive to her account of 
American intellectual freedom and 
she plans to incorporate our meth- 
ods in her own teaching career.

MUllEH RECEIVES RATEHT 

On May 27. 1952, the United 
State* Patent office granted patent 
number 2,598,189 <>n a ’‘Photogra- 
phic Printing Plate" t< William (I 
Mullen, of Salisbury street, this 
town. 

This invention pertains to an im- 
proved method of making intaglio 
printing plates by a photographic 
process. Intaglio plates are char- 
acterized by the fact that the print- 
ing areas are sunken below the gen- 
eral surface of the plate; and the 
resulting work i.~ commonly known 
as engraved or raised printing. 

According to Mr. Mullen, the 
j prior photogravure printing plates 
have not been entirely satisfactory. 
For example, when made of stone, 
wood or metal, they are expensive 
and their use is limited generally 
to applications where economic 
considerations are not of primary 
importance. On the other hand, 
when made of certain chemical 
compositions and resins, there have 
been such adverse properties as 
rapid deterioration, variations in 
sensitivity, short life on the press, 
and an inferior quality of work- 
manship. 

To overcome these limitations of 
| the prior practice, Mr. Mullen has 
devised a novel and improved 
method of producing photogravure 
printing plates. Although the de- 
tails of his practice are understand- 
able by those skilled in the science 
of chemistry, basically, it may ho 
said that he makes use of a water- 
resistant support with three super- 
posed coatings thereon. In his 
patent specifications, he describes 
in detail the compositions of the 
involved materials and shows the 
various transformations that they 
undergo, but, for the sake of 
brevity, it should be noted that 
when the copy or pattern of the 
work to be reproduced is placed on 
the topmost coating and when the 
assembly is exposed to light in 
conventional manner, there occurs 
a hardening of the areas that un- 
derlie the pattern. Subsequent 
treatments result in chemical re- 
lictions that produce the desired in- 
taglio plate. 

This patent has been assigned by 
mesne assignments to A. B. Dick 
Company.

SYHMES TOMPKINS 
AWARD WINNER 

Stowell Symmes, sun of Mr. and 
Mrs. Russell Symmes of Main 
street, and for the past three sea- 
sons a pitcher on the Winchester 
High School baseball team, is the 
first to win the Samuel Bowne 
Tompkins Memorial Baseball Tro- 
phy, presented annually to that 
member of the Winchester High 
School baseball team who best per- 
sonifies “Sam’s” love of baseball 
and his warm spirit of friendliness. 
The award was made by Mr. Tomp- 
kins’ brother, Russell, at the final 
award assembly of the school year. 
It was established by the young 
man’s mother, Mrs. Elsie B. Tomp- 
kins, and members of his family. 

“Sam” Tompkins lost his life 
while swimming in Lyndeboro, 
X. IL, August 11, 1951. Born in 
Winchester May 25, 1927, he was 
the son of Mrs. Elsie Boutwell 
Tompkins and the late Maurice C. 
Tompkins. He graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1944, 
playing center on the football team 
and being a pitcher on the nine. 

“Sam” was not endowed with 
natural athletic ability, lie wasn’t 
a great football player, despite a 
particularly sturdy build. He play- 
ed center and tackle on the eleven 
and liked all sports, but baseball 
was his particular love, and through 
determination and continued hard 
work he improved himself from a 
mere big “chucker” as a sopho- 
more to an effective high school 
pitcher before leaving school. 

He was good enough to play a 
lot of semi-pro and independent 
hall in Greater Boston and New 
Hampshire after graduating from 
high school, and he pitched regu- 
larly for “Lew” Warsky’s Win- 
chester Warriors in the Raul Re- 
vere League. The Cleveland Indians 
thought enough of him to try to 
sign him to a contract in 1949. 

“Sam” served in the Navy dur- 
ing World War 11. Perhaps his 
outstanding personal trait was his 
friendliness. He liked people and 
had many friends, all of whom will 
be pleased to learn that there is a 
trophy in his memory at Winches- 
ter High. No one can recall meet- 
ing big “Sam” without being greet- 
ed with a smile that told better 
than words his pleasure at seeing 
a friend.

Exercises were 
under the direction of Sergeant 
Bowler, who has so ably conducted 
the course. Introduced by Auxi- 
liary Chief, Herbert Johnston, he 
expressed his pleasure and satis- 
faction at the interest that had 
been given, despite some keen com- 
petition from certain questionable 
television programs. 

He introduced a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, Harry Chefalo, 
who, representing the Board, ex- 
pressed his appreciation and ap- 
proval at the accomplishments 
shown. Civil Defense Director 
Lester Gustin, Jr., also spoke in 
praise of the group and the show- 
ing they have made when appear- 
ing in public. He read an excerpt, 
supposedly written in 1972, show- 
ing the value of the organization. 

Police Chief Charles Harrold 
stated that he was proud to have 
the Auxiliaries associated with his 
department, and emphasized his de- 
sire to help them help the town. 
He stated that assignments in the 
police cruiser would he made dur- 
ing the summer, to give all added 
valuable experience. 

Following the presentation of 
certificates, the speaker of the 
evening was introduced. This was 
Charles E. Pelletier, a Special 
Agent of the F. B. I. stationed in 
the Boston office. A native of this 
state, Mr. Pelletier studied law at 
Suffolk Law School, and has served 
with the Bureau for seventeen 
years, during which time he has 
been stationed in various sections 
of the country. 

After enumerating the composi- 
tion of the F. B. L, the require- 
ments for membership, and its de- 
velopment and manner of oper- 
ation, Mr. Pelletier went over the 
jurisdiction it. covers, concluding 
with many illustrations of interest- 
ing eases. Contrast in coverage of 
suspected aliens in the two World 
Wars was particularly notewor- 
thy, for during the interval, the 
Bureau really developed into the 
valuable agency it is today. 

We may well he proud of the 
F. B. L. whirl) does so much to pro- 
tect the rights of our citizens un- 
der law, and in sharp contrast with 
methods employed in “Iron-curtain” 
countries, 

Refreshments followed, .and all 
enjoyed u chance to meet Mr. Pel- 
letier informally, and talk with him 
on various phases of police work. 
Considering the busy schedule on 
which members of the F. B. I. oper- 
ate, we feel that we were extremely 
fortunate to have Mr. Pelletier 
honor us with his visit. 

Our thanks are due to Chief Har- 
rold and Sgt. Bowler for the in- 
terest and co-operation they have 
shown us. Also a word of appre- 
ciation should be given to Civil De- 
fense Director Lester Gustin, Jr., 
who has rendered every possible 
assistance to our growth and de- 
velopment. Last, but by no means 
least, we should not forget our 
own Chief. Boh Johnston, who has 
“faced the Board” for us on more 
than one occasion, and whose in- 
terest and leadership have been a 
fine example.

GRADE CROSSING HEARING HELD 

Only a few from Winchester at- 
tended the hearing held Monday at 
the State lb» i>c in Boston by the 
Department <>;' Public Utilities on 
the petition of the State Depart 
meitt <>f l’ubl e Works to alter the 
priority list of made erosring cl: 
minations in two respects, affecting 
Deerfield and Winchester; placing 
the elimination of the four grade 
crossings at Deerfield first on the 
li-t ami moving the Winchester eli- 
mination ahead from eleventh posi 
tion to fifth, or virtually second, in 
view of the four projects at Deer 
field. 

Representing the Town of Win 
, ehester at the hearing officially 
were Selectmen Harrison F. Lv 
man, Jr., Harry E. Uhefalo and 
Charles T. Main, 2nd.; Frederick S. 
Hatch, chairman of the Planning 
Board; and Town Engineer Jnnie< 
A. Wakefield. Jr. Others present 
were Vincent Farnsworth, Jr., who 
headed the citizens Committee for 
the Abolition of the Grade Cross 
mg; Thomas Quigley, Jr., and Mr 
Alonzo F. Woodside, who headed 
the Friends of Winchester group, 
active in opposition to the over 
head elimination plan. 

A representative of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works presented 
t In* Department’s petition and stat- 
ed ilie Department’s belief that the 
need for the elimination of Win 
Chester’s grade crossing is of suf- 
ficient urgency to proceed with 
plans for its abolition which are 
virtually complete. 

Mr. Lyman gave the background 
of the conditions at the Winchester 
grade crossing that have made the 
Selectmen believe that abolition 
has become vital. 

lb* said that a survey by the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles in 1950 
showed more than 26.500 vehicles 
; crossing the railroad tracks in the 
center in a day. and that the latest 
count on trains passing through 
the center in a day is 87. He quot- 
ed Fire Chief James E. Callahan 
that fire apparatus had been de- 
layed at the crossing for more than 
a minute on eight occasions during 
1951, and that on four of the eight 
occasions the delay was of two 
minutes or more. On a sample 
day when 87 trains pass over the 
crossing the police, Mr. Lyman 
said, estimate the railroad gates 
are down 11 percent of the time. 

Mr. Lyman said the vote of the 
town meeting members overwhelm- 
ingly favored the plan to abolish 
the grade crossing by raising the 
railroad tracks, and that in a refer- 
endum held after the town meet- 
ing disposition of the question the 
vote was approximately 3,100 to 
1.700 in favor. He said there had 
been a disagreement about the 
number of fatalities on the cross- 
ing, but the Selectmen feel that tin* 
danger element is very real and 
i that after many years of waiting 
i he Board unanimously favors abo- 
, lition at once. 

Mr. Hatch voiced the Planning 
1 Board’s unanimous approval of 
abolishing the grade crossing by 
raising the tracks and Mr. Main 
; and Mr. Uhefalo also spoke briefly 
in favor of the plan. 

Mrs. Woodside was the only one 
heard in opposition, but she made 
it clear that she represented a large 
group of Winchester residents who 
do not want the crossing abolished 
by raising the tracks. 

She spoke at some length, saying 
that a much better solution of the 
problem can be had for half of the 
$4,000,00 cost of the overhead rail- 
road crossing. She said that the 
drawings of the proposed plan are 
misleading and give no idea of how 
the overhead tracks will look to 
people on the ground below them. 

Mrs. Woodside voiced the feeling 
she said many citizens share that 
the erection of the proposed over- 
head tracks through the center of 
the town will affect Winchester ad- 
versely by the loss of many desir- 
able residents who will sell their 
homes on both sides of the track 
and in lower tax assessments be- 
cause of property deterioration due 
to the construction. 

She questioned the value of the 
limited town meeting vote and also 
believed the referendum result 
would have been quite different had 
it not been for tin* feeling that it 
was the overhead or nothing. She 
-aid the proposed plan does nothing 
to get the increasingly heavy traffic 
out of the business center which is 
of vital importance in any plan for 
elimination. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
the Department of Public Utilities 
announced it would take the matter 
under advisement.

NORTHEASTERN HONORS 


There is Winchester interest in 
the honorary degrees granted last 
Sunday by Northeastern Univer- 
sity. 

Among: the recipients were Dr. 
Arthur S. Adams, president of the 
American Council on Education and 
a native of Winchester; and Judge 
Raymond S. Wilkins of the Mass- 
achusetts Supreme Court, a former 
well known resident. 

Dr. Adams, son of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles S. Adams, for- 
merly of Mystic avenue, addressed 
the crowd of 7,500 attending the 
commencement exercises at the 
Boston Arena, stating: that "Bc- 



1 cause the Communists make the 
moves and we try to figure our 
appropriate counter moves this 
country is in a defensive attitude 
which causes fear, confusion, con- 
tradiction and uncertainty.” He 
and Justice W ilkins, a former Se- 
lectman and Moderator at Win- 
chester Town Meetings received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws. 

Dr. Adams, a graduate of Win- 
chester High School in the class 
of 1913, attended Norwich Univer- 
sity and was graduated from the 
United States Naval Academy. 
During World War I he command- 
ed a submarine, later leaving the 
Navy when his health became im- 
paired. 

While recovering his health in 
the west he became a member of 
the faculty at the Colorado College 
of Mines, from which he went to 
Cornell University where he sub- 
sequently became provost. During 
World War II he administered the 
Navy’s Y-12 educational system 
with the rank of captaiir, and after 
his discharge accepted the post of 
President of the University of New 
Hampshire. From New Hampshire 
he went to head the American 
Council on Education. 

Speaking on “Not Uniformity but 
Unity”, Dr. Adams said "We know 
from our experiences in ordinary 
every day living that when we are 
fearful or apprehensive, our mo- 
tives for action are likely to he sel- 
fish; we protect ourselves, we pro- 
tect our interests, we make sure 
that the other fellow doesn’t get 
any seemingly undue advantage. 
Whenever a nation is under attack 
or in distress, we note there is al- 
ways a tendency to impose regi- 
I mentation on society, either by 
martial law or otherwise. 

"All this has special meaning 


, for educated men and women. For 
the educated man or woman is the 
j one who faces up to the issuevS of 
j life and says ‘What does this issue 
have to do with all of us?’ and then 
says ‘In what way can I contribute 
to the best advantage?’ We had 
an example of this in our own 
country, immediately after Pearl 
Harbor. 

”... But today by virtue of our 
sense of the oppressive burdens of 
the problems we face, we seem in- 
creasingly to put the question to 
ourselves quite differently. We 
seem to say ‘What can I get out of 
this and how can 1 protect my in- 
terest?’ ” 

Continuing, Dr. Adams said that 
in such a frame of mind people are 
likely to believe that if every one 
conforms to an accepted regimen 
that all problems will resolve them- 
selves and that when we are op- 
posed by a communistic dictator- 
ship we can best defend ourself by 
another dictatorship, that of uni- 
formity, in which every one thinks 
and acts alike. 

Then it becomes necessary, the 
speaker continued, to have author- 
ity to tell people what to think and 
do, and in the end there is com- 
plete dependence upon this author- 
ity and consequent loss of the iden- 
tity of the individual. This was the 
ease in the feudal system of the 
Middle Ages. 

“Now this is in direct contradic- 
tion to the vigor and vitality of 
the American idea. In fact 1 am 
quite certain that all thinking 
Americans have deep convictions 
that they do not want any kind of 
dictatorship. The strength of the 
American ideal is every phase of 
our life has been in its variety.”

Dr. Arthur L. Hertig. noted 
pathologist, speaking on “The De- 
velopment of t ho Human Embryo", 
and Mr-. Mary I.yng of th< Win- 
chester Board of Public Welfare 
giving a graphic word picture of 
local welfare needs and measures, 
were the two speakers last Friday. 
June 13, at the June meeting of the 
Winchester District Nursing Asso- 
ciation, held at the home and 
grounds of Mrs. John Lhipman, 19 
Lorena road. Mrs. Theodore C. 
Browne presided, with Mrs. J. 
Joseph Tansey, education chairman, 
in charge of the morning and after- 
noon session programs. 

The June meeting being the "half 
year mark” in the Association’s 
work, reports were read from the 
various standing committee chair- 
men, followed by the May report 
from Mrs. Doris Wiklund, execu- 
tive director. During May the 
three-nurse staff made 4 7t> calls — 
and Mrs. Wiklund stated that the 
case load for that month was some- 
what lighter than it had been, per- 
mitting the nurses to use the time 
for other pressing needs, for edu- 
cation, instruction, and to give time 
off to the nurses. 

Miss Follen is now a permanent 
member of the nursing staff, and 
Mrs. Wiklund paid warm tribute 
to her ability, and to that of Miss 
Peterson. She asked for an old 
fashioned high hacked porch rock- 
er for a patient who needs one, 
and spoke of the welcome gift of 
$100 from “someone on the Dis- 
trict”, for the Cdmfort Fund. 

In thanking Mrs. Wiklund, Mrs. 
Browne expressed the appreciation 
of the entire hoard and member- 
ship to the nurses for "their job 
well done — a real job of good 
public relations”. 

Mrs. George FT Connor reported 
the most welcome gift of a new 
foam mattress hospital bed, given 
by Miss Nina Ramelln of Cam- 
bridge, who has long been asso- 
ciated with the Children’s Hospital. 

The resignation of Mrs. Arthur 
Cameron, who is moving to New 
Voik State, was accepted with re- 
gret. 

The morning session was then 
highlighted by a talk on Winches- 
ter’s Public Welfare Department 
by Mrs. Mary Lyng, a member of 
the staff for the past 12 years. 

Welfare Set-Up Today 

Today, Mrs. Lyng pointed out, 
there are four categories of assis- 
tance. namely Old Ago, Aid to De- 
pendent Children, General Relief, 
and the newest one, Aid to Per- 
manently Disabled. Old Age As- 
sistance is the largest, and most 
costly to the towns and cities. In 
1945, Winchester appropriated $22,- 
430. In 1952, this same need called 
for $50,000. Case loads had in- 
creased from 82 in 1945 to 139 
by the end of 1951.

recipient regardless of valuation 
or equity and the degree of recov- 
ery is based on the fail* market 
value of the property at the time 
of sale).

“Aid to Dependent Children is al j 
- ( > a Federally subsidized program ! 
of assistance to children up to IS 
years of age," Mrs. Lyng stated.! 
"Children who are deprived of pa- | 
rental support for various reasons. , 
A. IV C. enables the child to grow 
up in his own home under the su '■ 
pervision of parents or relatives.” 
In 1945, $2,750 was appropriated 
in 1952. $9,000. In 1945 it cost 
the town $80.75 average per month 
for an A. D. C. family, while in j 
1952 that grant is $100.02. 

For General relief (to aged non- i 
citizens, unemployed, those in insti- . 
tutions. children in foster homes) 
$8,400 was appropriated in 1945 — 
In 1952, $14,500. 

The newest category is Aid to 
Permanent and Totally Disabled 
Persons (D. A.) eighteen years or 
older and at the present time Win- 
chester has three eases of this 
type, with a fourth pending a niedi- 
cai report from the State Depart- 
ment. 

"Public Assistance budgeting is 
based on sound logic and reason- 
ing” Mrs. Lyng said. "The present 
budget is used almost exclusively 
throughout the Commonwealth... 
if cost of living increases 5 r \ , these 
increases should he made available 
to the recipient . . . compatible 

with health and decent living" She 
added that “the basic items of food, 
shelter, heat, light, clothing are 
provided, hut there is no provision 
for luxury items.” 

Mrs. Lyng’s talk was straight- 
forward and sincere, and she di- 
versed a bit to tell her audience 
about various cases — her "favor- 
ite people” being the elderly and 
shut-ins, and as she told her 
stories, the listeners glimpsed not 
only the official working of the Wel- 
fare worker, but her warm, human j 
sympathies for those with whom 
she came into contact. 

Dr. Hertig On "Embryology” | 

In the afternoon, hoard and as- 
sociate members of the Association 
were given one of the rarest treats 
of its program year, when Dr. Ar- 
thur L. Hertig spoke and showed 
slides on "The Development of the 
Human Embryo”. And among his 
slides the audience was privileged 
to see the only single-cell in exis- 
tence, and one which Dr. Hertig 
himself discovered and filmed. His 
slides were based on some 15 to 20 
years of work at the Boston Lying- 
In and the Free Hospital for Wo- 
men, and he presented his talk in a 
scholarly yet graphic manner. 

The average report cannot poss- 
ibly convey the wealth of infor- 
mation revealed in Dr. Ilertig’s 
talk, for the slides should he seen 
to he truly’ appreciated. The slides 
showed the youngest human in exis- 
tence — 24 to 36 hours old, the size 
of a tiny pin point. He showed 
slides of a human embryo 3Vfc days 
old with cells which form the em- 
bryonic mass, and half of which are 
the outer form. 

Most of his listeners had had 
biology in college — and sat en- 
thralled at his presentation and his 
rare slides. And a number of peri 
tinent and thoughtful questions 
were asked, and fully answered by 
Dr. Hertig. In thanking Dr. Her- 
tig at the close of the meeting, Mrs.

HARVARD BASEBALL HONOR 
TO WALSH 


^ Charles Sarto Walsh, who played 
his high school baseball at Win- 
chester High and who captained 
the 1944 football team, generally 
conceded to be one of the best ever 
developed at the local school, re- 
ceived a new athletic honor at Har- 
vard last week. 

Walsh, catcher and captain of 
the Harvard nine this year, won 
the Dana Wingate Trophy as the 
most valuable player on the team. 
In addition to his defensive ability 
behind the bat Walsh was Har- 
vard’s leading hatter this year, 
though the Wendell Bat given 
annually to the Harvard player 
who leads the team offensively 
went to Ralph Robinson, who reach- 
ed first base more times than 
W alsh, despite a lower batting 
mark. Robinson hit .272 and Walsh 
.292. 

The Wingate Trophy memorial- 
izes another Winchester boy, who 
twice captained the Harvard nine 
and was considered one of the best 
shortstops in the college ranks. 
Surely among the greatest Crim- 
son infielders, Wingate turned 
down several professional offers 
to enter business after his gradua- 
tion from Harvard. He did, how- 
ever, play several seasons for the 
Winchester Town Team back in 
the days around 1910-1914, when 
the late George LeDuc and the 
very much alive “Mack” McKenzie 
were producing top-flight semi-pro 
teams on Manchester Field. 

Wingate and Bangs, a Somer- 
ville boy, made up a great second 
base combination, the only one we 
can recall equalling it being that 
all-too-brief team of Horace Ford 
and “Tweet” Walsh of not too long 
ago. 

The retiring Crimson captain, 
‘Sarto” Walsh, who graduated 
from Harvard last week, is the son 
of “Tweet” and the late Mrs. 
Walsh, formerly of Maxwell road. 
His father, one of Woburn’s base- 
ball immortals, played a lot of hall 
for Holy Cross, in the American 
Association and for the Chicago 
Cubs before he gave up ball to go 
into the sporting goods business. 
His son comes rightly by his base- 
ball ability.

FORMER WYMAN PUPIL GAVE 
MILTON ACADEMY VALEDICTORY 


\ former Winchester boy and 
- Wyman School pupil, Robert M. 
O’Neil, recently as valedictorian 
of the graduating class at Milton 
Academy, delivered an address 
which aroused much favorable 
comment. Robert is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter G. O’Neil of 100 
Memorial Drive, Cambridge, for- 
merly of Harrington road. His 
mother, the former Isabel Mar- 
chant. is the daughter of Mrs. Au- 
gusta J. M a reliant of 10 Rangeley 
road and the late Alfred Marchant, 
formerly business manager of the 
Boston Post. Also in Winchester 
are two aunts of the young vale- 
dictorian, Mrs. Ruth Kerr and Mrs. 
Gladys Haven. 

The Star prints the valedictory 
address, believing it to be of gene- 
ral Winchester interest. It follows: 

“As we of the Class of 1952 
leave this school today, we may 
.pause to take stock of ourselves 
what we have done or failed to do 
in the past, along with our hopes 
and expectations for the years to 
come. We are members of a gen- 
eration which has frequently been 
condemned by some of the adult 
world. We have been termed the 
silent generation. We have been 
called a youth of confused morals 
and of little faith. Our generation 
is said to be discouraged and fatal- 
istic, without respect for the past 
and without determination to con- 
quer the future. 

“Within the next few years each 
of us must make a personal de- 
cision — the most important deci- 
sion of his life. He may choose 
to strengthen, by his words and 
his actions, the unfavorable opin- 
ion held against us, or, on the 
other hand, he may choose to prove 
himself entirely worthy of the du- 
ties and responsibilities of adult- 
hood. 

“A basic power which we all pos- 
sess is the power of expression — 
the power by which we can show 
that, as a generation, we are fur 
from silent. If we can express 
our ideas on the questions of the 
day which so vitally concern us, 
we will have gone far toward using 
our power of expression to tin* 
l>est advantage. We know that of 
our number, some will be sent to 
the far corners of the earth in the 
service of their country. A few 
perhaps, will never return. We 
know that in 1956 we will be priv- 
ileged, for the first time in our 
lives, to determine with our votes 
the course of American affairs for 
the years to follow. We know that 
in our hands will be placed the 
control of man’s most potent 
weapon for war or for peace — 
atomic power. We know that by 
the simple press of a button, we 
can destroy the great centers of 
civilization, taking hundreds of 
thousands of lives We realize the 
overwhelming seriousness of these 
matters; few of us take them 
lightly. \ outh all over the coun- 
try are discussing these questions, 
and making positive decisions for 
themselves. We have argued about 
lowering the voting age. Universal 
Military Training, solutions to the 
teen-age delinquency problem, and 
civil rights Any generation which 
can continue to express its be- 
liefs. its ideas and its convictions 
cannot go down in history as a 
silent generation 

“A second fundamental charac- 
teristic of today'* youth is patri- 
otism. This is not a patriotism of 
(lag- waving and Fourth of July 
celebrations. Rather, it is the prac- 
tical realization that America’s 
government and economy have to 
offer what most of us want to re- 
ceive. The most valuable tenets 
of this system for us are oppor- 
tunity and free enterprise We hope 
tiiat we will he able to earn what 
we deserve and what we are worth. 

“We also realize that if the Amer- 
ican doctrine is to he preserved, 
most of us will have to make im- 
portant sacrifices Few. if any of 


. d ire to fight, but if a war 
‘must he undertaken, we will cer- 
tainly do oil i utmost to achieve 
victory. It will probably never b«* 
-aid "f out generation that we lost 
a war or a battle simply because 
we lacked ‘the will to win.* 

•There are a few among us who 
do not agree with the majority 
| that the American system is the 
Whet he i they he Commu- 
nist - or Socialists, or believers in 
; • n \ <»!hei I n American creed, they 
are < ertainh not representative of 
i today’s youth. Their ideas have 
riot come from their contempo- 
i mies. If our generation is one of 
! confused morals, it is certainly not 
confused in regard to its allegi- 
ance and its duty 

“Such considerations on the day 
of our graduation lead us to ask, 
VV hat I &\ e these > ea i of school, 
particularly these years at Milton, 
done to help prepare us?’ Speci- 
fically, this education has given 
us a bettei power <» f expression, 
a more extensive knowledge of our 
country and it* people, and, most 
important, a host of opportunities 
to take part in extra - curricular 
and outside activities. These years 
have taught us the basic skills 
necessary for success in almost 
any field. They have taught us the 
art of living together and of co- 
operating with people. These years 
have so prepared us mentally, phy- 
sically and spiritually, that we are 
now ready to take another step 
forward. 

“Soon we will have to make the 
all-important decision and choice. 
We can either help to perpetuate 
the labels which some have pinned 
upon us, or we can take definite, 
positive action to make our genera- 
tion the best in all history. If we 
choose the latter course, it will 
not he an easy one. It may tax our 
courage and will-power to the li- 
mit; it will certainly mean sacri- 
fice. But the result will he accom- 
plishment world peace, or a bet- 
ter standard of living. And in the 
end we can look hack, in the time 
of another generation, and say, 
We have done the job, and we 
have done it well.’ ”
